Takes German Crown Prince 
as Passenger on Short 

Voyage 



PGTSDA.M, Oct. 2.— Orville AVright, 
the .Anierica;i ax'iator, today broke 
his own and all other records for high 
Hying. He reached the unprecedented 
height of more than llitiO feet, al- 
though ail otlleial measurement was 
not taken. He had a red letter day 
in a double sense in his experience 
as an aviator, taking up Crown Prince. 
l'''rederick William as a passenger, an* 
more than doubling the altitude re- 
cord which he made recently over th.e 
same Held. 

The Crown Prince had been con- 
stantly urging Mr. Wrlglit since li<; 
lirst saw him liy to take him up as 
a passenger. AVright evaded this re- 
sponsibility while making illghts at 
tho -TempeIhohrlleld,i.owlng to the un-> 
favorable; wln'ds,; but'.slnce the begin-' 
ning of; the- flights at/Bornstedt Held,: 
near Potsdam,.- the ; Prince had - been 
telephoning the aviator every morn- 
ing, asking him if he was; ready to 
gratify his request. Wright Anally 
consented today. 

The Prince reached the Held at 4:30 
in tne afternoon without his adjutant. 
After drawing on his overcoat, at 
AVright's suggestion, to save his unl-,. 
form from being spattered with oll.Jf,' 
tho Prince took his seat alongside the!? ;' 
aviator and the machine rose in the: 
air. AVright kept It at a height of 
about 20 feet for a brief period, but 
the Crown Prince exclaimed, "l^ighcr! 
Higher!" Finally the aviator went 
up above sixty feet, and the crowds 
heartily cheered tlie , Prince, who 
waved back his acknowledgment; Theji- 
aeroplane gilded back to '•tho'^stdrUng'' ' 
point ten minutes later. 

Tho Crown Prince warmly con- 
gratulated Mr. AVright on tlie easy 
and safe motion of tho ship, and pre- 
sented him with a souvenir of tho 
occasion, a diamond and ruby pin, 
composing the letter "AV" and a 
crown. , He watched the daring avia- 
tor make his high flight, which also 
■was viewed by a large multitude. 
While the. machine was at its great- 
est altitude., excursionists on a steam- 
er three.mlles distant at first thought 
It was a bfg box kite. 

When He returned to the earth, 
AVright, speaking of'ihls flight, said; 
"I never, flew so high before. No 
measurement ■was taken, but I estl- 
inate that I reached an altitude Ot 
500 metres, 1.G37 feet. It is' dlffloult" 
to guage height, but I make the esti- 
mate from the time It took me from' 
the starting point to the greatest al-: 
titude. Immediately after rising I 
set the heiglit rudder at the maxi- 
mum, and kejit climbing steadily for 
tiflcen minutes until the Held and 
the adjacent country reminded me of,,' 
the picture I had from Zeppelin's airV 
ship, only things seemed smaller. The 
descent was made in live minutes. T 
came down at a .simply terrifying 
speed. Tho wliole machine shook as 
It rushed through the ;iir, but my 
sensaiio.ns were just the same as In 
lower altitudes. Tho air was no cold- 
er, and the wind resistance was no 
greater." 

AVith regard to his passenger, the 
Grown Prince, Mr. Wright said: "The 
Prince did not say much more than 
"Fine" during tin- flight, but r was 
able to read ips impressions from 
Ills face. I never took up a passenger 
who looked so lilcased. He Just smil- 
ed when We started up, and he kept 
smiling all along. I felt a great re- 
sponsibility in having tlu. futurg 
German Emperor as a passenger. 
Not that I mistrusted the maehiiiei 
hut any little irregularity might ranso, 
tho people anxiety. 1 stayed low at 
lirst, but the Prince kept urging mo 
to go higher."

Man Held for Robbery of Fin- 
nish Post Office Funds 
Willing to Return 



Ready to waive extradition, and 
willing to return to the scene of his 
crime In far away Finland, Jolian 
Vasara, a Russian, about forty years 
of age, accused of the theft of nearly 
$180,000 from the postofflce depart- 
ment o£ Finland, Is at present lying 
in the local provincial Jail awaiting 
an emissary of the Finnish govern- 
ment, who will take back the fugi- 
tive. 

Kor over a year the Finnisli auth- 
orities have been trailing the fugi- 
tive. Every police department in the 
civilized" world has been given an 
accurate description of the man, and 
Indeed so accurate \\as it tluit when 
the provlncliU police <!ei)artment, at 
the request of the authorities in l''in- 
land, circulated tlie description to all 
lt.s agents throughout the province, 
it was but a comi)aratively short 
time before A'asara was captured at 
Prince Rupert, where ho had been 
living for the past few weeks. Wlien 
arrested he was disguised as a labor- 
er with hobnailed boot.s, old dirty 
clothing and carrying .a roll of blan- 
kets. Constable Calkin, of Prince 
Rupert, brought Vasara down to Vic- 
toria several days ago. 

May be: Hidden 

When arresfe'd; "Vasara had but a 
small amount of actual cash ujion bis 
person, though for some time pre- 
vious he appeared 10 have some sort 
of linancial suppl.\-, judging frorn the 
fact that he :alwa\-s appeared In 
funds. It is believed that tlie man 
got to Prince Rupert with a very large 
part, at least, of the stolen funds, and 
that be cashed the money somewhere 
in tile neigliborhood of the northern 
clly. 

Immediately on -his arrest being 
effected, the authorities in Finland 
were communicated with, and word 
has been received by the departmeiU 
here that an olUcer would leave im- 
niedla.lel.v to secure the prisoner. 

Vasara at lirst stoutly denied his 
identity. He Dellcved apparently that 
the olUcers wi-re not aware of the 
stupendous theft. I'^inally he admit- 
ted he was Vasara after close (|UeB- 
tlonlng by ConsUihle Calkin. 

According to information, A'asara 
and the ixistollicc janitor In l'"reder- 
Iksham, Finland, became acquainted 
and the former Is alleged to have 
made a duplicate key to the <ild- 
fashloned sate, and one night robbed 
It and fled from the countr.\. 

The stolen money was kei)t in a 
sack, and It Is alleged Vasara made 
away with sack as well as money.

German Manoeuvres 
The great autumn manoeuvres of 
the German army attended ibv the 
Kulaer and many distinguished foreign 
officers and other guests hare just 
eoncludod in South Germany on tho 
borders of tho kingdom of AV'urtom- 
borg, and the Grand Dncliey of Baden, 
'i'lii; K;<.is(,T 'acted as eliief uniiiire. The 
is'aisej-'H gui'st.s include Mr. Winston 
rhurchiil. the .Vustro- 1 1 wngarian heir- 
|)resiiMiptl\'e, the Areliduke Francis 
i'>rdlnand, Slievi<et Pasha, the com- 
niandor-in-chief of tlie Turlcisii army 
and one of the leaders of the recent 
re\-olutliin which overthrow the Sultan 
.Mulul llainid. 

Tile forces operating in tliis mimic 
\\:ir nuni'bered 125,000, and were div- 
ided into the "iRed" army, command- 
ed by General Prince Leopold of Bav- 
,'uia, and consisting of the first Bav- 
arian army corps, the 13th Wurtem- 
lierg nnmy corp-^ and the 4th Bavarian 
division, and the "Blue" army, under 
the coniinaiid of General von Cock 
and Polach. and consisting nf the .Ird 
and l ltli arm.v corps. Tlie Hth army 
corps consisted of three divisions iii 
tlie lield. In addition there Wi's three, 
entire eavalrv divisions taking part in 
the oi)eratu)ns. During the Inst \c.ir 
or two tlie (Teniian arniv manoeuvres 
liavo been held In different districts of 
Western Germany-r-that •is, In thoso 
parts of the country which would bo 
the Hold of 'oporatlons in the event of 
a war with France. Last year s manoe- 
uvres,, which .were held In Alsace- l.,or- 
raine, were Intended to prove thut ail 



the arrangements made by the Ger- 
man General Staff for tiic resistance 
of any uttaciv delivered on German 
territoi-y to the left of the Rhino were 
satisfactory niul complete; and this 
year's manoeuvres are Intended to de- 
monstrate that . the same favorable 
state of affairs" ejctfrts io the right of 
the Rhine. 

A Vast Army 

The numbers taking part in the 
autumn evolutions were unprecedented 
in tlic history of Geriiian army ma- 
noeuvres. The general idea of tho 
manoeuvres are entirely new. Instead 
of its being assumed that hostilities 
had already broken out, the oiiposing 
parties were supposed to be at peace, 
and war was declared a day after the 
miioeuvres began, the decision resting 
with the Emperor. The "blue" terri- 
tory was a hyiiotheticai state divided 
by a frontier line roughly running from 
Wuriiburg- to Heilbron from the "red" 
state. "Blue" was at jvar with a third 
Power, so that the^'mftln forces were 
engaged away from "hoihe. Political 
tension exists between "blue" and 
"red." On the opening day "blue" 
formaly petitioned for permission to 
declare war, as it was Itnown that the 
"red" forces had not yet been assem- 
bled. "Blue" wishes to force the Issue 
while "red" was still unprepared. In 
short, the object of the manoeu\ros 
was to show to wliat extent a State 
weakened by hostilities elsewhere can 
protlt liy the possibilities of ;i given 
situation and rapidity of attack. It 
was understood that war would bo 
declared next morning, when tho 
"blue" army crossed the frontier as 
soon as possible, it being the aim of 
the "red" force, to resist its passage 
until the whole "red" army was as- 
sembled. 

Tlie manoeuvres threw an Interest- 
ing llglit on the guarding of frontiers, 
which has hitherto only formed the 
subject of war games, but never of 
practical manoeuvres. 

Prodomlnant Features 

According to preliminary reviews of 
the manoeuvres, iiublislied by various 
military experts, there were to be two 
predominant features of this year's 
•evolutions; Jlrst, the abandonment of 
the German traditional tactics of at- 
tacking positions with heavy masses 
of troops, and the substitution of open 
fotmatidna siioh as those practised by 
tho British m South Africa; and sec- 
ond, the use of airships for iiurposos 
of reconnoitring. Jn spite of the les- 
sons of the South' African war, and 
the experiences yielded by the later 
stages ot the war betwpen^Russla and 
■Tapan, the German army haB persis- 
tently held to tho old style of attack- 
ing in dense columns, offering the 
easiest possible targets to the ojipos- 
Ing forces; and the experiments to 
be made this year in the use of open 
formations are far from sympatlietic 
to many Prussian soldiers of tho old 
school. Tho performances of airships 
as scouts will be watched with par- 
ticular interest, because this will be 
the tlrat test of the value f stecrabic 
balloons in the field, it was recently 
announced that the German General 
Staff estimatesthat one steerable air- 
ship can dihcharge all the duties per- 
formed by an entire divisUm of cav- 
alry, and this year's manoeuvres will 
reveal tho truth or untruth of this 
theory. 

Another interesting feature of the 
manoeuvres was to be tho use of mo- 
tor cars for reconnoitring and for 
carrying messages from one part of 
tho fleld of operations to anotlier. 
There ie a motor oar volunteer corps, 
the members of which place their cars 
at tho disposal of tlio government In 
case at war. More than 300 cars of 
this class, run by their own owners, 
took part In the manoeuvres. Wlrn- 
leas telegraphy, fleld telegraphs, and 
fteln telephones wore also used to a 
greater extent than on any previous 
occasion. 

British Cavalry 

Some interesting comment.? are 
made by H. F, Provost Battersby, one 
of the war correspondents of tho 
London Morning Po&t, regarding tlie 
manoeuvres held for Cavalry Training 
in England. Two operations were 
carried out, an attack on Artillery 
iiosition and on an Irtfantry position, 
both carried out by tho entire Cavalry 
division. Mr. Provost Battersby says: 
"They were most admirably and ef- 
fectively carried out, one of them In 
a blinding rainstorm, and the other 
during the worst day's weather wo 
havo experienced, and they exempli- 
fied the benelits which l\u] division 
has derived from Sir Dougla.s l-iaig's 
training and leadershii). But one's 
appreciation of such work viewed as 
drill does not always Imply one's ac- 
cei)tanc(! of It as an experiment in 
reality, and this for two reasons. In 
the lii-st iilace, wo liclleve that the 
zealous ca\alry commander is I'x- 
pecling more of his arm llian mod'M-n 
conditions of lire will i)ermit. and In 
the second that a siieelal slandanl 
must be aprdied to such (iperatioiiH, 
and indeed to nil oiieiatioiis in tills 
country. Tnldng tile latter considera- 
tion drst since it is tlie more neglected, 
let lis i)ut the case as it appears to tliij 
cavalry. Wo have in England one 
cavalry division and one regiment, 
both of them under-manned, under- 
officered ,and under-horsed. We have 
an absolutely Inadequate reserve from 
wliich to draw officers. AVe should re- 
quiro on mobilization some i no, 000 
horses, which we have not got, and we 
are only Just, beginning to wonder 
where we shall And them. There is 
not, and probably never will be, a re- 
serve of trained horses, and It Is 
equally unlikely that matured horses 
up to a war establishment will ever be 
maintained. 

British and Foreign Cavalry 
"We may therefore assume that we 
shall never under existing conditions 
be able to place on moblliiiatlon more 
than a cavalry division in the fieUI, 
That small force will represent all the 
cavalry there will be available for tho 
security and enlightenment of the 
British army, to direct Its actions, 
protect its communications, and com- 
plete Its victories. Hence one asks: Is 
It reasonable to apply to Its opera- 
tions a conception formulated for 
armies which reckon divisions as we 
count regiments? It may sound pusil- 
lanimous to assert that British cavalry 
must bo only "worked up to a certain 
quiet standard of adventure, but until 
the British nation consents to have an 
army adequate to lta~hbnor it must 
accept n definition ot gallantry which 
inchidcB a great deal of caution, Japart 
could afford to leave Its fifty thousand 
on the ileldvWlthdut fear and without 
regret, but should regard tho loss

THE INDIAN 'CLAIM. 

The position taken by the Indian 
chiefs, who have recently been in ses- 
sion in Vancouver, i.s not an liuliim 
view ot their riglits. It bear, ttii! ear- 
marks of a white solicitor throuKliovit. 
The claim is that the Indians aro en- 
titled to an interest In all tho lands in 
British Columbia, except such sinull 
portions of Vancouver Island as were 
conveyed to the Hudson Bay Company 
some years aKO. Tlie claim is tibso- 
lutely preposterous. W'c are aware 
that sentimentalists will dissent from 
this view; and that we shall hear a 
great deal about the Indian title; but 
there never was any Indian title. Pre- 
vious to the occupation of this. country 
by white people, tho various' Indian 
ti-Ibes held such limited areas as they 
were able to maintain against their 
enemies. The ancestors of those peo- 
ple who met in Vancouver were not a 
nation enjoying territoriar rights over 
tiie whole region west of the .. Rocky 
Mountains, but a number .of tribes, 
hostile to cacli other, scattered over a 
wide area. The white man came, es- 
talillshed peace, made It possible for 
the Indians to live In security In such 
places as they had selected for their 
homes, and now we are asked to deal 
Vv'ith these people as though they -vverc 
the actual joint owners of the wliole 
eountr.x'. Such a jiusjtlon Is untenable. 

In tin: years 1850 and 1S51 the lUul- 
spn Bay company, not the Crown, bo

The Indians were to 
keep their "village sites and enclosed 
fields." In 1S5S Governor Douglas was 
in receipt of a (li'.s)iat''h from tho ("<>1- 
luiial Secret;ir.v leaving it to his dis- 
cretion as to how he siiould deal with 
land In the possession of the Indians. 
What are wo to understand by the 
word "possession" in this Instance'.' 
Will it be pretended that Indians were 
In the possession of ureas into which 
they dared not enterj except -as aymed 
bodies? Wo think not. Certainly 
neither the Colonial Si'cri'tary nor 
(Jovi'inor I)ou(;las liiougllt so, for we 
lind these ollielals <leallng with tho 
land question according, to' such ideas 



and It was decided that such a right 
oxistedt b'ut-'Sp^clflo conditions werA 
laid' down' to govern such cases. In 
tlio same year certain Indians signi- 
fied their doslro to leave a reserve; 
permission was granted and another 
reserve' wais set ipart for 'them. In 
1860 tiie Coqultlam 'Indians .complained 
that their rese'rvo was'- "tidt.i. largo 
enough;' and their request / for an 
IncreaS^gd are^'j.' ■«vas 'graji'tedj. not- 
withstanding ;'the ',fq«t thai- ''the re- 
serve "tts It "then existed had ' been 
marked out by tho Indians themselves, 
because it was claimed that tliey had 
omitted, a certain ar.ea which they 
might have asked for. .- In iS65 the In- 
dians hear Kamloopa made c(^rtaln 
claims ■'(Vhlch the. whltjb.kottlers thought 
worfe unreasonable, an&* a- dispute arose 
as to tho extent of their reserves. 
The mo.st Interestin.g feature of the 
correspondence on this subject is tho 
statement that the Indians based their 
title upon documents given to them 
by the Assi.stant Commissioner of 
Lands. In otlier cases it was found 
necessary to reduce some of the re- 
serves and In 1867 we And Joseph W. 
Trutch writing "the Indians have 
really no right to the lands they claim, 
nor are they of an.v actual value or 
utility to them." He goes on to ad- 
vise that tho unutilised parts of the 
reserves should be thrown open to 
pre-i-'inptlon. .Mi'. Truteh was here 
speaking of land tliat had hee'ii includ- 
ed in reserves, and so also was the 
Colonial Seeretar\-, W. .\. O. Young, 
that is the provineial colonial secre- 
tary, when, speaking ot the land wtih- 
In reserves, he wrote "the Indians have 
no right to any land beyond what may 
1h! neeessar.v for their .-letual require- 
ments." It would be Impossible In the 
space available here to go through all 
the correspondence on the subject, for 
it is voluminous, liut nowhere In it 
will Ije found a suggestion tluit the 
Indians made the slightest claim to 
any land not in their actual occupation, 
but that the Indlahs themselves ac- 
knowlcdg'ed everything outside of their 
reserviUions to bo the absolute prop- 
erty of the Crown. 

After- Confederation the allotment of 

reserves was continued, and we find no 
isuggestloii from the Indians or any 
one on their behalf that they had 
any right to land which they were not 
actually possessed or could benefi- 
cially use, but the most convincing 
proof that they only claimed a right 
to land actaully In their possession. 

A few liistorlcal considerations com- 
pleK'ly dispose of tho extraordinary 
claim now advanced on behalf of tho 
Indians, and they may be briefly 
Stated thu^^:,^, .-• -v i - • ,;

There is a good deal of cnrresi)ond- 
ence on the subject in the provincial 
archives, and among them wo find a 
letter from R. C. Mood\-, chief Com- 
mlsslonpr of I^ands, to w. r,.

A CANNY SCIENTIST 

Professor Ferret, of Brooklyn, Is a 
canny scientist. Last , week .ho fore- 
told .that the ,'ppsltlon,...otv'the Sun, 
Moo'ri? Mnrs, ju'piter and' Saturn were 
such that on Tuesday Inst they would 
so distort the shape of the ICarth as 
to change It from a sphere to an 
ellpse. After** telling why this was 
almost certain to be so, ho cast an 
anchor to windward hy saying: "It Is 
Iiossible that nothing very special will 
occur, but If so It will only be be- 
cause the earth has resisted tho dan- 
ger that nevertheless existed." Be- 
tween sucli a "scicntifle" jiredictlon 
and the tomfooler.\- of the Holy Rol- 
lers, who expected to be caught up 
to iieaven a week ago, there Is not 
much to choose. We feel disposed to 
make a prediction on our own ac- 
count. Astronomy appears to have 
demonstrated that there are va.st un- 
liglited bodies d.s'ing through space on 
orbits that cannot be ascertii ined. If 
one of these had struck the earth 
ycsterda'y, this particular part of the 
solar system would nevei have known 
what hapiiened to it, for it would 
have been utterly and Irretrievably 
smashed. The fact that this did not 
occur only proves that the earth es- 
caped a danger that nevertheless ex- 
isted for al! any cue knows. It 
seems necessary to tell people every 
now and then that a lot of stuff, which 
passes for science, Is merely idle 
guessing. Men in positions of some 
responsibility get an Itch for fame, 
and they make statements that are 
absolutely without foundation froin a 
scientific point of view, and a great 
many peojjle are needlessly alarmed.

The Colonist still refuses to believe 
that Britain and Germany are on the 
eve or war.

If there is going to be 
such a war. the sooner It comes the 
better for Britain. Possibly this is 
why some people, who arc prominent- 
ly before the public, are stirring up 
the war spirit. We think a meaning 
has been taken out of Earl Grey's 
language at Calgary that he did not 
intend to convey.

of that org'anizatlon. They enlisted 
the services of the children In the work 
of beautifying the city. In May they 
distributed seeds unil plants to up- 
wards of two hundred. school children. 
The little people wefe.'f^ tnake gardens 
of' their' owh^vA genilentah, Mr. S. S. 
Bain, occasionally-. aij'dresBea the chil- 
dren, but beyond tlils'the ciiUlvatlori 
of the plants and -flowers was left to 
their uwn resources. 

From the report given It would aii- 
pear that most of the children live In 
the poorer quarters of the city. Tlu-y 
were of many nationalities, but the 
ladles found the other day, wlien tliey 
visited the gardens to olnaln matcrhil 
for a report, that In mogt ca,sc.s e.\i:cl- 
lont re-sults had been achieved. iMany 
of the little plots were gay with flowers 
and In others vegetables had been 
raised. All the children who huvo 
made an effort to grow plants and 
Mowers will be rewarded by receiving 
fresh seeds and bulbs for next jear. 

A pathetic incident l.s told of one of 
the gar.dens. The children who culti- 
\ ated it had a sick sister. During her 
illness the fresh blossoms brightened 
her room, and when she died, wliUo 
llowers were woven Into 'wreath to lay 
uiion her grave. Ohe cannot but wish 
that the children in tlie crowded, 
smoky quarter of the great city where 
these gaidens were made, had some- 
thing (if the space which Is let llo 
wn.sic lioro. If under such adverse 
elrcunistances the bo>-s and girls of 
Moiiliciil could l)eautlfy their .streets 
land homes, what mlglu not Victoria 
j children accomplish if their civic pride, 
' their luvu of beauty, and their emula- 
tion were aroused'.'

Time passed, and 
customs changed, but still In tho larg- 
er homes wives and husbtinds worked 
together to add Held to Held.

The daughters, if-'- 'uhit>at''ried, sonie- 
timcfi sought employment- in the out- 
side world, but their Earnings, as a 
rule, brought to the homes articles of 
comfort and lu.\iirv which added to tho 
pleasure of the loved ones there.. 
• The story of the settlement of Mani- 
toba and the newei- provinces of the 
Middle West tells of scarcely le.-^s toll 
and prU-atioii, though of quicker and 
gri:ater rewards. Xor can the pioneers 
of thi.s iirovlnce hope lo escape the 
lalHjrs and tlie hardshliis by which the 
re.st of this great land lui-s been chang- 
ed from a wildci-ness into fertile fields, 
fruitful orchards, and prosperous cities.

But Is hard work to be feared by 
women more than men? Were these 
grandmothers and great-grandmoth- 
ers of the present generation of Can- 
adian wives of today greatly to be 
pitied Few of them would have 
said so. They. brought up large fam- 
ilies of sons and daughters, they were 
often very tired, sometimes perhaps 
they were discouraged, but many a 
woman who today lives In a beautiful 
liome. surrounded with what to these 
housewives of a bygone time would 
have been counted great lu.Nurles, 
may well envy them their jjeace of 
mind aiul the consciousness of having 
accomplished work that wa.s reallv 
worth the doing. Tliey. as a rule, 
possesscfi tile lov,- and conlldmce of 
their hu.sbands. Tlu-lr i;li ildrcii were 
gratefiil. obedient and affectionalc. 
Their sorrows wi-n- lightem-d by tin- 
sympatli.S'. not only of mi-mber;-; of 
their own family, but of their friend.; 
and neighbors. Their Jo.\-.s w(-re 
.shared with all whom tlie.\- knew. 
l'\'W of them were ever so bu.sv but 
they had time to help a neighbor In 
sickness, or spend an afternoon with 
a visitor. 

We hear much today of the need of 
Immigration. There l.s room In our 
thinly settled country for ma:iv 
strangers. But surely it is no feeling 
ui mere selilshness that makes us 
hope that the descendants of these 
iJloneer women of Canada shall foriji 
the warp of the nation that Is to be. 
But if this Is to be so, the women of 
our own generation and of succeeding 
ones must be st^ong. Labor and 
hardship In the past were the price 
paid for the homes of Canada. We 
cannot expect that case will be the 
lot of the women who will leave to 
their sons and daughters an Inherit- 
ance In the land thev love. 

There is in these days much written 
by women of t>ji- value of household 
labor. There are articles in many 
women's magazineu claiming that the 
wives and mothers should he paid as 
other laborers in otlier spheres. There 
l.s scarcely a week but some writer, 
often of great, ability, srieaks of the 
Injustice done to the home maker be- 
cause she does not receive the money 
value of her work. The statement Is 
not often made in so cfude a way, 
but the meaning l^ plajn. 

It is hard to thiiilt that these sound- 
ers of dl-scord ever lived In a hajipy 
home,- or that thi«x'""iuidpr.stand the 
nieanlng of lo.ve .^nd, cojifldence and 
mutual help. ' Leave money for the 
market place, but let us still believe 
that the loving service of wife or 
mother or husband or child is price- 
less. . ■ 

How little the ■suffragettes. Miss J. 
Kenny, Mtsa Elsie Howie and Miss 
Vera Wentworth, who have recently 
been sentenced to imprisonment, aind 
^ho are trying to starve themselves 
Into a condition that will force the 
prison authorities to liberate them, 
are entitled to sympathy, the account 
of their escapade, given toy one of 
themselves. Miss K6nny, will 'show. 

After explaining that she and the 
two other women waited In disguise 
at the door of Lympne Castle, which 
communicates %vith the churchyard, 
so that they should catch the Pre, 
mier on his wa.v from morning ser- 
vice, .Miss Kenny continued; 

"Me was slljiiilng through a sld(> 
door when we caught ,hlm. He wa.s 
wedged In the door, and a little strug- 
gle ensued, in which -Mr. Asqulth lo.st 
his hat; it rolled off the back. It 
was a soft felt hat, and he recovered 
it.

Knebworth has long been a lunisc- 
hold word witii (•anadlan visitoi-s to 
r..ondon. Year after yeai- Uoniinioii da\' 
reco|)tlons were lield tliere under the 
genial hospitalilj- . of Lord and L.uly 
.Strathcona and the ueek-end jiartles 
gatiiered there during the lligli Coui- 
missioner's residence, included inost 
of the leading Canadian visitors to this 
country. But Knebworth is now back 
again in the hands of its O'wnnr, Lord 
I/ytton, and this idealistic young peer 
has sot afoot on his famous Hert- 
fordshlro estate a scries of social ox- 
pcrlnients which cannot fall to be of 
interest to Canadians who have visit- 
ed it. Knebworth as Canadians knew 
It under Lord Stratlicona's tenancy 
was a (luaint, delightful Kngll.sh vil- 
lage, centering round the feudal resi- 
dence of its local lord. Hut Lord Lyt- 
ton has other Ideas. He ha.s made a 
golf course there for the public and is 
now carrying out a town-planning 
scheme of approved .modern tyjie. He 
has set aside a largo part of his es- 
tate for building, providing wide main 
avenues, ample recreation spaces, and 
lui-go gardens.. -No more than 10 "houses 
on an average are to occupy one acre. 
There is to be a model dfvlry for the 
collection and distribution of purllled 
concentrated milk, and the model city 
and model dairy are to ha directiv used 
for improving the- social conditions and 
))hyKi(iue of the Knebworth folk. It 
i.s an experiment, the succe."s of which 
must, have a great Influence with other 
large land-owning Englishmen. It Is 
the sort of e.xperlment that may change 
the face of rural England in course of 
time. — Montreal Star.

In the liineliglit In .the waters of the 
north this year. 

The Bear's latest exploit Is tho de- 
tention of tlie Norwegian steamt^r 
Varlg at Cape Xdmc early last montli. 
A AVaahington despatcli in this regtird 
savs that despite reports to tho con- 
titiry, tlie Cnited States does not an- 
ticipate any internatloilal complica- 
tions over the riotention of the Varig, 
Tho despatch adds; Tho oHlcial re- 
ports received here show that the Var- 
ig lind no manifest bill of health, al- 
though these are required by the law, 
under penalty. ' Tho Varlg brought 
over 176 Busslan emigrants, takon 
aboard at 'Vladivostok and Petropav- 
lovsk, and the Immigration authorities 
•ordered- them to deport by way of Se- 
attle. Later a court' hearing of tho 
case was ordered, and the deportation 
lias lieon susiionded moanlimo. More 
recent reports indicated that tlio Varig, 
on anotlicr trip, brought In thirty 
aliens.

wore , extremely, easy. Tlie batteries of

Tho Republlquo is not fitted with 
wireless apparatus such as It Is pro- 
Iiosod to fit in the Lebaudy dirigible 
ordered for tlio National Airship fund, 
and a ylmpl.T but effecllvo moans of 
coiinumlcatiiig the results of Us ob- 
servations to the gen(>ral In command 
with tho least possible waste of time 
was adopted. The staff officer wrote 
down his observations as ho took 
theni in a notebook, which was after- 
wards placed In a sack of ballast. Tho 
Rcimbllque then directed its course 
to an appointed H|iot occupied by

■'."' Austrian IVlandeuvres-i 

The Austro-Hungarlan army man- 
oeuvres of mid-Septombi'r resulted In 
a victory for tlie northern over the 
southern forces. The manoeuvres were 
more seriously conducted and formed 
a severer tc'st of the elllcienc.v and en- 
durance of the t:-oops tliaii any mili- 
tary exercises of recent years. There 
was an eiUire alisencu of the spectacu- 
lar element. Shock tactics and brilli- 
ant but inipossit)le cavalry charges 
were avoiiU'cl. and though the combat- 
ants found themselves at times in un- 
real situations, the general verdict on 
the three days' struggle is that it was 
more like war than the inlmlc warfare 
of Continental armies has hitliertao 
been. 

The opinions of imjiartlal and com- 
petent judges upon the quality and 
spirit of the troops are, moreover, very 
flattering to Austro-Hungarlan mili- 
tary amour-propre. The criticisms for- 
mulated In print and verbally deal 
rather with the commanders' concep- 
tions of tho conditions likely to prevail 
in modern warfare than with the exe- 
cution of their ideas l>y the troops. Ono 
such criticism Is directed against the 
southern commander. Generad von 
Versbach, who is .-illeged to have im- 
posed ui)on Ills men a strain .such as 
no troo|)s can legitimately be exi)ected 
to withstanil excej)! In cases of the 
direst emergency. One body of Infant- 
ry was reciuired to march some fiS or 
70 kilometres (-iO to -M miles )• between 
•1 a. m. one morning and daylireak the 
next morning. A competent'judge who 
saw the men after the exploit says 
that, though very tired, their spirit 
was still good, and. as far as he could 
judge, the percentage of stragglers was 
comparatively low. 

Cavalry Stampeded. 
The cavalry dhlshin, under the com- 
mand of tile limperor's son-in-law, the 
Arciiduke l-'raneis .Snivati.'r. came less 
successfully thi-inigh an ortlr^al equ.-illy 
S(!Vere. It was ordered soon after mid- 
night on 'I'hurstla.N- to suiiiiort the 
southern infantry, but found at the end 
of a long and hot day's riding and 
lighting that It had passed through 
the northern linos, and was obliged. In 
order to escape capture, to return by a 
circuitous route "to Gross-Meslritsch. 
Completely exhauatbd by twenty-four 
hours' uninterrupted work, the division 
bivouacked near tho town, and would 
have been rushed in the dark by tho 
northern infantry had not the Arch- 
duke Francis I'^rdlnand forbidden tho 
attack upon the exhausted horses and 
nun. Tli<! (ilvislon was however placed 
hois de combat, and took no part in tho 
liiial operations, its misfortunes did 
nut end here, for the horses of the 6th 
dragoon regiment utook fright In the 
darkness at the .noise of an artillerv 
train or the glare of a searelillghl, and, 
breaking away from their pk'ket 
blocks, stampi^iled over the Ijodies of 
the sleeiiing dragoons, several of whom 
were badly liijiu-ed. It is to be feared 
tliat the earei'r of more tlian one pro- 
mising officer will be adversely affect- 
ed hy the fate of these cav.-ilry divis- 
ions. I'^plsodes such as these lend, 
however, a savor of reality to manoeu- 
\res. and are often more Instructive 
than ojieratlons carried out according 
to programme.

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The opening of the shoo'ting season is an 
event of no little importance here in Victoria, 
the capital of Canada's fairest province. This 
of conrse is taken for granted by all devotees 
of the gun, and their numbers are great and 
continually increasing; for days and weeks 
beforehand they have been making their ar- 
rangements and preparations for the due cele- 
bration of the festival of the First, the plea- 
sures of anticipation have been enjoyed to the 
fiill in the training of dogs, the overhauling of 
guns and equipment and the discussion of 
chances for a good year and the best places to 
visit, and the interchange of reminiscences of 
former days and former bags. 

The true importance of the occasion is. 
however, apt to be overlooked by those who 
are not directly interested in held sports. 
Those who are not in the know could hardh- 
realize what a vast army of sportsmen look 
forward annually to liie day when they are at 
liberty to take to the woods witli gun and dog 
in pursuit of their favorite recreation. For a 
town the size of Victoria the proportion of 
sportsmen to its total population is unusually 
great, owing partly, no doubt, to the facilities 
within easy reach of the lover of woodland life 
and sports. This is a vhtv hpalthy sign. There 
is nothing like the fresh air and free life of the 
woods to kec|i healthy minds in hcallh}- Ijodics, 
and it is a splendid sign to sec so many youths 
and men of all ages sjiending tlicir week-ends 
recuperating in the country in the enjoyment 
of healthy sport instead of loafing in the town. 

The growth in numbers of the anny of 
sportsmen who participate annually in the 
sport afforded by the woods and hills adjacent 
to the Capital is idicnomcnal. So rajjid has it 
been in the last few years that it has made il 
necessary in the home districts to alter the 
game legislature to reliexc the jMcssure and 
give the birds a chance. These seems excel- 
lent reason to believe that this has been done 
in time, and that, although the big b.ags made 
in easy fashion, which the old timers arc fond 
of comparing with what we bring home today, 
are scarcer nowadays, by exercising a little 
more restraint than was needful in former 
years, we can preserve enough game to afford 
us all a fair chance for years to come of good 
sport. \\'e Victorians have lieen .specially 
favored in the matter of blue grouse shooting, 
as on the southern end of \'ancouver Island 
there is an abundance of country of such a 
nature as to make wing shooting possible and 
iMijoyable for these birds; in some other 
])arts of British Columbia, though the blues 
may be just as plentiful, the nature of the 
country makes such shooting impossible or so 
a -duous as to be far less enjoyable. The post- 
l)oning of the shooting of blues from Septem- 
1)er to October last year has obviously had 
good results, and, if the same policy is con- 
tinued for a year or two longer, there is no 
reason why we should not then ha\-c just as 
abundant a stock of these birds in the country 
as eveir. After September as a rule they take 



to the tall timber, the young birds being full 
grown, and, once in the tall; timber, they are 
naturally protected from their human enemies. 
Shooting them at the beginning of September 
meant tlie slaughter of large numbers of young- 
birds, ready for the pot, perhaps, but hardl}' 
ready for the gun. The first of October gives 
ever}- one a sporting chance of making one or 
two good' bags, and if this date is kept for the 
opening of another Reason or two. there is no 
reason why we should not then split the differ- 
ence and shoot them for the last half of Sep- 
tember before they haA'e for the most part 
made their mysterious disappearance into the 
big trees where they feed on the green pine 
iiccfllcs, their principal winter food. 

Reports from game wJirdens and others 
whose business or pleasure" takes them into the 
woods arc to the effect that grouse are un- 
usually plentiful this year, this in spite of a 
cold and backward breeding season, is good 
news indeed. E.xtra vigilance has guarded 
against the anticipation of the opening day by 
the law breaker, and Ave can congratulate our- 
selves on the increased attention paid by the 
law-makers to the importance of game preser- 
vation, imijortance not only to the large cki'-s 
who take i)Ieasure in the sports of the held 
but to c\cry class in the crmimunity who 
bciioru (hroctl}- or indireclly in the jireserva- 
tioii of an asset of the I'roviiicc to which until 
recently too little importance has lieen attach- 
ed by 1 mr 1 .egisj.at urc. 

riieasants in some districts have suffered 
more severely from unduly long open seasons 
and indiscriminate hammering. These birds 
naturally keep near the cultivated lands, and 
their protection is in the hands of the farmers. 
In most districts Ihey ajipear to be holding 
their own. although in .Saanich their numbers 
have been so thinned that it has been found 
necessary to close this district entirely this 
year. 

The bird about which we do not hear as 
much as its sporting qualities deserve is the 
California quail, which is steadily increasing 
in numbers" wherever it has obtained a hold. 
A brace of pheasants makes a braver show 
than a brace of quail, but a high average on 
pheasants over dogs is much more easy of 
accomplishment than. a high average on these 
beautiful little birds. 

Deer are as plentiful as ever, and the u.sual 
reports come in of their lieing so i^lentifu! as 
to be a nuisance to the farmers. The nc.vt few 
weeks will afford the farmers ciuite a few 
helpers to aid them in combating this particu- 
lar nuisance and getting rid of this particular 
grievance of the proverbially ill-used agricul- 
turist. 

The general conclusion is that the pros- 
pects for sport this "year are as good or better 
than last year. Before these few remarks 
appear in i)rint the first shots will have been 
fired and the first bags made; to those who 
have not yet realized their anticipations it re- 
mains to express the ^yish that they may have 
straigfht pOAvder andjplenty of scen^,^ . . ^„ , .

\'ery few jieople actually realise what a 
splendid game country P)ritish Columbia is, 
and that from year's eiul to year's end either 
gun, rifle or rod can be used, so that a man 
who is fond of both fishing and shooting can 
ahyays find 'something to tax his skill. Of 
course, the amount of success met with will, 
to a certain extent, depend on the man him- 
self; and even with, the best of men there will

Where else could you go and find sttch a 
variety of game for both rifie and gun, com- 
bined with such trout and salmon fishing?

edly the best game district, that is at all easy 
off access, in the Province. You will not get ' 
any wapiti- or deer there, but if you can do a 
good day's walk and are even -a moderate .shot, 

I think you could hardly fail to get good speci- 
mens of Stone's mountain sheep, goat, caribou, 
and probably a moose. You could easily get 
black bear and also grizzly if 3-ou hunted them, 
but I should not advise your doing so at that 
season of the year, as the skins are not in 
their prime and you can hurit:'beaf in- the 
spring, when there is no other kind of big 
game in season. 

With any sort of luck, you should reach 
the heart of the hunting grounds almost' as 
soon as the season opens. When you are 
there, go for the sheep first of all; you are 
allowed to kill three animals, but I should 
advise your only killing two, as you might 
have an opportunity, later on, of getting a head 
of the Ovis Montana or common big-horn. 
Stick to the sheep till you have got all you 
wantj then go for the goats ; these animals are 
very easily got and should not take up much 
of your time. Then move off to the caribou 
grounds, which, with reasonable luck, should 
be reached by the end of the month at the 
latest. Caribou and moose have not entirely 
freed their horns of velvet and are in their 
prime. Unless you are very particular about 
t^ctting very fine heads, }ou should have got 
si)ecimeiis of caribou by the end of the first 
week in October. Then put in a good ten days 
after moose. 

Hy this time it would be only reasonable to 
expect that you would have . bagged two' 
shec]), two goats, two caribou, and most prob- 
al)l\ a moose. The chances are you would 
also have run across a bear or two while 
tra\'ellin,g.

The best 
caribou were a 41-pointcr, a 39-pointer;' and a 
37-l)ointer. , ■ 

The beginning of November should find 
you hack at Wrangel, and you may or may 
not get a moose; if you. have not, and very 
much desire one, you might go on farther 
north to Skagway and from there on to Atlin, 
where you would find an excellent country to 
hunt in and should get your moose and very 
like;-- a bear or two also.

On the 8th of June last, Mr. W. F. Paul, 
who is known throughout East Anglia and be- 
yond as one of the leading commercial men of 
Ipswich, started on a trip to British Columbia, 
and the other day arrived home again, delight- 
ed with his experiences. Having regard to Mr. 
Paul's experiences of travel, and tlic keenness 
of his powers of observation, coupled with 
ihui,e business instincls which have given to 
the operations of the firm of which he is the 
head a world-wide range, it was clear that if 
lie could be induced to give his impressions of 
British Columbia, readers of the East Anglian 
Daily Times would be greatly interested in his 
account of one of the most important British 
Colonies. The writer, therefore, called upon 
him at his residence in the Belstead Road, and 
Mr. Paul, who had just arrived liome from a 
motor journey, readily accorded the desired 
interview, entering into the subject witli en- 
thusiasm. .\sked tirst of all how he had en- 
joyed his trip 1(1 British Columbia, he said ; 

"I nex'cr toolc a trip that ga\ e me more 
interest, not only because of the grand ex- 
perience, but on account of meeting so tnany of 
my own countrymen. It is almost impossible to 
speak to an Englishman out there without 
finding some association with East .\nglian, or 
Ipswich, or with some F.nglisli friends. It is 
different to travelling in a foreign countrv. 
where one knows little or nothing of the lan- 
guage. E\-er}one speaks the mother tongue, 
and the amount of information one gets in a 
day, while sitting in the tram or in the liotcl 
is mar\ ellous. Tlie travelling facilities are un- 
doubtedly very good, and I must compliment 
the Canadian Pacific Railway on the way they 
do things. I crossed in one of their new boats, 
, the Empress of Ireland, and throughout the 
journey experienced a wonderful amount of 
comfort. I can strongly advise my fellow 
townsmen, if they want an enjoyable trip for 
scenery or for their health, to take a journey to 
British (^oliimbia as soon as possible. It was 
93 in the shade in the district where 1 spent 
a great deal of my time, but 1 never felt tired. 
I shall go again before very long, and next 
time Mrs. Paul will go with nic." 

Asked for some details as to the journey, 
Mr. Paul resumed: "I went straight across 
Canada, making practically no stop excepting 
at .Montreal. In the half-hour I was able to 
spend at \Vinnipeg, I was very much struck 
with the substantial style of the buildings in 
that city. There are wide streets and line 
tramways, and an amount of brick and stone 
in the buildings which is in contrast to the 
other towns of Western Canada. When 1 was 
•crossing the prairies on my way out, the wheat 
generally was only about a foot above the 
ground. I was astonished at the small m opor- 
tion of the land that was really under cultiva- 
tion, which means that there is still a vast 
c|uanlity of land for emigrants to take up." 

"\\ hat was }-our im)ircssion as to the pro- 
portion of Britishers out there compared with 
other races?" 

"AW through the eastern counties." con- 



tinued i\[r. Paul, "you come across a large pro- 
portion of the foreign clement, but as you go 
west the people become more and more British, 
and when you get to the Rockies end find 
yourself in British Columbia all this foreign 
element practically disappears. What struck 
me very forcibly was that there, six thousand 
miles away from home. I found everything as 
British as I had left in my own town, every 
man speaking my own ianguagc, and every 
man as loyal to British interests as those at 
home. It seemed very remarkable. There are 
a "large iiumber of Eastern Canadians in British 
Columbia, and they, with the English and a 
small admixture of Americans, make up the 
inhabitants." 

"What did you think of the Rockies?" 

"My first introduction to British Columbia 
at the Rockies brought before me some of the 
grandest scenery I liad even seen — mountains 
and gorges, rivers and forests. It was mag- 
niticcMl, and if all the fnie scenery 1 ha\-e seen 
in the .\lps were put together, it would hardly 
come up It) it. There is a grandeur about the 
rugged momitains that can only be described 
as awesome. When avc arrived at the foot of 
the fiockies. at a place called Banff, the railway 
gradients became very steep, and the train was 
reduced in size by taking off the dining cars, 
antl extra engines were attached. In one place 
in this part of the country there were four 
engines attached to the train, two in front, one 
in tlie middle and one behind. The trip over 
the l\ockies practically took the whole day, 
from live o'clock in the morning until dark. 
The scener}- continued \ ery fine for a long dis- 
tance, and then when you get about half-way 
between the Rockies and the Pacific Coast 
you come to Avhat is called there 'the dry 
zone.' I never had a very satisfactory ex- 
planation as to the cause of it, but the fact 
remains that there is a tract of country about 
two hundred miles from east to west, and be- 
tween three and four hundred miles from north 
to south, where they have very little rain. 
This district is noted for its horse and cattle 
ranches and its fruit ranching. They call it all 
ranching out there. .Alaii}- of the large cattle 
ranches have been bought up by companies, 
and cut up into small fruit ranches of from 
ten to thirty acres. Others are very largely 
being taken up by the English, This fruit in- 
dustry is a modern thing, and has not been 
carried on to any extent imtil the last five or 
six years, so that the ultimate success of the 
industry liris rather to be proved. Where 
there is one orchard (i\-e or six years old, there 
are twenty with trees only from one to two 
years old, "and as they don't start bearing fullv 
until they arc seven or eight years old, the 
future is to some extent indefinite. My own 
individual opinion of this fruit industry is that 
it is all right if the right man takes it in hand, 
but there are a great many young Englishmen 
tempted over to British Columl)in by what the\- 
have read in print on fruit culture, w ho are. in 
my opinion, in no -way suitable for the work. 1 
am spcak'ing of the single _%'oung men of the 
cultured classes, who have not been used to 



hard work in the Old Country. I found that 
this class of man, after he had been at work 
on his plot of ten or twenty acres a year or 
two, generally was only too anxious to get out 
of it, while in cases of hard-working men of 
middle age, with families growing up — possibly 
men whd'had delicate chests in the Old Coun- 
trj' — have settled there, and have done ex- 
tremely well, being restored to health, and 
bringing up their families amidst surroundings 
that make it extremely easy for them to get on 
in the world. I would strongly advise anyone 
going to British Columbia fruit farming not 
to invest any money until he had worked one 
or two years in the country. 

"My first destination," continued Mr. Paul 
in the interview with our representative, "was 
the town of Kamloops, which is about the 
centre of the ranching and dry zone district, 
my object in visiting British Columbia being to 
purchase a horse and cattle ranch for my eldest 
son. who has been some seven years in the 
country. I 'found the question surrounded 
with many problems, as the value of ranches 
depended on the writer sujJidy for irrigation. 
The water supplies are taken from the streams 
and creeks that run from the mountains, wduch 
are covered with snow in the winter, and feed 
the lakes and streams during the sumtiicr. 
The rights of the water supply from the various 
creeks were originally .acquired by virtue of re- 
cords, and the earliest recorded right stands 
first. It is no uncommon thing on one creek to 
find as many as 12 or 13 records of rights to 
water, while in the summer there is not suf- 
ficient water to satisfy more than two or three 
"rights." This means that many who have 
water rights have to go without water when 
they most need it. I deemed it advisable to 
get the best advice I could, and went down 
to the coast, where I engaged the best water 
engineer I could find to come and advise me 
on the various ranches that were available for 
purchase, and which t had previously visited. 
In the end I purfcHased a horse and cattle 
ranch about ten m'ijes'from Kamloops, tip the 
North Thompsou 'V'alle.y, alongside tlic .Vorth 
Thompson River, with'' an extent of 1,331 acres 
freehold, and 3.000 acres on lease from the 
Government for 21 years. In buying a rancli 
you bu}' everything, even to the furniture in 
the house. The old rancher walks out and the 
new rancher takes possession." 

In reply to the question why he selected 
the district of Kamloops in which to buy a 
ranch, Air. Paul continued: 

"I choose the Kamloops district upon the 
recommendation of my son, jjecausc it is on the 
main line, and there is every prospect of one or 
two new railways coming down the North 
Thompson Valley to make a junction at Kam- 
loops. 1 visited the Okanagan \'alley, which 
is the district specially boomed for fruit grow- 
ing. There the large ranches have been 
bought up in the past, and in this valley, wliich 
is some seventy miles long, all the cultivatable 
land is being used for fruit-growing, it is in 
this vallev at X'crnon where the large fruit 



• ranch, the Coldstream Ranch. i)urchased by 
Lord Aberdeen, is situated, and no doubt this 
has given a great impetus to fruit growing in 
this neighborhood, but so far as I could see 
and understaiid there are many other valleys 
equally as well suited for fruit-growing as this. 
Avhcre land is to be purchased at less than half 
the price. The Okanagan Valley is very beau- 
tiful, with an immense lake in it, and as the 
steamer which T was on called at Ssminierland 
I had the pleasure of shaking hands with Mr. 
C. II. Cordy and the members of his family, 
who used to live at Walton." 

Naturally Mr. Paul paid a visit to the city 
of Vancouver, which is on the mainland, and to 
Vancouver Island. Of the city he s^id : "Van- 
couver is a town growing beyond anything one 
can imagine. Land is being taken into the city 
in all directions for miles, and being cut up into 
plots of 50 feet frontage and 120 feet dee]3, and 
it is being sold and boomed and re-sold. There 
is a general air of booming abcnit the whole 
]3lace, and real estate is the genera! svd)ject of 
com'crsation. Apparently ever}- other man you 
come across is a real estate man, and, if you 
believe all he says, he has got his pocket full of 
bargains for you. Vancouver may have a tem- 
porary 'set-back' from this present booming, 
but there can be no question about it having a 
great future before it. ft is the great meeting 
place of the Far East and the Far W'est. and it 
is an accepted fact that ^vitli the opening of the 
I'anama Canal a large portion of the wheat 
grown in the Western Canadian States will be 
taken over the Rockies and shipped from Van- 
couver." 

With regard to the city of Victoria, the 
capital of British Columbia, which is situated 
on the Island of Vancouver — an island, Mr. 
Paul observed, about the size of England and 
Wales— Mr. Paul said: "l^he people of Brit- 
ish Columbia are taking great pride in erect- 
ing fine buildings, and they arc especiall}' 
proud of their Houses of Parliament. The 
C. P. R. hotel is a magnificent building. Vic- 
toria is extremely British, even more so than 
N'aucouver, and is the centre of officialdom, 
the rush of business that is noticeable at Van- 
couver being absent. My visit to this city was 
made specially interesting because of meeting 
there with several well known Ipswich friends. 
At the extremely pretty residence of Captaiff 
Peter Elliston, son of our late re-spected towns- 
man. Dr. W. A. Elliston, my son and myself 
had the pleasure of meeting Capt. Elliston "s 
sister, Mr. Percy Elkingtbn and a nephew of 
Sir Frederick W'ilson. As may be imagined, 
the old town of Ipswich monopolized a big 
share of the conversation. Captain Elliston 
has a delightful place, about two miles out of 
the cit)'. surrounded with 26 acres of land 
nearly all covered with fruit trees." 

British Columbia as a whole," continued 
Mr. Paul, "is a place full of possibilities in 
commercial enterprise. There are mines of all 
sorts — coal, copper, iron, gold and silver — and 
hundreds upon hundreds of s(|iiare miles of 
huge timber of a size which we in this coun- 
try cannot realize unless we see it — trees 16 



feet to 20 feet in girth and 200 feet high ! That 
means, .of, \cpurse, an imitiense lumber trade 
in the future. This timber supply has only 
lieen tapped here anrl there near the coast-. All 
these industries are waiting for capital, the one 
thing essential to the quicker development of 
the country. The shortness oi capital is evi- 
dent everywhere. Mortgages and bankers' 
overdrafts are charged eight and nine per cent. 
It mu*. not be supposed that the climate as a 
whole is dry. There is a good deal of rain in 
Vancouver, and on the northern part of the 
Island prosperous agriculture is carried on, 
and all round the cities dairy farms, frtiit 
farms and general truck gardens are carried 
on. 'Truck' means small fruit and vegetables." 

"f should like," said Mr. Paul, "to say 
something about the wages of working men, 
and I would recommend British Columbia to 
any industrious working man who can possibly 
gel out there. Of course the cost of living is 
higher, but it by no means outweighs the ad- 
vantage of the increased wages, and there the 
working man is lifted up to a higher level al- 
together compared v,rith this country. In the 
towns the day wages are from tw-o to two and 
a half dollars, or for permanent jobs fifty dol- 
lars a month, while in the fruit ranch dis- 
tricts, when a man understands the work he 
will get thirt3--fivc dollars a month, and all his 
board. On the other hand it did not seem to 
me that professional classes are so well paid 
proportionately. No doubt the value of labor 
stands very high in an undeveloped country. 
One thing is very striking there that no man 
is ashamed of owning that he works with his 
hands. The only man wdio is discredited is the 
man who seems unwilling or unable to work. 
There is a class of young Englishmen out there 
whom they call 'yellow legs.' They go over 
there in riding breeches and leggings, and 
when they are running a ranch will ride into 
the town to have breakfast at a hotel, and per- 
haps Avill have a wdiisk}'- and soda before they 
return, getting to work about noon Avifh all 
the heat of the day before them. These men 
are laughed at," 

Before finishing with the subject, Mr. Paul 
remarked that there was a side of British Co- 
lumbian life which ought to interest the ladies, 
and that was the general dearth of womeiiicom- 
pared with men in that colony. "There- is," 
said he, "an ever-increasing demand for mar- 
riageable women, while the chance of- employ- 
ment in families, as mothers' helps, governesses 
and assistants in shops are very numerous. The 
mothers of families complained 'vCry liYuch 
that when the\' had obtained governesses from 
England for their children they could not keep 
them for more than a few months; .they get 
married so quickly. If the young ladiete of 
England only kiiew how many bright, smart 
young Britishers there are AVaiting there for 
them they would not hesitate to go out to Brit- 
ish Columbia if they got the chance. The 
young men out there are, I think, brighter al- 
togetlicr than they are at home. The life seems 
to improve them, and from what I could see 
tiiere are no end of them wanting wives." — 
East Anglian Daily Times. 



e New Woman in Japan 



The sphere of Japanese lilc most impervi- 
ous to Western inlluencc has been the hi')me — 
the department of wonian. The barriers of 
race and mutual incompatibility of civiliza- 
tion that during the early part of last cen- 
tury threatened a permanent divergence l)e- 
Iween the East and the West were in time 
laid low by the revolutionizing hand of com- 
merce and industry. The foreigner was soon 
generally ivelcomed as an easy ;idjunct to 
material ]M-ogress. until at llic beginning of 
the present century he found himself in ihc 
high noon <jl public favor. I lis e.xaniple and 
influence wei c marked and respected in c\ cr_\' 
dei)artment of life cxceju one— the home. 
There he was thought to have nothing 
to offer that a Japanese could adopt con- 
sistently with the respect for native tradi- 
tion. New methods of locomotion, communi- 
cation, commerce, industry, architecture and 
dress were everywhere in order. But not 
the new woman. 

As a matter of Ian the lordly head of the 
Japanese lK)u>ehiild did not at all fanc\- the 
ways of the loreign ■>\oinan. True, ins im- 
]5ressions were not basctl on an\- adetpiatc 
knowledge of the foreign home, lie had seen 
a foreigner now and then stoo]) to tie his 
wife's shoe-lace nu the i)ublic street. Such 
submission to a woman \\as not included in 
the code of Bnshido: he would ha\e none of 
it. Of the virtue^ of the foreign woman the 
Japanese wife knew e\en less than her Ujrd. 
.-\nd her lack of knowledge in this respect 
was carefully guarded and encouraged ; for in 
all ages ignorance is the subservient hand- 
maid of tyranny. The Japanese husband 
was naturally loath to suffer any breach in 
the walls of despotism which centuries of 
suppressed womanhood had established about 
hiiJi. His motives of aversion to the new 
woman were anything but a comfdiment to 
hini'-tdf or just In the riglits of woman. ,\ 
Jaj<aiii,.-e wife with foreign notions of in- 
di'.'idii;d rights, personal independence, and 
social freedom was dreaded as an intolerable 
nuisance in Japanese society. The idea of 
her assuming those airs before which withers 
a)) servility to the opposite sex \\'ould be 
/suggestive of nothing short of a revolution. 
DmgUi^ni, too, whom the fathers regarded as 
f^ffg^Uh mA sg^umcd the right to dispose of 



;is such, might then begin to dream of pos- 
sessing an indi\ idualit_\' ; while sons might 
e\'on begin to claim sufi'icient indei)endence to 
marry whom they pleased. .\ny view of 
social life lending encouragement to those 
])ossibilitics that go to constitute the common 
experience of the West was held in utter 
aversion by the Japanese man: indeed, so 
much so that it is a mar^-el how the foreign 
woman e\cr secured a fooling in the country. 
I!iit she has. nevertheless; and. what is more, 
her ideas Idd fair to trium])li n\er jaiJan's 
ages of prejudice .-uid traditional sentiment 
a- 10 the place and fate of woman. 

The earliest to effect an entrance to the 
Japanese home were the wives of missionaries 
and other female Christian workers. Before 
their advent in sufficient numbers to have an\- 
iufluence Japan's ideas of foreign woman were 
lai'gely drawn Irom the (jll-scouriiigs of Oc- 
cidental ci\-ilizalion. But the coming <if the 
Christian home, with its sacred ideals of one 
mother for all the ol'lspi-ing, was a suggestixc 
cxaiiiple ihat ga\e a jjoweriul mora! uplift to 
J;i|)anese society, and in time it effectually 
tended toward a discouragement of concubin- 
age among the upper classes. Moreover, as 
increasing numbers of the intelligent Jai)auese 
began lo ira\-el abroad they learned tliat the 
l)cst society of the most ci\-ilized nations not 
onlv showed a faitliful jjreference for the 
princiide of monogamy, but discoimlenanced 
those who were disobedient lo it ; and consc- 
(picnf!}' Japanese s(.)ciefy itself came gradually 
lo realize that without Christian ideals of mar- 
riage it would be very difficult to establish a 
basis of social equali^ty with the nations of 
Christendom. Hence the next ruler of Japan 
will be the nation's first Sovereign to model his 
domestic relations after the traditions of the 
West, and it is even now noticeable that the 
most exemplary among all classes in the Em- 
))ire arc following his j^rincely exam|)le. In 
fact, it is gradually coming to be regarded as a 
sign of moral defection not to do so. 

It would, however, be a grave mistake to 
imagine that so admirable an ideal has yet 
taken extensive hold upon the masses of the 
nation, or even that where it does prevail it 
is alwaj's the result of moral preference rather 
than the fate of poverty or other inconvenience. 
Concubinage yet prevails to a. considerable ex- 



tent where it can be afforded, and its natural 
concomitant. di\orce, is alarmingly common — 
l)rol)ably more so than in any other country. 
Di\-orces now I'orni about 34 per cent of the 
marriages, and illegitimates alH.nit 33 per cent 
of the population. .Vmong nine-tenths of the 
population woman is still regarded as little 
more than a toy or a slave for her august 
lord, whom she must serve unremittingly, ac- 
cepting all rivals and their children. It is 
against this sombre side of Japanese civiliza- 
tion thai the new woman is begining to score 
her most signilic;>nt Iriimiplis. She is not to 
be looked ni)on as the "new" woman of \\'est- 
ern tradiiion. h\it in Japan she is a new thing, 
and stands for the resurrection of long-buried 
personality. Considering her almost insu|)er- 
able di.sadvantages, it is remarkable how much 
she has been able to accomplish for her sex. 
.No longer docs she read on the notice-boards 
of sacred paces, "Women and dogs excluded." 
She can now own property, and. if need be, 
make hei- w ill. She ma}' even sue for divorce, if 
slie is vvilling to tal^'c the consecpiences, wliich 
no (ine wduld ad\ isc. She ma}- also wall< out 
with her loi'd withoiu \iolating the rules of 
good sociel} . Tile ucw |a])anese woman has 
c\-en \ciilurcd lo assault the strongholds of 
male indifference and petitioned the Diet for 
her right to attend jiolitical meetings. .\nd, 
what is still more significant, she has |Me- 
sented a yet more extensively signed petition 
pra} ing for the enforcement of an equal stan- 
dard of marital morality on men and women, 
wliich l!ie Tok-io newspapers reported as re- 
jected because the legislators could not admit 
a regulation under \\-hich tlic}- lliemscBcs 
wouid be the fu'st to fall. But the long cry 
of tlie Japanese woman lor justice and humane 
protection will not cease unii! an incensed 
society rises up and frees its wives and motliers 
from the intolerable imposition of man's facile 
immoralities. 

In all departments of social evolution, as 
well as in those connected with moral impr(.)\'e- 
menl, the Japatiese woman is making steady 
advances toward emancipation. .Some of the 
won>en's clubs in (he larger cities of Japan 
would compare favoral)l\- with similar institu- 
tions in Europe and .Xnierica. In the i)ul)lic 
schools of the h'mpire llie Japanese wonian 
has shown the same degree of moral elevation 
and efficiency as an educator that have marked 
woman's career iii all cii'ilized rlands. Though 
these schools are strictly controlled by a 
strongly conservative Government supervision, 



the female teachers have in many cases stood 
out for ecpial rights with men. In the Peer- 
esses' College in Tokio, one of the foremost 
schools of the nation, the head mistress resign- 
ed recently ratlier tlian obey the new regula- 
tions as to dress imjiosed by General Xogi, the 
new director of the institution. In hospitals, 
post oflfices, railway ticket offices, in shops, 
and in all. lines of modern activity the women 
of Japan are taking an all-important place, 
with results eminently satisfactory to all ex- 
cept the op])onents of the new woman. 

It is not, of course, to be exi)ected that the 
Japanese woman could have achieved her pres- 
ent degree of enianciptation 'witlioul making 
some mistakes and ]jerlia[)s falling into a few 
indiscretions. But the gravest of these is 
|M-obably not worse tlian that of disfiguring 
herself by wearing foreign dress, which at 
its best is never so charming or becoming to 
her as her own graceful costume of kimono 
and obi. But there are now so many sfjcial 
functions of an international character in 
Jaiiaiiese cities that tlie nalive hostess doubt- 
less feels lierself obliged to sliow this defer- 
ence to her foreign guests, especially if she 
condescends to dance, an act impossil)le in a 
kimono; though to do so, it must be admitted, 
is usually distasteful to her, for to the Japanese 
woman of high class nothing more repulsively 
indelicate could be imagined than to be seized 
b\' a man and bounced about a room, however 
poitc or poetic the motion or emotion repre- 
sented. It is, therefore, in very few instances 
and under the most exceptional circumstances 
that slic is know II to submit to this indignity.

John Stuart Mill 
The portrait of this piiilosophcr shows a 
man with a wholly refined face ; the broad 
brow, the deepset eyes indicating his studious 
- thoiightfulncss ; the thin compressed lips, his 
'■habitual «elf-control ; the square, firm chin, 
, His ^immovable^ determination ; and tlie quiet 
.placidity of his whole countenance mirrors the 
calm, phlegmatic disposition and the unbiassed 
mind tliat from earliest boyhood distinguished 
Mill from the great majority of the people 
shout iiiin. 

And yet wlicn -wj read of the youtii of tiiis 
grave-faced man of wisdom, we cannot help 
if eeling- sorry for the little boy who, being per- 
fectly, healthy and normal, must have had the 
same instincts for fun and the same craving 
for love as have other littid boys, and yet wlio 
at the age of three was expected to begin his 
study of Greel<, and wiio, as soon as lie became 
old enough to take daily walks with his fatiier, 
was lectured during those periods upon ai) 
sorts of learned subjects and then obliged to 
•write an account of what had been told to him, 
his notes being corrected again and again until 
the-y suited the taste of an exacting parent. 
When he was eight years old he had read 
among otlier authors, tlie whole of Herodotus, 
the Cyclopaedia and the Memorabilia of Zc- 
■iiophon, and six of tlie dialogues of Plato. ,-\t 
thirteen he \vas a student of political ccono'niy, 
and at fifteen he had begun to formulate his 
treatises on philosophy. 

; And yet his biographers find it a matter 
of wonder that this man, so cool and impartial 
in his. judgment ordinarily, so completely mas- 
•ter of. himself and all his passions, should fall 
most'.violently^ in love. "His exaggerated 
staterhents in regard to his wife have brought 
upon him a certain reproach ; and his entire 
■relation to her both before and after her mar- 
riage forms one of the strangest passages in 
•his remarkable career. Mrs. Mill does not ap- 
pear to have impressed others with whom she 
came, in contact very strongly ; but he speaks 
of her "all but unrivalled wisdom." It is quite 
witlitn the range of possibility that iNl ill's mar- 
riage was an ideal one, and that being so he 
was enabled to discover traits in his wife of 
Avhich others were unfortunately ignorant, and 
"her unrivalled wisdom" may have been to 
a large extent simply the reflex of his own. At 
all events it is not a difficult matter to, under- 
stand how the youth who had been, starved 
for affection all through his boyhood, should, 
Avhen he found a legitimate excuse pour out 
all his long-pent-up love on the one he found 
Avorthy. His married life was very happ}', and 
that shpuld be sufficient reply to all cold- 
blooded questioners. 

Mill was a member of Parliament, though 
his career in the House was in no way remark- 
able, lie was a philosopher first and foremost, 
and it can be readily understood why in the 
political field he was hardly in his element. 
His first great work was his treatise on Logic. 

belonged to the school of Locke, Hartley 
and Hume, and he built his system of knowl- 
edge on the basis of individual experience. He 
•was an exponent rif democracy and later a 
socialist in the broad meaning of the term, 
and always a firm believer in the franchise for 
women. 

Justice and Utility 
Is. tlicn, the diffeiencc between the Just 
and the Expedient a merely imaginary dis- 
tinction: Have mankind been under a delu- 
sionrin thinking that justice is a more sacred 
thing than policy, and that the latter ought 
only to be listened to after the former has been 
satisfied? By no means. While 1 dispute 
the ijretensinns of any theory which sets up 
an iniaginar}- standard of justice not grounded 
on utility. I account the justice which, is 
grounded on utility to he the chief part, and in- 
comparably the most sacred and binding part 
of all moralitw Justice is a name for certain 
classes of moral rules which concern the es- 
sentials of. human beings more nearly, and are 
therefore of more absolute obligation, than any 
other rules for the guidance of life; and the 
notion which wc have found to be of the es- 
sence of the idea nf justice — that of a right 
residing in an iiidi\ i(1ual— implies and testifies 
to this more funding obligaticui. 

He who accci)ts benefits, and denies a re- 
turn of them w hen needed, inflicts a real hurt, 
by disappointing one of the most natural and 
reasonable of expectations, and one which he 
mu«t at least tacitly have encouraged, other- 
wise the benefits would seldom have been con- 
ferred. 

The putirc histtiry nf social inii)ro\-emcnt 
has liecn a series of transitions, by which one 
custom or nistitution after another, from be- 
ing a supposed primary necessity of social ex- • 
ir.tence, h">.' passed mto the rank of a univer- 
.sally Stigmatized injustice and tyranny. So 
it has been with the distinctions of slaves and 
t'reenien, nobles and serfs, patricians and nlc- 
bians; and so it will be, ami in part already is, 
with the aristocracies of color, race and sex. 



KELLERMANN'S ADVICE TO YOUNG 
STUDENTS GOING ABROAD 

From Musical Anierjica 
"Don't go to Europe — especially Germany 
— expecting to have a successful operatic 
career, unless you have enough money to pro- 
vide for your support for two or possibly three 
years," said Marcus Kellermann, the Ameri- 
can baritoriej who for tvvo years has been an 



important member, of .the "American wing" of 
the Royal Opera of Berlin. • 

"There are no opportunities in Berlin to 
earn money by singing in church, for that 
musical work is done by volunteers who charge 
nothing for their services. Neither can one 
earn much by teaching, for the average Am- 
erican, Avith his small knowledge of the lan- 
guage and his youth and inexperience, cannot 
compete with the native German or the big 
schools. The prices paid for lessons arc so 
small, excepting in a few instances, that teach- 
ing would not pay even if the. novice could get 
the pupils." 

.As he said this, pacing up and down, quite 
filling the studio of his New York apartment 
with his- tremendous figure, looking the ideal 
Wotan, he drove home -each rcntark with a 
gesture that betrayed his earnestness. 

"The >\oung .American goes to Germany 
without financial resources, without a reper- 
toire, without a stage training, without a 
knowledge of the necessary languages — in fact, 
his equipment consists only of a naturally good 
voice and an unlimited faith in himself. As 
valuable as those assets are, one can't live on 
them. 

"I wish," he went on, "that 1 could convince 
young Americans how foolish it is to go abroad 
e.Kpccting to sing in opera \\-ithout first think- 
ing the matter o\'cr carefully. 

"[•"irst— and most important, in my mind — 
is the financial [)reparation , for without money 
one can do nothing. 1 low many times have 1 
seen .A.merican pupils heart-broken because, 
after a year's study, they have had to return 
to America without having accotnpHshed any- 
thing worth while ! And I have seen it happen 
again and again that students who had just 
finished their studies and were ready to sing 
in opera could not afford to grasp the oppor- 
tunity for which they had waited and worked, 

"The magic word in German, opera is 
'routine.' and lacking that one can do nothing. 
The only way to attain routine is to sing for 
two or three years in opera in one of the small- 
er German towns, and, of course, the subven- 
tion being small, entirely inadequate salaries 
are paid. So small are the fees that it might 
almost be said that the beginning artist sings 
for less than nothing, for the cost of costumes 
more than eats up the salary. L!ut the ex])cri- 
cace gained is worth the price, for one studies 
and sings numerous roles, learns the ins and 
puts of stage business, and has oppot;tunity to 
observe how more e.xperienced singers niter- 
{)ret their parts. ■ .<i > 

"Everytiiing in Germany is based on length 
of service as well as ability, and it is nonsense 
to ex]iect to step into a high position and ?t 
good salary without first going through a long 
novitiate. But once that period is passed and 
the artist has won the favor of the public, his 
position is assured." 

He paused to remark that it was a hot day 
(and it was!) and I took the opportunity to put 
a question that had been on the tip of m}' 
tongue since he first mentioned the smaller 
German opera house. 

"The morals rnay be bad in the chorus," he 
said, in repl\', "but of that 1 know little. .\s 
far as the a\erage great artist is concerned, 
tlie most rigid respectability is insisted upon. 
You cannot undersiarid the situation here. 
Over there the opera is largely a government 
institution, an undertaking of the people, and 
to flaunt a loose morality in their faces is to 
court instant disaster. W hatever may be true 
in certain instances, the German operatic stage 
is most moral, and n<i .\nicrican will be con- 
laminated if he wants to keep straight. 

".Most students ha\'c very hazy ideas as to 
what they are going to Germany to study. If 
they are wise they will not go for voice placing 
or tone production, for that part of the vocal 
study can be done much better in America, 
but for repertoire, for style and for diction 
the German teacher excels. 

"But unless the student wants to court 
failure he should uot go abroad with the idea 
ni ap|)caring in cuiccrt or opera until he has 
mastered German, French and Italian for sing- 
ing and the German for speaking. I have seen 
talented singers make miserable failures in 
public because the audience could not restrain 
its laughter at the ".Americanisch" dialect. 
Xothing so rouses the ire of the German critic 
as insufficient preparation in the languages. 

"liear all tlic concerts ynu can. Tlicro are 
huiulreds of concerts and recitals in Merlin 
c\'cr_\' \ear, and to most of these nuc can grl 
tickets foi- iKithing. Of course, concerts by a 
dozen or so of the great artists are sold out far 
in advance, so that it is almost impossible to 
get seats, but there are many recitals by lesser 
artists, Avho are glad to get musical audiences. 
True, they are not the greatest artists, but I 
think that a student gains more from the mis- 
takes of these performers than he docs by the 
perfec^lions of the 'stars.' "

JOHANN SEBASTIAN BACH 

In the world of music there is no more 
illustricms name than that of joliann Sebastian 
Bach. W'e have drifLcd away from the gran- 
fleur and simjilicity of his musical conccj)tions, 
and a generation, vfhich takes delight in rag- 
,time or the dreamy sensuousncss of the Merry 
Widow \Valtz, can hardly be expected to ap- 
])reciatc the majesty of Bach's.conceptions and 
the art by which he gave expt-cssion to them; 
but his place in nuisic can never !)c forgotten, 
and his labors in belialf of iinisic, and especial- 
ly German music, is niomuuental. lie came 
of a family that had been proficient in music 
for several generations, l ie himself was born 
at Eisenach, in Thuringia, on^March 2X, 1^5. 
His father dying when Johann was ten years 
old, the lad was. brought ■up' by his brother, 
Avho was also a musician, and from whom he

rcceiverl the rlidimcnis of his edtication in that 
art, but on Johann's disi)la_A-ing uncommon 
talent, he found his studies iiUerrtipterl in 
many way through the brother's jealousy.

Ilis 
grealest power wa- in iiii]iro\ isai ion. Ilis 
coni])ositions. haxinu been gi\cii to his son.s, 
were scattered and full\' half of ihcui haw been 
lost, but about a century after his lU-ath the 
remainder were collected, and a re\i\al of 
interest in hi.s work began. 1 lis ]MnKi])al com- 
positions were oratorios, cantatas and other 
choral work. Miudi of his best work is based 
u|)oii old (ierniaii songs. lie cared little 
whrilicr the ongiu.-ilr- were si.'ctilar or sacred. 
Me louclie<l them aiike wilh his L;-euious and 
heiit them to his desire lo foun.'i .lisiiuetly 
(jerman school of sacrcfl song. ■ .More than any 
other composer, he impressed his individuality 
ui)on ever}-thing he wrote. 



RECENT SCOTCH GATHERINGS 

(Jf interest to Scot.siuen and to all \> ho lo\e 
the skirling of ihe pii)Cs ;niil to see the lligh- 
landers in uniform, the following extract from 
.M. A. J'., descripti\e of the recent gtUherings 
of the clans will be of intere.si : 
The Scene 

The first of llr,- Roy.allies to arri\-e are 
usually ihe I'l'inress Loyal ;ind the l)til;e of 
h'ife, who ili-i\-e tip in line st_\'Je in ;i e.n-ri.-ige 
drawn by a [laii- of black lieirses, and .'Uicnded 
by an outrider in dark green livery.

The Royal visitors 
arc received at the boundary of his estalL by 



Colonel Farquharson, " who, although Invcr- 
cauld is let, yet resumes his rights as lord of 
the soil on this occasion. He at once conducts 
them to their pavilion, which is hung with red 
cloth aiKl gaily decorated with herdhev and 
rowan berries. 

As soon as the Royalties have arrived, a 
striking T.ceue is set by the march . past gf the 
clansmen. The shrill skirling of the pipes' is 
heard, and first come the Balmoral Highlaiul- 
ers. These nimTber about sixty, the King's fac- 
tor is in command, and Charles iMackintosh 
carries the standard. 'J'heir kilts are of the 
Royal. Stewart tartan, and in their bonnets they 
wear the badge of the clan — an oak leaf and a 
thistle. The whole effect is good, as the men 
are strong, strapping fellows, and they car^y 
their huge Lochabar a.xes in a jaunty manner. 
Ne.xt come the Duff men, swinging pa.st be- 
neath the holly sprig, in bright red tartans, 
with pikes in their hands, and a green silk 
banner. They number ninety, and their band 
consists of thirteen drummers and pipers. Then 
the Farcpiharson contingent sweej) by, led by 
Ihi^ir chief. Colonel Faiquharson of Invercauld. 
These wear a dark green tartan, crossed by red 
and yellow, with the spruce badge in their 
bonnets, and in their hands the claymore, "the 
great sword of Scotland." 

The Atholl Gathering 

The Atholl gathering, in Perthshire, is held 
under the sway of the Duke of .Atholl. A dis- 
tinctive feature of this fixture is the parade 
of Atholl i lighlandcrs, which takes jdace prior 
to the opening of the games. Colonel the Duke 
of Atholl takes coinmand, and the regimental 
colors, which were presented by Queen Vic- 
toria in 1845, ^re carried witli due honor. These 
Highlanders number over .200, and arc raised 
from a large stretch of the Duke's territory. 
They ar;; a fine set of men, who stand six 
feet o'r more in beigiit, and make a brave show 
m the plaid and philabcg of .\tholl tartan. This 
gathering is one of the oldest of Highland 
meetings, and in all details is strictly conser- 
vative. The pii)ing and Highland dancing arc 
above the average, the games go oft with great 
cdat, and prizes are handed to the winners by 
the Duke's daughter-in-law, Lady Tullibar- 
dme,' 

Bonnie Scotland ' 

A brave sight is the gathering. of the clans, 
and, if the tartans puzzle the eyes of Southern- 
ers, let them look to the badges, usually worn 
in the bonnet. The Campbells wear bog myr- 
tle, the Chishoiius bracken, the Gordons ivy, 
and the Cahierons tlr.; crowberry. Yew is the 
badge of the F'rasers, ash of the Menzies, and 
holly of the Mackenzies. By the sprig of fir 
you may know a Grant, juniper marks a 
Murray, and a Mackintosh' is shown by the red 
whortleberry. Many of the clans boast two 
tartans— hunting and full dress. The Stewarts, 
Grants and Erasers are among the number. 
The hunting Stewart is dark green, with nar- 
row lines of red. black and _\'clIow running 
across it. 'J'hc Macjdiersons arc also proud of 
their three tartans. 



A RECENT HOSPITAL ENDOWMENT 

. In no other city in the Avorld probably arc 
there so many jihilanbhropists as there are in 
London, and .this fact is evidenced by ■ the 
nmuber of endowed charities. In fact it is 
claimed that so inimcrous are the bequests to 
charitable institutions that it is found to be a 
difficult matter lor the trustees to carry out 
the excellent Init often impracticable inten- 
tions of the donors, and the Charity Commis- 
sioners are ever busy in making plans to cor- 
rect the mistakes of persons philanthropically 
inclined. The editor of the London Times very 
wisely sa_\'s that "as time passes the objects 
for w'liich moiuw was left cease to ha\'e the ini- 
porttmcc thtit imiircsscd contemporary imag- 
inations. .A partiid change in social hal^its 
makes ;i ]);irticular form of assistance noi only 
useless and' obsolete but actually pernicious. 
The endowed charities which cluster thickly 
round important religious foundations have 
given to cathedral towns an unenviable no- 
toriety, and it may be fairly asserted that any 
form of endowment devoted lo giving relief 
to those who are merel}' indigent is burdened 
with dangers far outweighing any possible ben- 
efits, ly.ticli generatirm must be trusted to man- 
age the ])roblein of immediate poverty in its 
own way. Endowments should always be 
given lo assist some work that strikes at the 
causes of distress, and the two fields in which 
the3' have been and will continue to be most 
beneficial are those of education and medicine. 
Jn giviqg nioney for use either in the cure of 
sickness or in the increase of knowledge testa- 
tors can I'cst assured that their endowments 
will work an ever-increasing benefit." 

Lecently Mr. Marry Parnato left the muni- 
ficent sum of one million dollars for the |)ur- 
I)ose of founding some charijty in the nature of 
a hospital or kindred institution in commemor- 
ation of his brother, Mr. Braney Barnato, and 
his nephew, Mr. Woolf Joel. It has been de- 
cided by the trustees to use this stun of money 
for the endowment of a hospital for the treat- 
ing of cancer patients, in view of the fact thtii: 
the death rate from this baffling disease is 
yearly on the increase. .Most ])eople are not 
aware of its terrible prevalence, but some idea 
may be gained when wc realize that out of 
every seven women who reach the, agq of 
thirty-five one will die of cancer, and of every 
eleven men wdio reach the same age one will 
die of this disease. vScience has learned' bow 
to cope with tuberculosis to a certain extent, 
and given pro])er treatment and conditions 
there is not nearlj' so much to fear from this 
scouffc as-fofiflierly ; but science- has learned 



very little indeed in icgard to cancer, and the 
best of physicians arc almost at a loss how 
to treat it. Jt can readily be understood there- 
fore, why it is imperative to render all assist- 
ance possible that the work of research in re- 
gard to this , disease ma^ be .carried on.

WHEN A SEMBRICH PERFQRMANCE 
PROVED A FIASCC) ' 

Mme. Marcclla Sembrich ' has a book in 
which she has recorded every ])erformance 
she has given on the operatic stage. Over the 
date of one entry there stands written, in 
heavy, black letters, the word "Fiasco."' That 
unusual description of an incident in. a career 
so triumphant as .the prinia donna's always 
causes a demand fpi- an explanation. 

Mme. Sembrich had closed an engagement 
in Madrid, and had gone to sing for the first 
time in J-Jarcelona, which jiossesses a very 
exacting and somewhat uproarious operatic 
])ublic. More than once an outbreak during a 
])erformance has <hiven a singer from the 
stage. Mme. Sembrich made a triumphant 
debut in "La Traviata," and was next to ap- 
pear in "Lucia di Lammermbor." Singing 
with her was a new baritone, one. who never 
before had faced a Barcelonan audience. He 
began badly, and as the opera progressed his 
nervousness increased until it Avas all but im- 
possible for liim to sing. Although the 
audience recei\-e(l I\lme. Sembrich Avith cor- 
dialit}'. it was manifestly hostile to the bari- 
tone, and the uproar became so great that, the 
prima donna Avas greatly upset, so much so 
that she threatened, to leaA'c the, stage. 

Duringthc first scene of the second act she 
and the luckless baritone had their first sc^ne 
together. He sang his share of their duet in 
a manner that awakened a storm of noisy dis- 
approval. The audience hissed and shouted. 
Without a second's hesitation Mme. Sembrich 
left the stage, went to her dressing room and 
prepared to return to her hotel. 

"The public has no more right to be rude 
than an individual," she told the distracted 
manager, Avho besought her to continue the 
performance. "If it cannot remember the res- 
pect due a. lady it cannot expect tne to sing»" 

She donned her wraps atid left the of>era 
house. The next morning she returned to 
Madrid and Avrote in her journal- "Fiasco" in 
the blackest letters possible. 

Mme. Sembrich's farcAvcll concert tour of 
.\merica promises to be quite the most im- 
portant musical event of next season. That 
the entire season will be required to fill all the 
engagements Avhich will be included infthe tour 
•is now certain. — Musical America. 



CHILDREN'S TASTE IN LITERATURE 

^Ir. .Andrew Lang has a long article in the 
.Morning Post, London, from which Ave quote 
the following: 

"My own course of conduct may be called 
fair and tolerant. I take the little" girls (for 
little boys, as a rule, hate all books) to the 
bookshop, turn them loose, and let them make 
their own selections. I have known them 
choose' little works on Japan and Italy» and 
have been obliged to add more possible -wrorks 
to this' extraordinary .selection. Mostly 'they 
pick out books in bright bindings with colored 
prints gummed on to the bindings. The con - 
tents are apt to be nursery and school-room 
novels about Mary and Eleanor, their parents, 
sisters, brothers and governesses. In this case, 
it is necessary to acid, as a bonus. "Treasure 
Island" or "A Child's Garden of Verse" (they 
never choose poetry, bar one, Avho 'took a 
Shakespeare!) or anything- else that you knoAV 
is good. 'The great thing is not to force a 
child's taste, yet to give it a chance of coming 
into contact Avith what is excellent. It is not 
to be denied, from motives of false editorial 
modesty, that many little girls positively revel 
in the old traditional iairy tales. To them these 
are what novels are to their mothers (if they 
have time to read') or to their grown-up sisters. 
But anything in the Avay of a book which con- 
tains facts, even if no more authentic than his- 
torical anecdotes, is nearly as much dreaded 
by a normal child as Macaulay or Froude is 
fetircd by a normal adult." 

It is rather a sweeping assertion to sav that 
little bo\-s hate all books. .Any normal child, 
boy or girl, likes a story if it appeals to the 
imagination, for during the early years the 
imaginative quahty is the strongest mental 
force in a child. Naturally a boy's taste Avill, 
as a rule, differ from the tastes of a girl in the 
Avay of I)ooks, but no real child does not love 
to hear stories, and the right sort of books Avill 
be considered treasures by him, and not bug- 
bears. But .Mr. Lang is quite right Avhen he 
insists that a child Avill reseiit being ques- 
tioned on an3'thing that I;e reads or has read 
to him outside of school liours. The best plan 
is to give a little boy or girl a book that you 
are sure Avill prove an interesting and harmless 
stimulus to the imagination, and trust to the 
effect produced irrespective of aiiy. questions or 
exidanatioiis of your own. A'ny'^tory'; ho .mat- 
ter how attractive in the reading, would be- 
come hateful to the best of tis, if upon its con- 
clusion Avc were expected to draw a mora! 
from it for somebody's edification, or to an- 
swer all manner* of questions upon it, and avc 
ought to shoAv'the same consideration for a 
youthful reader as avc would for his older 
brother or sister.; ;

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iTHE CHURCH AND THE PEOPLE 

Are church services losing their attraction 
for the people, and if so, what is the cause 
and what can be done t;o restore ihcm to their 
former position? Tiie answer to this question 
is not to be found h}' comparing the attend- 
ance at services with v/hat it used to be some 
years ago. Probabl}' the number of people 
who attend church services, including in that 
term all religious services, with more or less 
regularity, is as great as it ever was, perhaps 
greater. But there lias l)cen a great increase 
in the jjopulation, anil it is not to l)c denied 
that liie non-cliurchgoing clement is larger 
than it used to be, This, is especially triie_of 
the cities, and as the urban population is in- 
creasing more rapidly than the rural, this 
means that on the whole there arc many more 
people, who do not go to church than was the 
case, say. half a century ago. in some statist- 
ics published not long ago it was shown that 
the Ivoman Catholic congregations in New 
York- were more than lioUling their own nu- 
mericallv, but it was admitted in the com- 
ments upon the figures that there was an in- 
creasing number of persons of Roman Catholic 
parentage, who had dropped out of the con- 
gregations. The same was stated to be true, 
even to a greater extent, of the Jewish people 
of that city. Outside of these two organiza- 
tions there is an increasing number cA people 
called Protestants by courtesy, but who, so far 
as attendance at any kind of religious services, 
might as well be called heathen. In the city 
of Victoria and vicinity there is a population 
of about 40,000, perhaps more. It will hardly 
be claimed that the seating ca])acity of all the 
places of worship within the same limits ex- 
ceeds 10,000, and even if we supposed they 
were all filled twice daily on Sunday and by 
different people at each service, it is very evi- 
dent that the great majority of the people of 
Victoria are at best very iregular attendants at 
church services. In this respect the city is 
probably not specially different from other cit- 
ies. The fact is that, while there seems to be 
ample accommodation for all the people Avho 
wish to go to religious services of some kind, 
if every one should adopt the church-going 
habit at least once a Sunday the number of 
churches in this city would have to be doubled. 

A noted player was once asked by an 
equally noted clergyman why the theatres 
were full and the churches very often almost 
empty. The answer was: "We actors speak 
fiction as though it were truth ; you preachers 
speak the truth as though it were fiction." 
The churches are overweighted with a sense 
of their own responsibility. They are handi- 
capped by a ljurden of tradition. They arc 
tranmieled by formalit}-. They seek to sup- 
plant human reason by the voice of anthorit}-. 
'Phere are tens of thor.sands of men, who only 
think of God and Jesus Christ when they want 
to be emphatic in their language and then 
they only think of the words, not of the Being 
to whom those names have been applied. The 
use of these expletives is in many cases uncon- 
scious. In one of his published lectiu'cs, Col. 
Ingensoll, arguing for .-\theisni, said: "God 
knows that 1." and so on. Now, one not in- 
frequently hears church services among all 
denominations conducted with as little appar- 
ent thought of wdiat is really signified thereby 
as Col. Jngersoll gave to his expletive or the 
ordinary profane swearer does to the actual 
significance of his language. In too many 
cases the services are only superficial perform- 
ances, conducted by men in a ])urel_\- formal 
wav for the supposcrl benefit rii penple who 
arc pa)'ii!g onlv a perfunctory ;iitcntion. The 
wonder is not that more pei)i)le do not attend 
services under such cireuiustanccs, but that 
so many do. Today the cry of mankind is a* 
much: "What shall I do to be saved?" as it 
ever was. Most rc/eiend, very reverend and 
just ordinary reverend good gentlemen, do not 
make any mistake on that point! The need of 
the salvation felt today is in no sense different 
from the need felt by the people when Jesus 
was on earth or when the .Apostles were 
preaching the Gospel. It is not ;i salvation to 
lake effect at some indefinite date in the future 
from inidehued and undefinable perils. When 
the gaoler put his famous question to Paul and 
Silas he was not thinking of anything but the 
earthquake that was shaking the walls of the 
prison, and if l^aul .and .'-^ilas were boucst in 
their .answer when they said "lleliex-e in the 
Lord Jesus Christ and tlmu shalt be saved and 
thy bouse," they nuist ]ia<.e meant a present, 
'and imniediati: salvation. Ilmnanity ueeds 
such a sahation todas'. The crowded slums 
of the cities need it; the busmess world needs 
it ; the masses of the people in the rural dis- 
tricts need it; all humanity — starved spirit- 
ually, as it is, missing the vit.al foi-ce which is 
powerful enouglo to make the world liie abotle 
of health and hai)i)iness, needs it. The jieople 
iiave asked for the bread of spiritual life and 
the churehe: lia\-i' given it the stone of formal 
creeds and reiterated forms of exuressiou. The 
great niajorit\' of the jTeople do not find in 
church services what ihcs' want. Meiice they 
seek a substitute somewhere else. If no way 
of salvation is shown them, they will seek 
amusement instead. Consequently the thea- 
tres are thronged and the churches are empty. 

If the religion of Jesus Christ is anything 
at all it is a real thing. It floes not consist 
in an imaginary salvation from imaginary i)cr- 
ils. If the story of the Gospels anil the Acts 
of the Apostles is true, Christ i.inity meant the 
acquirement through faith of a new power. 
By what were the sick healed ? By what were 
the eyes of the blind opened?

On returning to Egypt, he endeavored to 
strengthen his position there and was success- 
ful in defeating a Turkish army sent against 
him. He claimed that he drove 12,000 of them 
into the sea, where they were drowned. Dur- 
ing the two months he remained in Egypt on 
this occasion his career Avas one of frightful 
bloodshed.

He told the 
Moslem pri'ests that the French Revolution 
was really a victory for their faith. He de- 
clared himself a Mussulman, commissioned by 
God to overthrow Christianity.

They all leave 
the ground, or the water, wdiichcver may be 
their starting point, but they are .^till in the 
Earth. Men move about in the Earth, not on 
it. Wc are fitted to live upon a part of the 
Earth, which is solid; we cannot live in that 
part of the Earth whiqji is liquid, and wc need 
artificial aids to enahle'us to live in that part 
of the Earth which is gaseous. In a broad 
sen^c mankind is a subterranean race, for the 



to abandon that country and carve out for atmosphere is just as much a part of the Earth 

■3!f is the o.-can or the mountains. It is more 
easily moved that the former and much more 
easily than the latter, but, as far as science has 
been able to ascertain, there is no part of the 
sphere, which we inhabit, that is not subject 
to local disturbance cither in the form of 
winds, waves or earthquakes. Therefore when 
we speak of the structure of the Eartli, the 
starting point is not under our feet, but high 
over our heads. The Earth is a spheroidal bod}' 
sonething like 8,000 miles in diameter. Our 
information regarding it extends from a dis- 
tance a few miles above the sea level to points 
a few miles below it. \\'c know farly accur- 
ately the distribution of land and water sur- 
faces, something of the lower strata of the at- 
mo.sphere, something of the materials which 
form the land surface, and in a few places some- 
thing of the nature of the solid matter at points 
from a mile to a mile and a half below the land 
surface. If we took off the outside of the Globe 
the part of it about which the most learned 
l)er.son can speak with certainly, our ncigh- 
l.ors in Mars would not notice the difference in 
the size of our dwelling place. Beneath our 
feet is a mass larger than the planet Venus, 
about which we know nothing at all ; above 
us is a belt of gaseous matter. 

Sir John Ilersche'l from the barometer es- 
timated that the mass of the atmosphere is 
about one-twelve-luindred-tliousandth part of 
tlic .solid Earth. Api)arently there are atmos- 
]>hcric elevations and depressions. If wc could 
get away from the I'.arth altogether, and the 
atmosphere were visible to us, we would find 
it present an uneven surface. Around the Globe 
south of the Equator we would sec an atmos- 
pheric range of mountains, and north of 
that line we would see another encircling range 
more irregular in its form. At least this seems 
inferrable from the fact that there are two per- 
manent belts of high atmospheric pressure ex- 
tending around the Globe. We would also sec, 
if we continued our oI)scrvations, that the sur- 
face of the atniosphere would be subject to 
almost constant changes — airquakes. No 
one know^s how high the atmosphere extends. 
At on<} time it was generally accepted as sct- 
tjcd that the atm<^spheric envelope ^"as not 
more than 4s miles thick, hut ohserv.uions on 
meteors indicate that it may be 200 riiles thick, 
although the higher strata arc supposed to be 
exceedingly attenuated 



himself an empire in Asia. It is to be remcm 
hercd that Napoleon was not a PVenchman. 
His family was of Italian origin, possibly with 
traces of Corsican blood, and he looked upon 
t'Tance not from any patriotic point of view, 
init solely as its affairs fitted in with his own 
ambitions. He proposed to take possession of 
Egypt, colonize it with Europeans and from 
that as a base, undertake the subjugation of 
Southwestern Asia and India. He is known 
to have said that the master of Asia would be 
master of the world. Napoleon planned also to 
seize Greece, and he propo.scd also to take 
possession of Turkey and aj^pcase Austria by 
lianding over to her the Damibian provinces. 
It seems iinpossil)Ie to e.x[)lain his plans on 
any other supposition than that he aimed at 
founding an eastern empire, for before he set 
sail for Egypt there were already signs that 
France would be plunged again in war with 
Austria. On May 19, 1798, he set sail for 
Egypt with 30,000 men. Looking back over 
events, the expedition seems to have been mad 
in its conception. On June 12 he took i)os- 
session of .Malta, then held by the Knights of 
St. John of Jerusalem under the protection of 
the Tsar. He declared it to be the strongest 
place in Europe and announced his intention 
of occupying it permanently. On July 2 he 
reached Alexandria and on the 8th he reached 
Cairo. On August i the English fleet under 
command of Nelson appeared in Aboukir Bay, 
in which Napoleon's fleet was anchored. Nel- 
S(ui formed his jilans with promptness, and 
although the enemy was protected by shore 
batteries in the rear and a shoal in front, the 
intrepid Admiral ordered one section of his 
fleet to sail . through the tortuous channels, 
while the other made an attack from the sea. 
The battle was fought in the evening, and the 
result was never in doubt for a single moment. 
When daylight came on August 2, out of 
the nineteen French ships only two had es- 
caped. There is no doubt at all that in actual 
weight of metal the French were greatly supe- 
rior to the English, and that the victory was 
flue to the skill of Nelson as a commander and 
the splendid courage of his men. The.l)att|e 
of the Nile has been called "Neison's -Master- 
piece." Trafalgar was necessary to cpiriplcte 
his fame and make Etigland's position on the 
sea secure; but after the Battle of^, the Nile 
there never was any serious, .qjiestion a§ to 
her naval supremacy^; - /The ■ .resuit; pf.r,that 



Our knowledge of Avhat is beneath our feet 
is exceedingly limited. Shafts '|iave.;.bi,een svink 
for mining operation to! a distaiKfi of" a mile 
and a-quarter. ■ If. wc. took a large orange and 
Stuck 'the finest cambric needle in the rmd 
one-five-hundredth part of an inch, we would 
make a Irole that would bear a greater relation 
to the whole orange than the deepest mining 
shaft bears to the whole mass of the Earth, 
and if we should place the little hole in the 
orange under a microscope and endeavor to 
determine wdiat the interior of the orange was 
like, we would have just- as good a chance of 
being correct as we i-re in endeavoring to de- 
termine what the interior of the Earth is like 
from the observations that can be made by 
means of the few holes that have been made in 
the surface of the solid land . Because it has 
been ascertained that in some places the tem- 
perature rises as we descend into the Earth at 
a rate, which, if continued, would melt every- 
thing at a distance- of 45 miles, scientific men 
jumped to the conclusion a half century or so 
agp'that we' live on a comparatively thin crust, 
beneath • which arc surging billows of fire. 
-Later observations have shown that this in- 
crease-in temperature is not uniform, and there 
are so many arguments against the hypothesis 
the central part of the Earth being molten, 
that the theory of central fires has been gen 
erally abandoned. A later theory is that there 
may be an absolutely rigid core, surrounded 
with a more or less irregular envelope of highly 
heated 111 atter upon which the solid "crust" 
rests. On this theory earthquakes, volcanoes 
and earth-tiltings are thought to he explain- 
able, hut it is not generally accepted. Science 
is in a state of suspended judgment as to the 
nature of the interior of the Globe. 

But some may ask if volcanoes are not evi- 
dence of subterranean fires. They are certainly 
not evidence of fires as we ordinarily use the 
term, that is to signify something that is in 
process of combustion. They undoubtedly im- 
ply the existence of heat,' or at least of chemi- 
cal action which at certain stages is manifested 
in heat. It is conceivable that there are places 
in the interior of the Earth, though not at any 
great depth, where the heat caused by dynamic 
pressure is great, and that the sea may find 
its way into those places, whereby chemical 
action is stimulated, gases are formed and an 
explosion takes place. The fact that nearly all 
active volcanoes are near the sea lends color 
to such a suggestion. We know also that 
many rocks contain water in considerable 
quantity just as others contain petroleum. Vol- 
canic eruptions may be due to the conversion 
of this water into steam. That volcanoes have 
their origin in a molten core of the Earth is 
vvhoUy improbable. The most tremendous 
eruption ever known and the most violent 
earthquake are entirely too insignificant rel- 
atively to the mass of the Earth to be due to 
the existence of a mass of molten matter, mora 
than seven thousand miles in diameter.

GUY DE MAUPASSANT 
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Guy dt Maupassant was an exponent of 
realism. He believed that anything is worthy 
of art if the artist knows how to handle it. lie 
belonged to the same school of literature as 
Zola, but critics class him in the foremost ranks 
along with his master Flaubert. His realism 
does not concern itself with vulgarity or 
crpdity, though he never loses sight of the 
truth in his endeavor to produce the beautiful. 
In his short stories, stories which are nearly 
always sad, by the v,ay, he uses a variety of 
settings, but chooses them all from the ordin- 
ary, a furnished room, a restaurant, a farm- 
vard, perhaps. His characters are never ideal- 
ized, but invariably true to the commonplace, 
lie docs not choose exceptional types for the 
heroines and heroes of his novels, and perhaps 
rouses the reader's symi)athy the more readily 
inasmuch as we can all understand the . feel- 
ings which prompt the acts of those whose life 
he depicts; for whiic wc can reverence and 
endeavor to imitate the wisest, the strongest 
and the purest of men and women, just he- 
cause most of us fall far short of our ideal, we 
can the more readily ajiprcciate the strivings 
and the failings of the weak, and rejoice over 
a victory gained by those who, like ourselves, 
are prone to fall. 

At the same time de Maupassant was ,1 
pessimist,' and, in spite of his genius, a far 
from pleasure-inspiring writer. Whether or 
not his own impending fate clouded his life all 
the way through we cannot tell, but there is 
no doubt that his mind Avas unsettled by the 
terrible hallucination described in "Ilorla" 
Recently this latter during the period when he produced his la.st

whole being to the influence of nature, ajid 
not allowed his mind to dominate his inclin- 
ations, choosing as b.is divinity simply beauty 
as expressed by material things. Such a sur- 
render is not p'roductive of health, morally or 
mentally, else were we no better than the 
brutes. "To the feast of nature de Maupassant 
had opened all his senses. The day came when 
he felt his ideas flying around him like but- 
terflies." Nothing can be more pitifully tragic 
than the great writer's end. His reason all 
unstrung, "like sweet bells jangled out of tunc 
and harsh," he died at the early age of forty- 
three. 

His principal works are "Unc Vic," "Notre 
Coeur," "Pierre and Jeanne," "Maitre Hauchc- 
corne and Mile. Fifi." The following touching 
extract is from "Une Vie," and tells of an epi- 
sode in the last days of Madame Jeanne. The 
story itself is very pathetic, and describes the 
life of a woman froiu its happy beginning to its 
pitiful close. It depicts her as a bride, and as 
a widow ; as a young mother, in all her hope- 
ful happiness, and as a grief-stricken woman 
of all she loves bereft. We quote: 

"They left the wagon with the Couillard 
family; then, while Rosalie and her son went 
off to attend to their business, the caretakers 
offered Jeanne the chance of taking a little 
turn around the chateau, the present owners 
of it being absent; so they gave her the keys. 

"Alone she set out; and when she was 
.fairly alone before the old manor house by the 
seaside, she stopped to look at its outside once 
again. It had changed in nothing. The large 
greyish building that day showed upon its 
old walls the smile of sunshine. All the shut- 
ters were closed. 

"A bit of a dead branch fell from above 
upon her dress. She raised her eyes. It came 
from the plane-tree. She drew near the big 
tree with its smooth, pale bark, she caressed it 
with her hand almost as if it had been an ani- 
mal. Her foot struck something in the grass 
— a fragment of rotten wood ; lo, it was the last 
fragment of the very bench on which she had 
sat so often with those of her own family about 
her, so many years ago ; the very bench which 
had been set in place on the same day that 
Julian had made his first visit. 

"She turned then to the dotible doors of the 
vestibule of the house, and she had great trou- 
ble to open them ; for the heavy key, grown 
rusty, refused to turn in the lock. At length 
the lock yielded with a heavy grinding of its 
springs ; and the door, a little obstinate itself, 
gave her entrance- with a cloud of dust. 

"At once, and almost running; she_|- went 
upstairs to find what had once "been her own 
room. She could hardly recognize it, hung as 
if was with a new light paper;' but throwing 
open a window she looked out, and stood mo- 
tionless, stirred even to the depths of her being 
at the sight of all that landscape so much be- 
loved ; the thicket, the elmtrees, the flat 
reaches, and the sea, dotted with brown sails, 
and seemingly motionless in the distance. 

"She began prowling about the great 
empty, lonely dwelling. She even stopped to 
look at the little discolorations on the walls. 
Spots famiiar to her eyes 

"Her mother's room — in it she found, 
stuck behind the door in a dark corner near the 
bed, a fine gold hairpin-; one which she herself 
had stuck there so long ago, and which she had 
often tried to find during the past years. No- 
body had ever come across it. She drew it 
out as a relic beyond price, and kissed it^ and 
carried it away with her. Everywhere about 
the house she walked, recognizing almost invis- 
ible marks in the hangings of the rooms that 
had not been changed ; she made out once more 
those curious faces that a childish imagina- 
tion gives often to the patterns and stuffs, to 
marbles and lo shadings of the ceilings grown 
dingy with time. On she walked with sound- 
less footsteps, wholly alone in the' immense 
silent house, as one who crosses a cemetery. 
All her life was buried in it. 

"She went downstairs to the drawing-room. 
It was sombre behind the closed shutters ; for 
some time she could not distinguish anything; 
then her eyes became accustomed to the dark- 
ness. Two armchairs were set before the 
chimney, as if people had just quitted them; 
and even the oclor of the room, an odor which 
it had always kept — that old, vague sweet odor 
belon.ging to some old houses — -entered 
leaniie's very Ijcing, enwrapped her in souve- 
nirs, intoxicated her memory? She remained 
gasping, breathing in that breath of the past, 
and with her eyes fixed upon those two chairs; 
for suddenl)'- in a sort of hallucination which 
.gave ])lace lo a positive idea — she saw, as she 
had so often seen her father and her mother 
sitting there warming their feet by the fire. 

'"IMie vision disappeared. She remained 
forgetful of everything during some moments; 

slowly she recovered her self-ppsswsioii>-i 
and would have fled from the room^'fearful'bfV 
losing her very senses. ■ By chance her glance 
fell against the -doorpost on which she leaned; 
and lo, before her eyes were the marks that had 
been made to keep track of Poulet's height 
as he was growing up. 

"The little marks climbed tlie painted wood 
with unequal intervals; figures traced with the 
penknife noted down the different ages and 
growths during the hoy's life. Sometimes the 
jottings were in the handwriting of her father, 
a large hand; sometimes the}' were in her 
smaller hand ; sometimes in that of Aunt Lison, 
a* lit'tle tremulous. It seemed to her that the 
child of other days v/as actually there, stand- 
ing before her with his blond hair, jircssing 
his little forehead against the wall so that his 
height could be measured, and the Baron was 
ciying. "Why, Jeanne! Me has grown a whole 
centimetre since six weeks ago!' She kissed 
the piece of wood in a frenzy of love. and deso- 
lateness." 
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r thought I knew something about hardj^ 
borders before I went to Uiigland, but I was 
as a babe unborn. \V'Iiat we Americans don't 
know about the art of making pictures with 
perennial flowers , would fill several large 
volumes. Oiir flowers are usually ^mere dots 
amid wide areas of foliage. We allow pa,tches 
of bare cariii to appear everywhere, even as 
late as July. We tolerate shocking color dis- 
cords. \Vc sufYer stakes to show. We put 
perennials ii; front of shruljs, where most of 
the, finest ilnwcrs arc sure to be starved or 
overrun. W e indulge in a mighty houseclean- 
ing every spring— digging, di\'i(ling, rearrang- 
ing, and manuring — to the ruin of all repose 
and beauty in April and May. And if you, 
good reader, were called upon to explain what 
color scheme you used and what pictorial ef- 
fects you aimed at, could you give a satisfac- 
tory answe"r? 

Years ago mv imagination was fired bv 
that sensational j)assagc in Robinson's **I^ng- 
lish Flower Garden" in which I'rank Miles, the 
artist, laid down Ihrcc startling propositions; 
Every square yard of ground should have 
bloom on it ;^t least eight montlis of the vcar; 
every' six inches of soil sliould contain its 
plant; and once a i)order is well made, it need 
not be dug up at all ! One of the first things I 
did on reaching England was to inquire where 
J could see a flower border like that of Frank 
Miles. I was informed that Miss Gertrude 
Jekyll was believed to have the most perfect 
borders of their kind in England. 1 might 
have armed myself with letters of introchic- 
tion, but I have no desire to intrude upon the 
privacy of one who ])ublicly declares that she 
is "growing old antl tired, and suffers from 
very bad and painful sight." And there is no 
need of anyone's seeing her garden because no 
one could, possibly get from a single visit a 
hundredth ' part of what her latest book con- 
tains. "Colour in the Flower Garden," it seems 
^t6 me, carries the art of designing hardy bor- 
ders to' a point far beyond anything previously 
written. 

"It has taken me half a life time." says 
Miss Jekyll, "merely to lind out what is best 
worth doing." Many people gel tlieir pleasure 
from collecting rare plants. Some prefer to 
make cut flowers the main feature. Otliers de- 
sire gardens that are merely decorative ad- 
vjuncts, of .the house, i.e., gardens for show. 
But the supreme pleasure. Miss Jekyll thinks, 
cpnies from designing a garden that is a "year- 
long succession of living pictures." 
... ,. There is only one way of accomplishing 
"this,- in her opinion, and that is by dividing the 
'whole estate into a dozen portions or more, 
each one of which is assigned a different 
period for its perfection. Thus she has one 
border for ]\larch effect, which contains snow- 
drops, crocuses, scillas. and the like, ."^hc has 
a spring garrlen ilevotcd to .■\[iril and the lirst 
three weeks of May, which includes tulijis and 
daffodils coming through carpets of rock ere 
and creeping phlo.x. She has a "hidden gar- 
den^' for the last days of May and first half of 
June (the period between tulips and irises), in 
which alpine flowers and tree ])conies are a 
feature. She has a June garden, which is rich 
in roses, irises, and lupines, .'^lie has a Sep- 
tember . borrlcr thai is mainly f'ir |icrcnnial 
asters. And her main flower border, \vhich is 
200 X [4 feet, is designed to lie at its best only 
from the end of Jul\' to the end of September 
— a little inorc than two months. The pitch- 
of perfection which Miss Jekyll demands can- 
not possibly be maintained in any one part of 
the grounds for more than three months, and 
even then only b.v using potted plants as "fill- 
ers." Two months is about the longest period 
that is practicable. What ri different idea tliis 
is from .Milcs's dictum that "a }'ard of ground 
should lia\-e bloom on it at least eight months 
in the \ cai- !" 

Is such a high standard worth while? \'es, 
1 saw a border at Knolc whiidi, from end lo 
end, was almost a continuous sheet of [doom. 
Coinitless thou.-^an(l^ of flowers, ui two un- 
broken lands lured the eye on and on luitil the 
straight lines seemed to converge in the mel- 
low distance. The brilliancy and gaiety of 
such a spectacle are beyond the powers of pen 
or camera to convey. And at Knole this mag- 
nificent display was maintained l)y a simple 
anrl relatively economical plan. A great many 
perennial plants arc grown from seed every 
\-ear in cold fr;nnes. .Most of ihes.' arc white 
flnvv'Crs, licr:uisc is the great penre- 

niakcr. This is llic oid\- color iliai can Itc put 
in anywhere 1)\- clica]) Labor without making 
serious discords. I saw a \-onnL^ woman 
putting in these iillers wherever there was a 
bare spot of ground and doing the work well 
for thirty-six cents a day ! This simple plan 
makes white the dominant color in the border, 
and gives it an indescribably cool and airy 
effect which is most a[)propriate in hot wea- 
ther. As I stndled along the borders, I was 
not conscious of there being too m'uch white. 
It was only when one came to the end of the 
border and looked hack over the whole e.Klent 
(hat the white seemed (himin.ant. 1 .asked the 
gardener whether there was any other color 
scheme and he said no. Their main idea was 
to have every foot of ground covered, and they 
depended on white to soften all the color dis- 
cords. Rarely did they remove any plant for 
lack of harm(->ny. This is the cheapest w,iy of 
kiseping a border up to liigh C that I know. 

But such a plan would never suit Miss 
Jekyll, because there is no definite color 
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scherne. She beiieyes that each important 
color should be assigned a section jn the bor- 
der, where that color is to be dominant but not 

exclusive. Moreover, these sections should be 
so arranged that each one is the best possible 
preparation for the next. For example, sup- 
pose you spend five minutes enjoying the 
flowers of the yellow section, ^'our eve has 
unconsciously acquired an appetite for the 
complementary color, viz., blue. Passing next 
to the blue section, it seems as if no blue 
flowers ever before appeared so pure or vivid 
in color. It is an amusing experiment to gaze 
for thirty seconds, at marigold flowers in ifull 




advantage is that' long,'; thihf cbloiiiiis do- hot 
leav6 bijgp UtHsightly ' places' wh6n' the flowers 
are' 'past; their defi'c'iericies' are rjibre easily 
hidden. And the acme of refinement is to in- 
terlace the colonics at their edges, so that the 
colors do not resemble so many separate 
daubs on a palette.

These are not mere tricks. They are ex- 
amples of optical or color laws that o])en'a 
wonder world of delight, in \\-hicli .anyone 
in;iy he an explorer and discoverer. We miss 
all this if we scatter crdors anywhere in the 
iHU'cler and nialvC our enjoyment of colors 
sim])ly a matter of feeling, instinct, or taste. 
The artistic and exciting thing is to work out 
a definite color progression. Miss Jckyll's 
border begins with a blue section, then a 
yellow, then orange and red, then yellow, and 
finallv ]iurple. This may sound \'ery crude 
.and nu'chanical, Init so does every color 
scheme in fiutline. Yon shotfld k-now liow the 
transition is made from one ci)lor to the next. 

l'"or examiile, in the Idue section rif liei' 
border Miss Jek\d! uses only pure blues and 
tender colors. Theoretically, blues .and 
purples blend, and theoretically it is ljetl(M- to 
get harmony by using similar colors than com- 
plementary colors, for. easy transitions are 
restfullcr than contrasts.. Practically, it is best 
to free the blue section from all purple, lilac, 
magenta, and allied colors. Onl}'- in this way 
can blue flowers be made to rival the sky in 
brilliancy,- And 'since blue ir a' teitider-'Color, 



Miss Jekyll allows in her blue section no other 
colors but the tenderest — the palest pink, 
palest j'cllow and. white. 

The ])al(j yellow is important because it 
makes the transition to the yellow section. As 
the yellows become stronger, they merge into 
orange and then into scarlet, which is the 
nn'ddle section of the l;or(ler. This is, of coiu'se, 

-the strongest cijlor and is, therefc.ire, entitled 
to the central ]3osition in her scheme. .\t this 
point m.any people ruin their borders by trying 
to pass from scarlet through crimson to jmrple. 
A better w;iy is to come down again through 
orange to yellow and end with a jmrple sec- 
lion. The danger, here, is to make the transi- 
tion from yellow to purple. Miss Jekyll does 
it by carpeting the ground in the pm-plc sec- 
tion with gray-leaved plants, and she uses the 
gray grcuuul-cover in her blue section also. 

by this time it must he evident that the 
only way to plan .an artistic flower border is 
to draw it to scale 011 ji.aper, laying off the 
whole area in blocks, say live feet scpiare. 
Nearly everybody plants perennials in irregu- 
lar but solid blocks. A much more artistic 

• way is to plant in "drifts," i.e., long and rather 
narrow patches, which should' generally lie 
spn^eyirhat' diagonally.

a period as two months you must be prepared 
to have "fillers" ready in pots, and to adopt 
two other devices for securing an unbroken 
succession of bloom. One is "pulling down," 
Avhich can be ])ractised \A?ith unreasonably tall 
flowers like sunflowers and golden glow, thus 
transforming ihcm from tall and narrow plants 
iino medium-sized roundish masses that are 
covereel with bloom. The other is to stiul)' 
combinations of ])lants that naturally supple- 
ment one ane)ther. h'or example, "(.iypsopliiki 
paniculala" will cover the grouutl .after 
oriental poppies have lost their leaves and 
later the brown seed-spray of gyi)sopliila can 
be. obscured by climbing nasturtium.s. 

The great objection to the system I have 
outlined above is that it makes of garden 
design a line art. and therefore calls for life- 
long devotion on the part of conscientious 
and well-trained wcu-kers. Xoi one llowcr- 
lover in a lliousand can realize such an ideal. 
I'Vir the ordinary person such a border ,as that 
at Sutton Place is "plenty good enough.." I 
was tempted to have* a lumdred picimes of it 
taken— say three a week, from spring to fall- 
in; order^to 'show the wonderful variety there is 
in"'a.ny hardy' border as opposed to the bedding 
syst'cm. ■ "B^ttt that would have been too easy a 
;yic"tory.v'l' decided 'to' have' five pictures taken 



under serious, limitations — all on one day, and 
in this single, narrow, straight-edged border. 
You will recognize some of the same plants in 
all or most of the pictures; yet the total effect 
of each pict;ure is remarkably different. 

I must confess that I. used; to be prejudiced 
against straight borders. But . for straight and 
narrow places they are appropriate, while. sun- 
dulating borders are not. The most charming 
F,nglish borders arc not single, but double. 
They lie on both sides of a straight grass walk 
several hundred feet long, and the flowers are 
seen against brick walls or yew hedges eight 
to twelve feet high. Such walks connect one 
part of an estate with another, like outdoor 
halh^'ays between outdoor rooms. This is 
very different from the American idea of 
throwing everything open. shall soon 

learn to value privacy more highly. Of course, 
much of the charm of these borders is due to 
the backgrounds which the flowers have. 
Viuc-clad walls are a great expense, and a 
perfect evergreen hedge means a wait of 
twenty vears. The yew is not to be relied 
upon in .America, but hemlock has practically 
the same texture. 

Even if we cannot apply some of the 
principles above stated, even if it would be 
wrong for us to attempt the care of more than 
one little border, and even if that border ex- 
hibits all the shortcomings mentioned at the 
beginning of the article, still we ought to get 
better results by bordering our lawns than by 
setting geometrical beds in the lawn, simply 
because the borders tend to frame a home pic- 
tin-e, while beds in the lawn destroy it. 

Beginners usually go to the florist for ger- 
aniums and cannas, and plant them in circidar 
beds in the middle of the lawn. This bedding 
system gives the biggest show the first sea- 
son, but it spoils the unity of the lawn, leaves 
a blank space seven months in the year, is 
monotonous and gaud}', and the expense must 
be renewed every year because the plants 
cannot endure frost. Oh the other hand, a 
border of hardy flowers has an ever-changing 
charm — new forms, new colors, new odors — 
and it may be attractive two months longer. 
The plants are relatively permanent and may 
be multiplied without a greenhouse. 

• Therefore, I believe that one of the most 
important lessons we Americans have tp learn 
about gardening is that nine-tenths of us otigh't 
to grow flowers in borders rather thiri in beds 
of geometrical shape. I believe that the h£|rdy 
border ought to and will become a national in- 
stitution, that it will help us develop ah 
American style in gardening, and that some- 
how we shall be able to give to it a charm that 
that shall be distinctiv American. 



HINTS ON TULIP CULTURF - ' 

For general culture, the tulip in many re- 
spects without a peer among the spring flower- 
ing bulbs. It is the hardiest of ,the class. It 
is one of the cheapest, in fact the cheapest, if 
size of bulb is taken into consideration.' Its 
cidture is so sim])le that the novice can scarce- 
ly fail. The smaller varieties bloom with the 
hyacinth, and the latest sorts tarry to usher in 
the June roses.- Its Avide variations in color 
api)cal to the most fastidious taste, be the oc- 
casion grave or gay. 

September- and October are the ideal 
months for planting, tliat root-growth may be 
well established before winter. However, No- 
vember planting is much better than no plant- 
ing, and the writer has tucked bulbs into the 
ground just before Christmas with success, 
i^ut even if the gromid is not frozen, deferring 
so late greatly increases the chance of failure. 

Tulips prefer a sandy loam, hence the suc- 
cess of growing bulbs in Holland. Select a 
sunny slope, well drained and slightly elevated. 
If the ony available spot is a stiff clay, inclined 
to be wet and soggy, remove a foot and a half 
of sod and fill in six inches with small stones, 
bones and charcoal, and finish off Avith a light 
garden soil, well enriched by thoroughly de- 
composed fertilizer from the cattle yard. Tulips 
are gross feeders, yet direct contact with the 
fresh fertilizer will induce rot ; as a safeguard, 
some prefer to surround the bulb Avith a little 
sand when planting. 

Plant the bulbs six inches apart and four or 
five inches deep; a light soil admits of deeper 
planting and adds to the security against 
freezing. .At the approach of winter cover 
the bed with leaves to the depth of several 
inches— enough to shield from hard freezing, 
yet not to smother the bulbs. Do not rush to 
take off with the first warm days, lest the 
bulbs be prematurely hastened into growth 
and destroyed by a return of snow and ice. 
When spring is assured, gradually remove or 
work the leaves into the soil. 

The amateur sometimes falls into the error 
of leaving' the bulbs undisturbed for years, 
young bulbs forming around and draining the 
vitality of, as well as crowding, the parent 
plant. This plan will seemingly work well for 
two or three years, but eventually the bulbs 
dwindle away and finally di.sappear entirely. 
Separation and replanting at least once in two 
or three years is essential to the best growth 
of the plant. Small bulbs grow to blooming 
size in two or three years, and, by separating 
aimually, the increase in first-class bulbs is 
rapid. 

Contrary to the rule ainohg flowers, tulips 
lose in grace and elegance with the multiplica- 
ion of petajs, and there is in the .single tulip 
a charm' quite foreign to its double sister. The 
Due Vah'Thols arc the earliest and most suit- 
able for forcing, though their smaller size a'hd 
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shorter stem? render them, less striking;f<5r the 
lawn. The ByWlbems 'and Bizarresj w 
well-formed flowers, are beautituliy niarivccl, 
the former with, scarlet, pink, violet, or car- 
mine on white or light rose ground, and the 
latter sliowiiig daslics of red, maroon or black 
on yellow ground. The Parrots are fringed, 
/ and are characterized by theirunitjue! coloring 
V-a blending of crimson, yellow- arid ^gi-een — 
hence the 'name. Cramoisie Brilliant, deep 
crimson with black centre, is the finest of the 
group. The Darwins are large, and with solid 
colors of surpassing intensity.. 

Among the more subdued in coloring, Mil- 
tiadcs, white shaded with soft pink, and vSilver 
Standard, white flaked with rose, are favorites ; 
■for extreme brilliancy Kcizerkroon is without 
a peer. Gesneriana is a grand variety of , large 
size and with flowers of unusual durability, in- 
tense red Avith a deep blue centre; Peacock is 
bright scarlet witli a golden band through three 
of the six petals and a jet-black centre bordered 
witii gold. 

An attempt to arrange the colors in bands 
is scarcely satisfactory, the varieties dil'lcring 
so widely in the time of blooming. Promiscu- 
ous planting, or bunching the bulbs of a cer- 
tain group together is preferable, though the 
» mingling of crimson and scarlet should be as 
much as possible avoided. When economy is 
a factor to be considered, one can frequently 
secure bargains by waiting until the close of 
the season and buying in bulk, these "surprise'' 
collections more than establishing their most 
alluring claims. The onl_\- real objection to this 
method is that it necessitates the extra risk 
attending such late planting. — Bessie L. Put- 
nam, in Suburban Life.

ICE-EATING HABIT 

Since our nation eats and drinks tons of 
ice every day, the, question has been asked 
how much of our national maladies may be 
due — not to the habit of ice-eating; they lia\c 
not got to that yet ; but — to the bacterial con- 
tamination of the material. A writer in the 
Atlantic Monthly, sunnnarizing the science 
side of the matter, argues for a special group 
of inspectors. 

Most people think that ice must necessarily 
be pure. That is true for the individual ice 
crystal; but what may lie between it and its 
neighbor? A pond freezes from the top down- 
Avard. The crystals advance like a line of sol- 
diers, pushing impurities in front of them and 
practically letting none through. Moreover, 
as the surface film protects the depths from 
disturbance by wind, the impurities are able to 
settle peacefully to the bottom. This sort of 
ice may be taken as pure except on its upper 
and lower surfaces. The writer points out, 
however, that the dealer may resort: to two 
expedients which may result in its harboring 
any amount of impurity. He ma}' "flow" his 
ice. That is, after the surface layer has been 
formed (with its covering of bacterial or other 
dirt) he may make holes and let the water be- 
neath flow up and freeze. The original sur- 
iface is now embedded in the midst of the mass. 
[Repetition of this process causes the final pro- 
Vluct to be a sandwich of alternate layers ot 
ice and bacteria. Or he may serip off the sur- 
d^accs as tiiey form, lay them one upon another 
snd freeze them together — with the same re- 
!iiu\t, the sandwich. 

Artificially made ice is frozen in metal re- 
ceptacles, 'iiic freezing la_\-cr ad\-ances inward 
to the conlre. final!}- accumulating there all 
the impurities (jI the water, if an)', and freez- 
ing them in. Anyone getting that centre piece 
is likely to be in trouble. Usually, however, 
the dealer stops the process a little before thai, 
cracks the mass, and lets the condensed im- 
])urities escape in tlie remaining water. 

Experinicnt rc\-ealcd some interesting facts 
about bacterial life. If the ice in which the 
bact^eria are frozen contains some nourishmen'. 
•for tiiem and is not shot through with sunlight, 
lhat is, if it is kepi in the dark, it may be taken 
iar below the frceznig point without killing 
them. Some arc killed at once, but these do 
not include our chief enemy, the typhoid bacil- 
lus. Nourishment or not if the ice is well pen- 
■etrated by sunlight, or. probably, by blue ra_\-s 
rfrom the arc light i)ractically all tlie bacteria 
Avill be dead in a :diort period of from two 
weeks ^lp^.va^(l. If there is no nourishment, 
.■-toragc alone will in .some hingcr jjcriod Icill 
them all. Kxperimcnt showed that within the 
limits of a single species, say the typhoid spe- 
■cies, there were sub-species ab.solutely indistin- 
guishable except by their differing power of 
resistance to prolonged cold. 

The vvriter therefore argues for natural ice, 
long stored, free from its surface layer, not 
"flowed" or "layered,"' and handled with pro- 
sper precautions a^^■unst contamination. Jf 
artificial ice is used the question is rather of 
the water from which it is formed.

Another St. Legcr morning and it must 
come home to everyi^York^hire^iian . that the 
fortunes of his couri^-v have been much in- 
fUieiiced by the race that reaches today its 
134th anniversary. It was very sporting from 
the first, and when Lord Rockingham, the 
leading racin;^ and hunting patron of his time, 
won it with the brown filly /Vllabacalia, beating 
the originator, Mr. St. Leger's Trusty 1 1. And 
the father of the noted foxhunter, Mr. G. S. 
Foljambe, himself a M.F.;H.,'. had also one in 
the race. The Lords and Commons may he 
said to have been in general accord about Don- 
caster, and all that pertained to it, as, after 
the first two years, when the race was run on 
Cantley-common, the nobles and country 
squires joined hands with the aldermen to have 
a racecourse with commodious stands erected 
on the Corporation land, the old Town Moor. 
This was in a fair state of readiness in 1778, 
when the third St. Leger was run over it, and 
there has ever been a peculiarly representative 
following associated with the .event, as, dcs- 
[)ite the fact that the highest in the land en- 
deavored to win St. Legers, humble individ- 
uals attemnted to do the, same, and were oft- 
times successful. In some of its earliest years 
it was \-ery select. Lord .A, Hamilton won it 
three years in succession, from 17S6 to i/cSf), 
with Paragon. Spadille, and Young Flora, be- 
sides coming in first for a fourth year with 
Zanga, but a disqualification following for 
jostling, the race was awarded to Lord Fitz- 
william's Pewet. In a fifth year, too, Lord A. 
Hamilton was second to Mr. Dealtry's Ambi- 
dexter, with Fortitude, to make the best series 
of successes in connection with the race. The 
name of Hutchinson had much to do with the 
St. Leger'.s early traditions (and he was said 
to ha^■c started life as a stable ,bo}'. In 1791 
he ran two — Young Traveler and Overton — 
and won with the former. His:sc.cbnd victory, 
in 1794, had a stronger bearing though on 
future Turf history, as he was represented by 
Beningborough, by King Fergus, son of 
Eclipse, who, after winning it, and the Don- 
caster Cup the next day. was sold to Sir 
Charles Turner, and ultimately became a 
notable sire. 11 is son, Orvillc, won the St. 
Legcr in 1802 for Lord Fitzwilliam. and the 
last-named horse was the sire of Emelius, in 
his turn the sire of Priam, the best race-horse 
ever seen up to his time, and a host of St, 
Leger winners have traced to him down to 
modern times. 

There is no getting away trom St. Legcr 
winners, as the source of all that is great in 
horses, and so England, or perhaps, Yorkshire, 
has supplied the world with such as are always 
sought after for luxury, commerce, and the 
vast armies of foreign nations. 

Notables at Doncaster, 

What famous people ha\'e been seen at 
Doncaster on St. Leger days ! There was no 
greater sportsman than Lord Rockingham, 
who hunted all the country, so it is said, from 
W entworth to Peterborough, but he could 
only have seen three or four of the Turf events 
that he had so much to do in instituiing, as he 
died in 1782, and it was the successor to the 
estates, the second Earl Fitzwilliam, who 
proved such a mainstay to the Turf, and es- 
pecially to the St. Leger. This nobleman en- 
tertained the Prince of Wales (afterwards 
George IV.) and the Duke of Clarence (after- 
wards AN'illiam IV.) in stimptuous style in 
1789 for the St. Leger week, and it was, per- 
haps, the first really great meeting, as Lord 
r^'itzwilliain's entertainments were on a scale 
altogether unsurpassed. Me invited, in fact, 
the whole county to his festivities at V\'ent- 
worth, and such an assemblage of sportsmen 
and others had never been seen. This is just 
120 years ago toda)-. and for forty years or 
more the Earl continued his patronage of 
r3oncaster. and the famous marc Pewct's des- 
cendants lasted well through that time in fur- 
nishing fresh .St. Leger winners. Contempor- 
aneous with, this Earl iMtzwilliam were Lord 
Darlington, the Diike of ll.Oiulton, Lord .\. 
Hamilton, Lord Grosveiior, I^ord Dartmouth, 
Lord Durham. .Sir Thomas Gascoigne, Sir 
Walter VaVasour, Sir George Armytagc,. Col. 
Mellish, Sir F. Standish, Sir John Lyster 
Kaye, Sir Henry Vane, and Sir Charles 
Turner, all hunting men. and never missing a 
St. Leger. which was often won by them. 
Histor}' has been repeated, therefore, in the 
notables of St. Legcr days being there t(j dis- 
cuss the ])romisc of hunting seasons, hound 
topics, or the plenitude of cubs. They bet in 
Ihotisands, loo, and bought bloodstock pretiv 
heavily, as they do today. Sir C, Turner giving 
£3,000 for Beningborough. He also bought 
Hambletonian. then a two-year-old, and an- 
other, and with Hambletonian won the St. 
Leger the next year (1785). He showed him- 
self to have been quite the best horse of his 
time, was never beaten, ami was the winner of 
the great match for £3,000 against Diamond 
at Newmarket. What Sir 11. T. \'ane. to 
whom the name of Tempest was afterwards 
affixed, gave Sir Charles Turner for Hamble- 
tonian has never (piite trans])irefl, but it mu>l 
have been a big figure. Colonel Mellish was 
said to have dropped £40,000 over one St. 
Leger. and he won more than that amount 
over his winner, Staveley (1805), but lost it 
all again, and a good deal more. He has al- 
ways been described as a great gentleman, 
sportsman and soldier. 

In 1807 it was a very notable St. Legcr, as 
there were seventeen runners, and most of 
them belonged to p/oniinent ])cople in the 
world of sport, such -IS Lord iMtzwilliam, Lord 
Monson (celebrated' for his foxhounds). Lord 
Darlington, Lord) Grosvenor, Lord Scar- 



brough, Mr. Garfoirtli, , Sir WiUiam;,.Gerard, 
Col. Cbilders, Mi-.'Piersc, and Mr. CUfi^en; It 
was Cheshire, Ybrksliire and Lincolnshire 
pitted against. each other, and such an assem- 
blage of interested sportsmen had seldom been 
seen together. A great race was the result, 
between the favorite, Lprd Grosvenor's 
Eaton, Dord Monson's Scud, and Lord Fitz- 
william's F'aulina, a daughter of Peweti . The 
last-named had been run against and thrown 
into a ditch on the far side, but Clift righted 
her, and, catching Eaton and Scud a distance 
from home, got the best of the struggle, and 
won by a length from Scud, ridden by Jack- 
son, amidst such a scene as had not been wit- 
nessed before, the excited Yorkshirenien 
cheering the Fitzwdlliam victory in a manner 
that established • the saying of the Yorkshire 
roar. 

The St, Leger for Jockeys 
Whether it has been the fine open course, 
with its undulations atnl landmarks, one can- 
not say, but certain it is that the greatest 
jockeys have always excelled in St. Legers, 
with one exception, and that was George Ford- 
ham, who was singularly unlucky in this great 
Xorth Country contest. He wj.s second on 
Mr. Merry's Buckstonc to the Marquis (T. 
Chaloner), beaten a head, second on Mr. 
Hodgman's Paul Jones to Formosa (John 
Osborne), and second on Lord Calthorpe's 
Martyrdom to Pero Gomez (Wells). The 
greatest winner of all. and with perhaps the 
finest finishes to his credit, was W'illiam Scott. 
"Bill Scott," as he was generally called, or, 
by the Tykes, "Glorious Bill." He was the 
younger brother of John Scott, the eminent 
"trainer, and of the sixteen St. Leger winners 
trained by the elder brother he rode nine, and 
he was really ten times first, as in 1819 he rode 
Colonel Cradock's Sir Walter in the memor- 
able race won by Antonio, who was first of all 
d'squalificd by what was said to have been a 
false start, and when run over again Sir 
Walter won. The Stewards subsequently de- 
clared the first race valid, and the stakes were 
awarded to Antonio. Scott's first ride for the 
St. Leger 'Was the year before that, when he 
finished third on Mf. J. Powlct's grey colt, the 
Marshall, to the half-brothers. Reveller and 
Ranter, both the •■•-oi),-'-ty of Mr. Pierse. His 
first win was in 1821. on the Hon. T. O. Pow- 
lett's Jack Spigot, v.dien he beat John Day on 
l-'ortuna, and eleven others, that included the 
Derby winner Gustavus. II ■ was third in 1823 
on Mr. 1 louldsworth's Sherwood, and won on 
Mr. Watt's Memmon in 1825 very easily from 
the Alderman (Sani' Chifncy) and twenty- 
eight others. The Yorkshiremen now were 
beginning to think flieir Glorious Bill invin- 
cible, as in 1826 they swore by his mount Bcl- 
zoni until the book-makers would lay no more 
than 2 to r in a field of twenty-seven, but he 
finished nowhere. The season of 1828 was 
notable for Bill Scott, as he rode the Hon. S. 
Pctre's Colonel a dead-beat for the Derby, with 
Jem Robinson on Cadland, and was beaten 
after a desperate finish for the final. The 
public were inclined to the opinion that Rob- 
inson had beaten Scott in jockeyship, but no 
mistake was made in the St. Legcr, as Scott, 
sitting quietly on him" to the Intake turn, drew 
up to the leaders, and ran home an easy winner 
by three lengths. The next year was a great 
deal more exciting, as few better horses e\cr 
came together than X'oltaire, Rowton, and Sir 
Hercules. X'oltaire, under Sam Chifney, had 
been lying off in the early part of the race, but 
in the race challenged f^owton. .\ magnificent 
race ensued, Scott landing Rowton by a short 
half-length amidst another Yorkshire roar. 
Second to Rockingham, on Mussulman, was 
Scott's nearest approach to victory again, until 
1838, when he won on Don John in a canter, 
and it was the next year that he rode perhaps 
the race of his life in running a dead-hcat on 
Charles Xll. with Euclid. 

if beaten after a dead-heat tor a classic bv 
I cm Robinson, it was not to he for his jiet 
race, the St. Legcr. as all)eit that the odds 
were 6 to 5 on F.uclid, the result was the other 
way. ."^cc.nt having the best of the riding in a 
magnificent finish to beat F. Connolly by a 
head. The next year it was another victory 
on Launcelot, the Marquis of Westminster 
running an easy first and second, with Launce- 
lot and Maroon. Then came another triumph 
in riding for Scott, as the bad-legged Satirist 
(.also Lord Westminster's) wanted a lot of 
careful riding: and it w;is a lieautifid race to 
Ijeal John Da\- on Coronation by a neck. Tlii.s 
made four St. Legers in succession, and Pill 
Scott's last win Avns on his ow'n horse. Sir 
Talton Sykcs, in 184(1, vifldcn in a ver\- 
mastcrl}- st}dc, to heat la^jo hy half a length. 
William Scott did not live long after his retire- 
ment from the profession he had followed for 
over thirty years, as he died in 1850. 

The nearest approach to .Scott in regard to 
the nuinber of St. Legers won was Jackson, 
who rode eight, and Fred Archer was next 
with six. Tom Chaloner's five included some 
of the finest fini.'^hes ever seen. It v\as a 
masterpiece of rirling \\'hcn he won on the 
queer-tempered Marcptis, beating George 
Fordham on lUick'stone b\' a short head, and 
again when he fairly lifted Callar on home, 
to win a desperate race also by a head. John 
Watts had the same number of wins to his 
credit as Chaloner. Nat Flatman, so much 
thought of by Turf ])cople generally, was on 
Surplire, Warlock, and Imperieuse, and on the 
first his race — a struggle that was put into 
stirnng verse — will never be forgotten. Then 
he Ijcal Frank Butler, who rode a fine race on 
Canonzou. 

Two bits of riding arc often, quoted to 



show what judgment of pace can do over the"' 
St. Leger course, one being when John Os- 
borne rode Lord Clifden a waiting race, last 
of all at the Red House, to induce the bookies 
to la}- 50 to I, but, creeping up bit by bit, he 
got to'Oueen Bertha in the last forty yards 
and won by half a length. The other good 
judgment referred to was when \V. Robinson 
rode a somewhat, similar race on Kilwarlin. 
Neither, will Mbmay Gannon be forgotten for 
his patience and supreme effort in getting' 
home the moderate Throstle to bea;t Ladas by 
"three-parts of a length. 

The Derby and St. Leger 

For many years after Mr. Wilson's Cham- 
pion had annexed the two races in iSoo, there 
seemed a fate against Derb}' winners taking 
the northern honour. In 1821 all the racing 
world believed in Gustaviis, the onh' grey colt 
that ever captured a Derby, and on the St. 
Leger morning 5 to 2 was readily taken about 
him, but he finished nowhere. 

Marmelukc, the hero of Epsom in 1827 
was, perhaps, unluckily second to Mathilda. 
Mr. Gratvvicke's Derby winner Frederick was 
nowhere in Rowton's notable race, and the 
great Priam certainly should have won, but 
was only second to Birmiiigham ; wdiile Pleni- 
potentiary, the supposed greatest Derby win- 
ner of his day, was shamefully beaten on the 
Town Moor. Mundig was one of the beatcn- 
off division in Oucen of Trumps' year, and 
Bloomsburv was in the same ijlight \sdicn 
Charles Xl'l. and Euclid ran their dead-heat. 
Coronation was second to Satirist, Attila was 
third to Blue Bonnet, and Seahorse with Col- 
thcrstonc, second to Nutwith, and Cossack to 
Van Tromp. So for forty-Seven years no 
Derby winner secured the double event, the 
spell being broken hy Surplice, when, in a 
magnificent struggle, he beat Canezou. Since 
then no fewer than seventeen Derby wiimers 
have won the St. Leger, including his 
Majesty's J^ersimmon and Diamond Jubilee. 
There appears to be something in the air to- 
day to suggest that history will be repeated. 
Grave sages say Bayardo will not stay the 
severe mile and three-quarters, and the York- 
-shire roar may be one of loyalty for our King 
in a few hours. 



THE FINANCIAL SIDE OF OXFORD 
LIFE 

(By a Workman Undergraduate). 

Oxford is no place for the man who cannot 
count on at least .£140 for the twenty-four 
weeks per year that he is in residence. Of 
course I am quite well aware that many under- 
graduates who have a few pounds less than 
that amount manage to muddle through and 
even to get a good class in an honors school; 
in fact the proportion of jioor men of the mid-' 
die classes at Oxford is rather surprising. But 
in a large nundDcr of such cases the necessary 
"pinching and scraping" and the continual need 
for self-denial impose a strain and a discipline 
that are not ail for good. Such men are com- 
pelled to miss a considerable part of the col- 
lege life ; they are unable to subscribe to the 
college clubs and .societies; they are unabe to 
ask other men in to breakfast or tea; they are 
always studying the pence instead of life and 
books. They are indeed forced to cut them- 
selves off from certain real and valuable pleas- 
ures ; from what is, to my mind, by far the 
most important part of an Oxl'ord education, 
the social intermingling of all classes on free 
and equal terms; for I should say that the 
"mixing" process is much more dependent on 
financial considerations than on one's origin, 
it is sometimes said that "working men at Ox- 
ford would not ndx with the other undergradu- 
ates," and of course they would not if they 
could not afford to, or if, like some of the rich, 
imsociable men here, they were of the wrong 
temperament. 

lout considci- what a somxe of irritation the 
weekly "battels" must be to a poor man, no 
matter of what class; for unless one cuts down 
the food allowance to a fdoUsh meagreness, 
the weekly bill must average about 28s. for 
food and coal. The term's bills, including tui- 
tion, room rent, food, subscri])tions, fuel, light, 
taxes, dues, and incident ials, cannot well be 
less than £37 to ,£40 for the eight weeks. The 
same sum would keep me comfortably at home 
for ncarl\' the whole ve,ar. .and 1 .should feed 
almost as well. The college food l)ills indeed 
arc simpy ni;iddcning. At a middle grade city 
restaurant the same dishes just as well pre- 
pared could be bought for about half the price. 
How is it that a college kitchen wdiich has no 
rent to pay, which always knows beforehand 
what munber of me.als will be rcc|uired, which 
has the gi"cater part of its staff maiid_\- paid 
l.iy the inidcrgraduatcs themscL'cs — how is il: 
that its prices arc >o high? J"\ir example, I 
order haddock for breakfast, and receive for 
sixpence about one-third of a srfioked haddock, 
the whole of Avhich certainly did not cost more 
than sixpence. But cooking and service treble 
the price of it. I order fruid salad for lunch 
and receive for sixpense a mixture of a few 
fragments of tinned pear, pineaiiple, and peach, 
plus four or five sections of orange and the 
same number of bits of banana. The whole 
would not fill a breakfast cup. Bananas, which 
outside the college arc inirchasahle at eight for 
sixpence, arc in the college six for eighlpcncc. 
Those are a few examples that occur at ran- 
dom. It seems quite obvious that an ordinary 
business undertaking in open competition with 
(jthers and under inucli greater, expenses could 
and would suppl}' all the goods Ave need in 
college at i)riccs much lower than .we arc. re- 
quh'cd to pay. 

■The fact sceni§ to be that the college kit- 
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chens and stores have what amounts to a mon- 
opoly. For although in theory wc arc at lib- 
erty to- get many meals outside college and to 
biiy v\;hat ;we wish from the town shops, yet 
it: is clear that in practice nearly everything 
we require will be bought inside the college. 
Indeed, there is every inducement to trade wdtli 
the college, except the higher prices (which 
young men will hardl}^ consider). Thus in 
practice the college kitchens and stores arc 
almost free from competition, and no matter 
how zealous the bursar may be (he is usually 
a more or less studious don who lectures and 
teaches), he is to all intents and purposes in 
the hands of the cook, the butler, and the store- 
keeper, who, I am told, besides a good salary 
are usually paid a commission. 

Trulj', it is time that Lord Curzon's. com- 
mittee for investigation into and control of 
the college finances ^^'as set to work. But 
when it docs begin to, inquire, will it be able 
to regulate the prices and the wastage of 
foods? Even if it docs, it will not do much 
to solve the difficulty of providing for working 
men at Oxford. For, after all, is there ahyone 
who really believes that it would be wise to 
segregate working men, or poor men of any 
class, in a .separate college or in separate hos- 
tels? Is it not perfectly clear that one of the 
main causes, if not the fundamental cause, of 
the recent troubles at Ruskin College was the 
meagre, almost sordid, way in which the work- 
ing man had to get his higher education as 
compared with the luxury and comfort of the 
rich man in a stately college? Any scheme 
which marks off the poor men or the Avorking 
men must inevitably produce class-conscious- 
ness, class-prejudice, and discontent. To my 
mind the man who, like the non-collcgiatcs, is 
not a part of a college which includes rich and 
poor, studious and sporting, gets not "a uni- 
versity education" but "an education at the 
university," which is a very different thing. 

If Avorking men are to go to Oxford — and 
I fervently believe that it Avould be the best 
thing that could happen for all classes — then 
they must be provided with sufficient money' 
to enable them to "mix in the college life." 
They must be financed, not as lavishly as the 
Rhodes scholars are, but on the same prin- 
ciple. In other words, every man must be pro- 
vided Avith at least £ 180 per year ; that is, Avith 
£ 140 for college expenses, traveling, books, 
etc., and £40 to pay for his living Avhile at 
home during the other half year. Hoav is it to 
be found? Lord Curzon looks to a visionary 
benefactor, and of course if some good million- 
aire Avould come along with an endoAvment of, 
say, £50,000, much of the difficulty Avould be 
solved. But it seems to mc that the money 
could be raised by better means, by a method 
which would stimulate local interest in educa- 
tion, and produce incidentally a large body of 
men seeking education in the hope of Avinning 
their way to Oxford. P'erhaps my scheme is as 
visionary as Lord Curzon's prospectjv.e bene- 
factor,' but "I give it 'foi- iVHal" it' is' \vbrth. I 
suggest: 

I. That the Board of Education at White- 
hall be asked to encourage and, if necessary, 
to compel local education authorities to itse 
the power they already possess of providing 
moncA' for university scholarships ; that in each 
suitable county there shall be provided at least 
one scholarship per year of value not less than 
£80; that the local .luthoritie's advertisie the 
existence of such scholarships in all evening 
schools, secondary schools, and technical col- 
leges ; and organize Avherc expedient (possibly 
in connection Avith the Workers' Educational 
Association, and under the scheme of Oxford 
Joint Committee) classes to assist young men 
to qualify. 2. That the public-spirited men of 
each selected county or district be- asked to 
subscribe (in addition to the Education Com- 
mittee's grant) about £300 per year jfor the 
University Working Men's Fund. . (If the 
prospective benefactor Avere fdtind this sugges- 
tion Avould be unnecessary; so it would be 
too if Oxford's finances AA'ere so satisfactorily 
rearranged that large sums of money Avcre set 
free to provide scholarships.) 3. 'I'hat some or 
all of the Oxford colleges (preferably only the 
dozen best) should yearly provide accommoda- 
tion for three or four Avorking men; each col- 
lege to provide for three or four counties ; the 
scholarships to be named after the county — 
e.g., the WarAvick, the Leicester. Each col- 
lege could conduct the exannnation for itself 
in its allotted counties, I31.it always under the 
direction of the University Examiner. 4. That 
candidates must be bona-fidc workingmcn of 
the artizan class (aged 18-25), Avho have been 
steadily in Avork since leaving school. 5. That 
the successful men should have a total income 
from all sources (including the grant of the 
Jiducation Committee and the grant from the 
University Working Men's Fund) of about 
£180 per year. 

Only in some such Avay can the healthy and 
admirable aspirations of working men be satis- 
fied ; only by such means as will enable them 
to live in the college on equal terms Avith the 
average undergraduate Avill they get the benefit 
of an Oxford education, Avhich is calculated to 
give them a wddcr, saner vicAV of society as a 
whole. J..: ,

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NIGHTS AT AN AFRICAN WATER 



HOLE 



I was riding from Sebcnanc to Tliamasetse, 
both of which are pools of water situated on 
tlie old Hunter's Road from Francistown to 
the Zambesi, Tliomasctsc bein"-, roughly 
speaking, seventy-five miles north of Scbcn- 
ane. Since the railway has been opened up 
between Francisloun and Biiluwayo this road 
,is never used, and is practically deserted. We 
liad started ver}- early in the morning. Just 
about sunrise 1 heard a rustic in a bush close 
to the road. Thinking it was only a, stein 
buck or a duiker I jjaid no attention till 1 iicartl 
the animal bound away, when it struck nie as 
making rather a loud noise for so small an 
■ antelope. I then caught sight of a } cllow ob- 
ject moving parallel to the road, and saw at 
once it was a lioness. She bounded into the 
road and stood looking at nic. I had my thick 
gloves on, as it was very cokl, and in con e- 
cjiience rather fumbled pulling off my night 
|)rotcctor, which, to save time, 1 drop])cd on 
the road instead of putting into m}' pocket. My 
pony, however, began to pirouette roimd in cir- 
cles, and before J could get him ir baud the 
lioness bounded away. I galloped after her 
down the road, but she soon got into the thick 
bush, where we lost her. 

We got to Thamas.etse the next day and 
foiind old Hon spoor, but none fresh. We wait- 
ed two or three day.-i on the chance of findnig 
some, but seeing nothing, 1 decided t(3 'return 
to S'ebenane, as 1 had work to do there. lea\- 
ing, hou'cvcr, two,bushmen l)eliincl with orders 
to come on and tell mc, slioultl the lions come 
back. Some da\-s aftcrwartls one of the bush- 
men, appeared and reported that the lions were 
at Thamasetse. I got ready as soon as pos- 
sible, and left that e\ening with one native. 
We rode all through the night and arrived at 
our destination the next afternoon. The lions 
did not come down to drink till the third night, 
when in the morning we found their spoor still 
fresh and damp. W'c foljowcd it up carefully, 
going through thick bush, chiefly thorn trees. 
VVe got so close to them once or twice that 
we could hear them growling (there were five 
' altOjgether, but the wind changing) ihey smelt 
,ij^.^;,3.nd riiade off, and although we followed 
the'hi up for some distance we did not catch 
siglil of them again, Eventually we had to 
gi\"e it up and go home. I omitted to state 
that shortly after we had left the water in the 
morning the dogs ran ahead and frightened 
them off a sable antelope they vvere just fin- 
ishing, so they were on. the qui vive.'and knew 
we were after them. 

^.-•.^.Tjie. following day^we -found the spoor uf 
one male and one female, and followed them up 
, for about twel.ve or fourteen miles. We would 
corne to a place where they had been sleeping, 
and tlicn, evidently sniclling us, we could see 
how the)' had become uneasy ami gone on a 
short distance, where Ihc}- had slept again. 
This went on till we had gone loo far. and had 
to go back. The next morning we again found 
(jne old lion's spoor. We went after him, and 
when we had gone about three miles saw him 
moving away in tiie distance. We put the 
dogs on to him, and soon heard them barking, 
and hoped that they had bayed him. but I had 
my doubts, as all my dogs, with the exception 
of one, were young, and unused t" linn, and 
soon came running back to us. 

\\'c continued on this spoor in the hopes (if 
catching sight of him again, but in vain. It 
was evident he was watching us. and keciiin.g 
just out of reach. .A In-ee/.c springing up fin- 
ished our chances, so we went home, .\fter 
this experience I decided to try different tac- 
tics, so we du,g a hole fifteen yards from the 
water, in which I intended to watch at night. 
We made the hole as inconspicuous and secure 
as possible, and then went round to the outside 
pools and filled tlu'm all u(i. so th;il the lions, 
if they wanted to drink, would h;i\v lii como 
down to our watei'. Al >nn(l(>\\n [ took uji 
my position in the kadii'i (the native name for 
"game-hole"). A few hours afterwards some 
sable and roan antelopes came down to drink, 
and it was really a very pretty sight to watch 
them. They approach the water carefully, and 
when quite close suddcnl\- Iniuud a\\ ;iy. .M >• 
opinion is that they do tlii^ to scl' if b\ chainc 
there is a lion in the watci' hoh'. licrau^c tlu- 
latter lie up close to ilic edge nf th.c iioo] in 
the shadow of the l)ai:k and then sjiriii.L; on the 
game when it (lrink>. The mere fact of their 
bounding a\\ay woidd ]ii-ol)al)ly entice the lion 
forth. "^I'he sable antelope seemed to mc to 
always more cautious than the roan antelope. 
One of the former, a female, cimic twebc 
times to the water and dashed away each lime. 
( >f course, she may have just smelt me. w hich 
would ha\'e accoimtCLl for it : hiit 1 do not thiidc 
she did, for she c\-entnal]y prorccilcd to drink. 

1 kept watch night after nisht, and although 
I saw plenty of game, no lions came. It is 
very lonely by onescli in these holes, and the 
cries of the wolves and jackals are at times 
A'ery uncanny. One evening at dinner time, 
just as Ranchuhu, my servant, was bringing in 
the soup, one of ni)- little bushnien. a splendid 
little chap of about fourteen, and \ cry plucky. 
Who was .going down to the w.ater to fill his 
bill}', sudilenly commenced yelling with ;d his 
might "Newo ! newel" ( leojiard. leoptird), and 
then, still shouting, commenced runnin.i;' after 
it across the veld. 1 snatched nj) my rifle, 
and calling to the dogs, rushed after him. 
Luckily> I had on a pair of light running shoes 
instead of ni_\- usual heax'v shoot in,g boots, so 
was easily able to Keep up with the liushman 
and others who had joined tr-^. W e must ha\'c 
gone about three miles, when \\e heard the 
dogs barkin,t;', and knew that they had l);i}X'd 
the leo]iard. In a few niintites it wouhl lie 
quite dark, so J put on a fresh spurt to ir}- 
to get a shot whilst I could sec my sights. The 



leopard was standing outside a thick patch of 
bush with the dogs, furiously excited, sur- 
rounding him. Aftei* several shots and riiisses, 
the leopard breaking away each time, at length 
a lucky shot of mine struck him in the neck 
and killed him. I was ,qlad the matter ended 
as it (Hd, for 1 found that Uvo of my previous 
shots had hit hini, and it is seldom that a 
wounded leopard does not attack- hjs assail- 
ant. It was curious that he did not take to a 
. tree, as is nearly always the ease when chased 
by dogs. He was an excellent specimen of a 
large male; We got back to the camp about 
9 p.m., a very jubilant party, and Avhen I had 
my supper I again took up my position at the 
water hole, f'lenty of ,game came down to 
drink that night, but no lions. 

The next day was very hot and oppressive, 
and we felt sure that if lions were anywhere 
near they vvould come clown that night to 
drink. I took up my position soon after sun- 
down, and about twcK'c o'clock, as we had no 
meal, shot a male sable antelope, fie was 
mortally wounded, and ran about si.xty 3'ards 
to die, when, as I discovered in th.e morning, 
he was pounced ujjon by a lioness and immedi- 
ately killed. 1 heard iiothin.g, and saw nothing 
till about 3 a.m., when 1 heard lap, lap, kq) 
from the pool in front of mc. 1 knew by the 
noise the beast was making it could be noth- 
ing else but a lion, but for the moment I could 
See nothing, as it was in the pool, and from my 
l)osi(ion I could only see an animal as it came 
in or went out, A\ last the noise stopped and a 
shadow}' fi,q:ure came out of the pool. It 
stood for an instant on the etl.ge silhouetted 
against the sky. I could not distingnisii 
Avhether it was a male or female, but there was 



no doubt it was a lion, and, as it turned out 
afterwards, a female.- I brought ray rifletin 
line with the object and fired. I knew at'oricc 

T had hit by the terrific growls that followed. 
I hastily fired again, and the brute lay down, 
all the time growling terribly, so inuch so that 
it woke up all the -natives in my camp some 
distance away. 

As soon as it was light I could see her ears 
moving, and fired again, this time hitting her 
just-below the head,-which finished the matter. 
She Avas a' splendid spccinien of a lioness. My 
first shot had hit her in the neck, and the sec- 
ond in the stomach. Her slsiiv was perfect, 
and vcr}' glossy. We found the remains of 
the sable antelope she had killed about So 
yards away, and saw by the spoor that there 
had been at least six lions around ihe pool that 
night. They had evidently been, frightened 
by the fate of the lioness, and had. not come 
down to drink. Wo followed the spoor of a 
lion and lioness. After we had gone a short 
distance, the Inishman pointed to a tree, and 
showed us where the lion had l)een standinj^ 
up on his hind legs clawing it. lie said that 
the lion was lookin,g around for the lioness I 
had shot, and was \-ery angry at being dis- 
turbed from his feast of the sable antcloi)e. 
W e went on mile, after mile, but a breeze 
springing up behind US wc had to give in and 
go back. 

That night I again sat up at the water hole, 
but saw nothing more excitin;; than a few 
sable and roan antelopes. The next day it was 
a,gain very hot, and at ni,qht I went down to 
Ihe liole full of hope that the lions would come 
back. About i a. m. I heard a rustle and saw 
a leopard going into the pool, walking very 



quietly, and without the least idea of my near 
presence. ' She: disappeared into the pool, but 
t could' not lic'ar Ker drinking as I had heard 

the lioness two ni,ghts before. She soon came 
out, and stood for a few minutes on the bank; 
i fired, and' she bounded away. My bullet 
went through her body, and she was found 
next morning a few yards dist.ant. She was 
a very prettily marked animal in good condi- 
tion. About 3 a. m. the same niornin,g I could 
hear some animals at the remains, of the sable 
antelope. " I'he cracking of the bones was one 
of the most horrible noises T have ever heard. 
I made sure that the lions had come back, and 
expected them when the}' liad finished their 
feed to come down and drink; l.nit they did not 
come, and in the morning wc found that they 
were jackals that had been eating the meat 
during the night. 

. I continued to sit up at nights, but the lions 
did not return. On the third evening just be- 
fore going down to the game hole the leader 
came runniii,!^ into cam]') and said that he had 
heard the cries of a dying sable antelope, so 
wc went out as (piickly as jiossible to the 
])lace, and on getting near to it heard the pe- 
culiar half growl, half bark, uttered by wild 
dogs. There were four or five or them. They 
did not run away when they saw us, but 
bounded a fcAV yards and then turned round 
and looked at us, all the time making a hideous 
noise. I shot one of them and the rest then de- 
camped. This wild dog appeared to me to 
be differently mar.'ccd fr(.)ni one I liari shot 
a few weeks liefore more to the southwest. 
Tiiese brutes do no end of dama,ge amongst 
game, and the bushmen say that sometimes if 
they arc disturbed in their orgies they will 



In an e-xcellent address delivered at a meet- 
iiig of the British Association at Winnipeg, 
Major Craigie, chairman of the agricultural 
sub-section, commenced his remarks by urg- 
ing that agricultural science was of too great 
importance to the people of the world to be 
properly relegated to a mere sub-section of 
the proceedings of that society. Certainly, he 
added', if there was any division of the world 
in which the develojiment of the resources of 
the soil could be rc,garded as of oiilv- secondary 
inq)Ortance, it was not the' wide IJominio.u of 
Canada or the progressive jirovince of Mani- 
toba, in the chief city of which the meetings 
of the association were being held. There at 
least, he added, the agricultural industry dom- 
inated the interests of the people, and hardly 
any subject in the wluile range of study could 
he regarded as paramount to the utilization of 
the land for the use of man. While alhuling 
to the various branches of science which bear 
upon this subject, and from which ,great bene- 
fit had alread}' been derived for agriculture, 
I\fajor Craigie turned his attention to the 
growth, varying local distribution, and chang- 
ing and diversified needs of the world's popu- 
lation as the first of the leading; factors which 
.li'ovcrn the flnctuatioris in the industry of a,g- 
ricnlture all the world over, and particularly in 
new countries. Thus he led up to the particu- 
lar branch of inquirv- with which he has so 
li.Mig been the most notable worker, at lea^:t 
in this country — that of agricultural statistics, 
dwelling e-specially upon the areas in the world 
still available for extended cultivation and the 
changes in the production and consumption of 
a.gricultural commodities in some of the prin- 
cijial cinintrics. 

The vyhcat supply of the fnlure has Ion:,' 
been a subject of keen interest, particulai'lv- in 
connection with the pi'edictions oi in^nfficiein y 
for the consumplion the lircad cateis of the 
v\<>rld. .Major Craigie allnded to tlie-e as un- 
fulfilled jjrophecie.--, and showed how f;ir wrong 
.some of the figures on which they were based 
have proyed to be. The available land not till- 
eil when the predictions vvere made has been 
tonnd to have been greatly underrated, I'or 
cxaniplc. Sir W illiam Crookes in 1<S(),S (|uoted 
a hi.L;i) Canach'an ;inl hi irit v' to the effce* that no 
more than 0.000,000 acres could be expected 
10 be devoted to wheat in twelve years from 



that date, whereas the area of the crop of the 
current year is returned at 7,750,000,000 acres', 
a!tliou,gli this is only the eleventh year from 
the '.late of the prediction. Similarl}'. Argen- 
tina ]iasse(l the predicfcd limit of twelve }-ears' 
extensiini in less than a decade, .More re- 
markable is the vast increase of the \yheat area 
of the Russian em])ire. In European Russia 
alone the average wheat area of the eighties, 
20,000,000 acres, had , grown to 40,000,000 acres 
by the end of the century and to 49.000,000 
acres by 1906, while great e>fpansion lias taken 
l)]ace ill Caucasia' and . vSiberia, and there arc 
still vast tracis of unoccuiiied cultivable land 
in these and other portions of the empire. As 
for Australasia, the ^ wheat area in that part 
of the .world is a ix?ere modicum of what it 
might be, .Great extension, is only a question 
of price, as it is also- in some South American 
and African countries which do not at prcs-. 
ent contribute to the European wheat supply. 
When Mr. C. Wood Davis, an .»\merican statis- 
tician, who was the originator of the predic- 
tion oi a wheat famine at a date iicnv passed, 
made his calculations wheat was, and had been 
for years, selling at prices barely remunerative 
even to growers in districts comparatively near 
to a railway and not too far from a port. At 
that time there Avas no prospect of remtmcra- 
tiou in the cultivation of land in remote tracts 
of numerous countries. Since that time new 
railvva}s have opened up fi-esli are;is. still leav- 
ing, liowe\-er, a gre.at acrea,ge on which whetit 
can be grown only at prices more tempting 
than even the comparatively, high rates now 
current. 

It is not upon an increased area of wheat 
alone, or even chiefly, however, that the ncces- 
s.iry and perpetual increase in the wheat pro- 
duction of the future will depend. ]'";ir more 
ma\' be expected from an increase in the aver- 
ai^c yield per acre throughout the world, and 
p;irt icularl V in the great exporting countries, 
in most of which the average is extremely low. 
It is in this connection that the teachings of 
.science and their applicalion to such benefits 
as the production of manure from the nitrogen 
of the air come into jilay. Major Craigie 
quoted figures showing that the average yield 
of wlie.it per aci'e has increased in several 
countries in rect'iit vH-ars. chieflv' where the far- 
mers have inqiroveil their ]iractice as the re- 
sult of ihc spread of agricultural education. 



But here again it is neccssar}'- to take into 
consideration the cpiestion of ])ricc. In Ger- 
many, iM-ancc. and Austria-l lnngary at least 
a moderate price for wheat is secured b}' high 
(iiities on imports. Apart from such artificial 
aids, however, the needs of the woi'ld's future 
population will have a similar and greater ef- 
fect. Bread or other cereal food is the first 
necessary of life, and the people of the- future 
will be constrained to pay cnou.gh for it to ren- 
der its production in sufficient quantity profit- 
able even in parts of the world where it is 
most costly to produce,; when -theset become 
necessary contributors. 

So far as it is possible to jud,gc, there is 
much more likely to be a meat famine than a 
bread famine in the distant future. As Major 
Craigie remarked, the cattle of the world bare- 
ly keep pace with the human population, while 
the number of sheep has been greatly reduced. 
Settlement is constantly encroaching upon the 
cattle ranges and slieep runs of new countries, 
and at present the losses of live stock Inn-c not 
lieeii made good by improved conditions of 
meat making on the part of men engaged in 
arable farming. This compensation for the 
dwindling of range and ranch cattle is probably 
to be expected as time goes on, and it is to be 
observed that stock keeping on farms and the 
use of the manure produced will be among the 
means of raising the yield of wheat and other 
cereals now grown to a great extent under a 
soil-exhausting system. iMirtlier, the im- 
proved breeding of cattle and sheep, which li.-is 
vet [n become .gcnei'al throughout va,-.i portions 
of the world, niav- be confidently expected to 
do much towards increasing the meat supply 
of the future. It is conceivable that in the 
remote future this world may become so 
crowdefl with human beings that a vegetarian 
diet. ])rovided tor liv the most inlensive pro- 
tliictioii in the open and under .glass, may be 
a necessit}' : h-iit we know so little of wh;it ni;iv' 
h;q)pi-n liei'eaftci' ihai speeulatimi n])ini the 
subject is noihin,g better than an idle |)astime. 
It is enough for the food producers of the 
incscnt generation to make the most of any 
lessons which may be derived from existing 
.scientific knowled,ge and the results of ex])cri- 
rnents and research, while consumers mav- take 
comfort from the thought that for them ;md 
their children alter them an abundant food siq)- 
ply will be only a (|ucstion of price. 



THE BEE AS THE FRUIT GROWER'S 
ALLY 

The part played bv- bees in fruit I'ertiH/a- 
tioii was explained in a lecture delivered hv 
.Mr, W alter 1'". Keid, v ice-cli;iii-maii of the Ib'tt- 
isli l.iee Keepers' .-Xssociation, at the Koval 
Horticultural Hall recently. He experimcnied 
with gooseberry and currant bushes, covering 
some of them with muslin in order to prevent 
the bees reaching them. A gooseberry bush so 
covered v'ielded six berries, whilst its immedi- 
ate neighbors which wen- unco\-cred yielded 
151 to 1(17 respectively. .\ protccterl red cur- 
rant l)ii>li v'ieldeci a few lierries, but the uncov- 
i-red (Uies bore an ;iv-erage cro[). .\ covered 
black- currruil bush only produced twd berries, 
.■\ well known fruit grower who was dissatis- 
fied with his crop of fruit procured some hives 
of bees, with the result that in the next year 
the yield vv;ts increasefl fourfold. Some gai-- 
deners were uer\-ous about tjee>, but [lersoiis 
stung Ifccanie in time immune from bee jioison, 
and lliey tlicn also became immune from other 
poisons, W'hen in .Vmerica he vy;is slun.g by 
srnriiions. He went t,.. ,-in old /\nierican farmer 
and asked what would happen. "Well," said 
the farmer, "you are bound to swell, and per- 



haps v-on will die." Mr. Reid a^ke<l what he 
should do. and received the discomforting rc- 
plv, ".\Iv \<-ife is [Kuverful goiicl al eallin.g a 
praver niei-l iii.u." : ^hall we have oiie.'" Langh- 
ler. ) .Ml". Reiil objectcil, and coiileiited hiin- 
^el^ with bimling up hi^ fin.ger. lie experienced 
no ill effects frcjin the scori)i<jn sting. Sir Al- 
bert K, Roliit said this theory might give a 
basis to what he had hitherto regarded as a 
conntrysifle superstition — namely, that the 
sting of a bee was a remedy for rheumatism. 
After all, rheumatism was only a form of 
poisoning.

(Continued from Page One.) 

to W.''ran,gcl take the f.'-st boat back to Vic- 
t(.>ri'j or v'am-ouvcr and fror.i there go by way 
of the Canadian Pacihc Railway to Lytton ; 
thence take the stage to Lillooet and be oft' 
up l!rid,gc liW^v. You will not have a great 
deal of tin^.e to spare but should manage to 
get in ten days,! hunting, and in that time you 
ought to have no diflficulty in getting a 
common big-horn and some good heads of 
mule deer. Should you have taken too long 
in getting down from the north, you will have 
to content yourself with mule-dcer alone. In 
this case you need not go right in to Lillooet, 
but get off the stage about ten miles south and 
you will find plenty of mule deer close to the 
road. 

When you . have finished this hunt it will 
be Avell on to the end of November, and then 
is the time to go after wapiti on "Vancouver 
Island. The season for these animals does no* 
end until December ^otli. so you will have 
])leiitv- of time to get back to the Coast an,l uft 
to Alert Bay. From this place take a canoe 
and go up the Ninipkish River, or cross over to 
Ouatsino Sound by the trail. You vvill have to 
decide on which way you go according to what 
guides you can get at xAlert Bay. It will take 
from two to three days to get into the best 
wapiti grounds, but when once you get^thcre, 
if you have the luck to get a small tall of snow, 
you should meet with success. 

At the end of December about the only big 
game left to hunt will be the r=i"ther and 
wolves; bear will have denned up. Panthers 
(really pumas or cougars) are very numerous, 
more or less, all over the Island. About the 
best place for you to hunt these from would 
be Salmon River (south of Alert Bay), where 
you will. also get some splendid duck and goose 
shooting. I should, however, advise you to 
leave the wild fowl alone until you have had a 
good try for panthers. To get these animals 
yon must engage a man who has a hound or 
dog of some kind that has plenty of grit and 
will hunt them. You will also have a chance 
to get a timber wolf while yon are out after 
panther. At- the end of January, if yoit are 
tired of being out in the woods and Walit a 
little more comfort you might go to Campbell 
River ; there is a very fair hotel there and any 
amount , of ducks and geese within a short dis- 
tance of the hotel. 

- Trolling for spring sahpoii will have been 
on. more or less, from December, but from 
March until lSla.y it is about at its best. ^ (The 
best i^lace I know of for spring fishing is in the 
vicinity of Port Simpson ; you will catch a good 
many fish right in the harbor, ' within half a 
mile of the hotel, but the best water is in 
Work Channel, about five miles off. The fish 
in this vicinity run from twenty to fifty pounds, 
and as tliev are in the iiink of condition, yon 
,^yill find tlie sport well worth going for If 
you do not feel like going up north so far, yon 
will get fair fishing at many places on the 
Coast. At Sechclt, which is close to Vancou- 
ver, there is a comfortable hotel and fair fish- 
ing ; or even in Vancouver Narrows you will 
get some sport 

Whatever you .do, you must be prepared to 
go for bear at the first signs of spring, and you 
inight to be back at Wrangel at the beginning 
of .\pril. The Ishut River, which runs into 
the Stikine River not far from the mouth, is 
the best place I know of for both black antl 
grizzly. Von will have to hire a canoe and go 
as far u]) the river as you can. The snow 
should be off the slides in the mountains about 
the end of April ; at this time, while there is 
still snow in the timber, the bears come out of 
their winter quarters, and their pelts are in 
prime condition. The\' arc now very hungry 
after their long winter's fast, and spend a 
good deal of time looking for food; also, as 
they are weak and thin and their feet easily 
made sore, tliev- do not travel long distances, 
bin spend most of their time on the slides 
di.gging for roots, grubs and insects. Be up 
earlv in the morning ;iii(l out again in the 
evening, and if you do not get a number of 
line skins it will be your own fault. 

After the end of June you will have to con- 
tent yourself with trout fishing for a month, 
or six weeks. There are many splendid 
streams, but possibly the Oyster River, on 
Vancouver Island, is about as good and handy 
as ;iny. and you mi.glit put in a month there. 
In |ulv the salmon lishing will be on at Camp- 
bell River, and you ccrt;iiii}' ou,ght to go there. 
The time of the arrival of the lisli varies a 
good deal, but there are generally, cohocs 
running early in July, and ■ the;^;;huge;^tyee:v 
salmon about'a fortnight to three'' weefe later.';' 
The salmon fishing will keep you going till it 
is time to prepare for the opening of -the 
shooting se.'ison. 

- This sketch of how a man .coud spend a 
year here cotihl, of course, be varied a great 
deal accordin.g to individual taste. For in- 
stance, some men might not care about so 
much big game shootin.g; they could then 
exercise their skill on snipe, pheasant, prairie 
chicken, grouse or other varieties; others 
might get tired of fishing, then they might 
trj'- their hand at mountaineering in the 
Rockies or Selkirks, or take a yacht and go 
for a cruise among the islands. 

There ,-ire a thousand and one ways, of 
spending the time, so that a man, whatever 
his tastes, is sure to hnd some sort of sport or 
pleasure to suit him and make his visit a most 
enjoyable one. ,, 
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'There's a legion that never was 'listed, 
That carries no color or crest, 
But, split in a thousand detachmenis. 
Is breaking the ground for the rest." 

L'S'T \vhcn or in what manner the ad- 
vance guard of tiic legion tiiat ne\'cr 
was 'listed found its way, in the open 
skirmishing order so dear to the 
hearts of pioneers, around the low, 
flat corner cf the Bay of Bengal, and, 
taking the first turn to the left, up the sprawl- 
ing, muddy Irrj'waddy to the village of troj^i- 
cal swamps that is now Rangoon, concerns no 
more the purpose of this tale lh:i!i lies in the 
necessity tliat there shall he" a beginning and 
foundation for all tilings. They came, these 
keen-eyed pioneers of commerce and of con- 
(juest and of what in the complacency of our 
egotism we are pleased to term civilization. 
They found that the land was a fertile garden, 
rich in rubber and coffee and ail tropic fruits 
— that the wonderful forests of teak stretchuig 
far away back and inland to the rolling iillis 
we're just so many fortunes upon (lci:.osit in 
the great bank of Xaturc. to be cliccc|ucd out 
with the timberman's axe — that rubies red as 
the .blazing blossoms of the crimson oleander 
werfe common among the treasures of the tem- 
ples— that plates of beaten gold roofed the 
chief habitations of t'le people's gods, while 
gems of untoUl worth adorned the countless 
calm embiKlinicnts of riiiddha — that the pur- 
suits of i^eacc cngnged the thoughts of a con- 
te'ited, hos|)ilablc. artistic and inchistrious peo- 
ple — that, all-in-all, the land was good to look 
.upon, and therefore to posses:-;. 

Being Englishmen, the latter was an es- 
serttjal constituent of their admiring appre- 
ciation, and they forthwith went loyally to 
work after the fashion of the English, so that 
in due process the meteor flag might cr'own 
and g^ve character to an Eden redeemed froiii 
a savagery that is unlike our own The pro- 
cess was marked by small originality, I'irst 
there were flcsirablc trading adv;'.ntagcs and 
industrial concessions to be secured by aigc 
diplomacy — after the usual fashion. Thus 
British interests gained estabHshment. And 
after this, the power to protect such anchored 
interests followed in natural sequence, with 
quite the customary differences and some siiiali 
bickerings which in the outcome resulted in the 
ancient powers being by various familiar argu- 
ments replaced with a com|5arai i vely slight 
blood-ba]itisni of the soil. The e\olution of the 
land was not niuhdy nrntracted. 'i'he flag of 
Britain \vas unfurled to the langorous wooing 
of the evening breeze of Burma, and then the 
legionaries rested, well content. 

Surely tlieir's was 'he part of such llritons 
as have made the !''.iripire! Their pride in 
vheniselves as iMiglislinien was sutisfied ! 

.-\nd meanwhile, all unsuspected, the re- 
co.i(|uest of Durnia was sieailily advancing, as 
with tiie subtlety that is the essence of Ori- 
entalism, the women of the land — ever its dom- 
inant factor — laid siege to the conqt'eior's 
heart. No banners flaunted antagonism ; no 
bands blared blatantly an arrogant hostility. 
And man, even while building empires, is still 
a human animal with nice appreciation of the 
charm of a pretty woman, be she white and 
pink, blue-eyed and goiflen-haired. or by geo- 
graphical and cliinaiic contradistinctions, \el- 
vet-bron/e. \\ith cheeks and lijis touched out 
in vi\i(l carmine, wonderful eyes of night, 
and crown of jet. 

,One by one the makers of British Burma 
unconsciously eapitiiiated. One by one ihcy 
carried to llnrnies^ fathers little l^ags heavy 
with counted rui)ees, and installed as mis- 
tresses of erstwhile Ijachelor bungalows dainty, 
diminutive creatures to whom th.e art of 
dressing effectively and artistically is second 
nature, and tf) \Ndioni barijaric jewels and tink- 
ling chains of gold come as an essentially sup- 
|3leincntal inheritance. Not dolls or playthings 
are these Burmese maidens by any manner of 
means, but whole-souled, companionable, sym- 
pathetic helpmates, whose Joy is in the hapi)i- 
ness of their lords, the perfect ordering of their 
little households, the making of comfort and 
beauty and content about: them an<l for those 
ruling- tlicir loving hearts, 
• The .men who made British Burmah once 
more wefe'Veir c6nteiit-^at :l6ast until the 




"other women" came, by other women mean- 
ing those chaste, subordinate servants of Dame 
(jrundy, the wives and sisters of Colonels, 
.Majors, and civil service chiefs direct from 
Home. These came — and viewed "with hor- 
ror and amaze" what straightway was pro- 
claimed most horribly immoral. Most any- 
thing is immoral that differs from the orthodo.K 
in Our Society. The Colonels, Majors and 
Chiefs in Civil Service instanter were aware 
of difficulties. In vain they sought to ap- 
pease the gathering storm by most apologetic 
protest that really "she seemed a very nice lit- 
tle creature, anrl awfully devoted." In all such 
cases attempted extenuation is but fresh cause 
of battle. 

The ladies won tiieir way, as ladies always 
will. /Vnd, in their hearts protesting, the 
Powers of the new regime were moved to re- 
port to England with certain recommendations 
designed to elevate the morale of those isolated 
communities over which the legionaries had 
])laced the flag which stands for circumspect 
and strict Propriety. Reports were quickly 
implemented by natural results: at Ifome the 
Powers also ha\'e womenfolk lo guide them in 
decisic)ns but seldom recognizing the heathen 
customs of an alien land. The edict went 
forth that either the native wives must be 
forthwith abandoned, as duly recommended in 
the joint interests of Morality and the good of 
the Public Service, or, as alternative, married 
with all due ceremony of the English land. 

.V number there were wdio heard and an- 
.swered obediently the call of British Pink Pro- 
priety. The others, some sixty of the best, 
profanely protested as to the, desirability 
of certain per;>ons concerning themselves with 
that neglected fftctor, "their own particular 
business," and staunchly refused to part from 
their dusky little wives, even in face of the 
so-called temptation presented by fair- faced 
daughters and cousins all waiting to be wed. 

.These' were .the jBlack .Shecfi iot w]wm;§o- 



ciety predicted a terrible awakening. Strange- 
ly it has been o'er long delayed in its material- 
ization. 

The Black Sheep had their pride, existing 
largely in contentment and tranqudity in their 
homes, and in the knowledge that they were 
men of deeds and honor satisfied with its own 
interpretations of duty, right and justice. They 
had grown to love the heavy tropic scents, the 
tinkling of the ancient temple bells, the whis- 
pering of the palm-crests stirred by the even- 
ing breeze, the flooding radiance of the mid- 
summer moon — also those wide-spread, airy 
homes among the flowers, the dainty, cigarette- 
smoking, tempestuously-loving little dusky 
wives who had been staunch companions 
through the days of stress when British Burma 
was in the making and man was his own law 
and authorit}-, strong to take and alike strong 
to hold. 

If Society did not desire them and theirs 
they counted the loss but little. .Meanwhile 
they found work reatly to their hands U) lii in 
with their altered plan's cjf life. Did the 1 Ionic- 
land not v,-aiit them and tlieir iawiiy wiveis.-" 
Then Hurma might hold them safe in af feci ion- 
ate allegiance, Was not this the laid tliey had 
won, and been hap]jy in, and made.'' 

vSo the building of modern I'vangoon had its 
connnenccment — the reconstruction of a strug- 
gling settlement in a miasmic swamp as a mod- 
ern and beautiful city with broad, well-drained, 
smoothly-paved, electric-lighted highways, 
far-stretching boulevards with rows of well- 
carcd-for trees and modern buildings every- 
where, electric transportation, .spacious dock's, 
systenis of parks and jjarkways that ha\'c lew 
e(juals for beauty the whole eccentric world, 
around, rare flowers, modern sanitation, splen- 
did clubs, fine schools ! 

And Rangoon sixty years ago a sprawling 
fisher village ! 

Today the survivors of the "Black Sheep" 
look^ back with honest pride upon the work. 



And well they may. They have made a city 
whose iK'cr lor charm and individuality is 
found all too infrequently. It is essentially 
modern with its Euiopeanization and its com- 
fort. lJul it has not, in the modernization, stic- 
rificcd aught of its color, its atmosphere or its 
romance. One still xwTny climb the long steps 
of the great Shwe Dagon Pagoda and, passing 
between the tawdry guardian monsters of a 
reli.gious faith old as the centuries, traverse the 
sha(l\' corridors with paving stones worn 
smooth hv the silent feel of countless wor- 
shippers, and jiass in among the n-.ultitude of 
the devout at a hundred shrines, to gaze on the 
Sleeping lUiddha, and upward at the golden- 
roofed and jewelled central mass whose glit- 
tering spir^ pierce; the indigo sky. One still 
mav seek the limber yards and there study 
with some ;i(l vantai^e the patient and jionder- 
f)us "elephants a-pilin" te;d<," or \'ie\v the 
k'aleidoscopic ]iriicession .'ilong the n;iti\e 
streets, each man ;uiil woman garbed in sn<')wy 
linen ,'is nowhere else in all the (.)rient, as 
though each one had come fresh, while and 
spotless from the laundry direct. One still 
may hear the tinkling of her little banjo — or 
sit in luxury in the modern club with its im- 
maculate evening throng and evanescent per- 
fumes and dream music, or howl contentedly 
over perfect, palm-border<(l avernies in the 
frag'r;uil moon-radiaui flight, while some fine 
in the front seat with the chauffeur t'.irns just 
enough to give a glimpse of laughing, dusky 
eyes, anrl roses all of red nestling in ebon hair, 
while pearly teeth part to coax: 

".'-^ing mc oin:c more the 'Mandalay' song 
of ^ ()ur Kipling-sahiL'. The night is made tor 
the song and the dreams that are woven of 
mnonlieams and breath of flowers," 

Ah! yes — the roinauce of Rangoon has not 
yet vanished with the niatcrialism of Paris 
shops and the great Strand tlotel carved out 
of cool, white marble, where one finds com- 
fort as nowhere .else in all the tropic world. . 



Socially Burma is unlike aH'^othef, O.rienf 
countries. Men and women,— even young itie>l 
and women — walk together in the streets and 
mingle in social gatherings. .Courtship ' pre- 
cedes marriage. The Bufmails are ardent 
lovers, and when a young man and w'oman 
find that their parents do not approve of the 
match they usually repair to the woods and 
return as iiian and' wife, sure of parental for- 
giveness. Marriage among the Burmese is ex- 
uemely simple: "The only ceremqiijri isUhe . 
eating' together out £>f the same bowl- bFi'ide.;. 
Usually a- feast is given the relatives- and 
friends of the families concerned: No siacri-, 
fices are offered ; no services are jicrformed. • 
A woman is as much privileged- to seek 
and obtain divorce as is a man. All that --is 
recpiired is to lodge a complaint of marital in- 
felicilv with the village elders. They ■ make 
inquiries and seek to i-econcile thie.cQujpl^.'-l.-Iii 
most cases the family feud is'%4'edv-by tR^iir 
intervention, but if conciliation is' : but'of 'lUie. 
question the marriage iiS aimuUed and a'-divof'cie, ^ 
is granted. ' ' ' . " \ ' 

The ^urman,.wears a smile s'even days in 
the week; laugUs- and. looks on life 'tlirough 
rose-colorecl spectacles; ' Both the women' and 
the men wear rich-hueid silken ' clothes. ,,'But; 
while there is gaiety, there is nd iridecdi-um-pr 
impropriety. 

For women Burma is a little heaven -on 
earth. Mrs., Burman is ubiquitous. Jewelry 
stores containing untold wealth in pearls, rti- 
hics and other gems are in charge of women. 
}ilarkets and fruit stalls are directed by women. 

A woman sells you the ticke.ts at the i ail- 
way station, another is ready to take dictation 
and do your typewriting. Not long ago a 
woman stockbroker died, leaving a f ortiine 
which she had made herself. But the Burmese 
wonian does not let busines.s interfere with- 
motherhood: She runs the business with one 
hand and disciplines- the children ,witU-the 
other. 

\\"hen she rnarries, the woman retains her 
own n.'uiie and any property she may have'in- 
herited or acquired. When divorced she is ex- 
pected to support her children, but this is no 
hardshi]) f(->r her, since she cared for them' 
when she lived with her husband. The Bur- 
mese child rarely sees the father, but is brought 
nj) to look to its mother for guidance and 'sup- 
port, ■ • ■ • ' '■ 

Phe Burmese woman takes great interest in 
IMiblic affairs, and the portals of the University 
of Rangoon have been open to her for years. 
Her intelligence, her beauty, her freedom from 
racial caste ijrejudicc, now make her an ac- 
ceptable bride in the eyes of foreigners who go 
to Burma, The Hurmans are of ^Mongolian 
origin, repntediv an admixture of Chinese and 
Japanese stock, with all the graces, politeness 
and artistic instincts of the latter, plus a much 
higher standard of real morality. If possible 
the Burman exceeds all other Asiatics in hos- 
pitality. He is par excellence the host of 
Asia. Any stranger may stroll into a Burmese 
dwelling and demand hospitality for at least 
three days. Xo remuneration is expected. Out- 
side a liurmese house one finds earthen pots of 
water |)laced for the use of the traveller, under 
a roof especially sheltered to protect the water 
from the rays of the tropical sun. 

The social life of the Piurmans is interesting 
in the extreme.

Thfe 
plot of the play is usually somewhat niqnotSn- ' 
ous, for almost invariably the hero is a'prince 
of the royal blood, the heroine is a princess, 
and rustics from the village figure as clowns 
and jesters. The dancing, though different 
from what it is in the Occident, is not without 
interest to a Westerner. The motions of the

NO QUESTION OF AQE 

Opinions about marriage savor somewhat 
of foolishness, for an opinion is juSt what the 
normal man or Woman never does ask on the 
subject. There are happy marriages entered 
into when both parties are little more than 
boy and girl, and there arc miserable ones too. 
Happiness is often found when contracting 
parties are no longer young, and a marked dif- 
ference in years, on cither side, has also been 
known to turn out successfully. The old-fash- 
ioned idea of early marriages is altering, both 
at home and in America, but every day the 
nevv theories of the advantage of gaining 
knowledge of life and so on are entirely upset 
by experience. 

The couple who many young have their 
trials and their misfortunes together, and to- 
gether they have learned the value of things 
for which they have struggled and denied 
themselves that they require nu partner in their 
in which husband and wife are companions and 
whose interests are mutual. The woman or 
man whose tastes make this coqipanionship 
impossible on a modest sum ought not to 
marry at any age at all, for thfey probably have 
self-centred minds, or they are so wrapt up in 
themselves that they reuire no j^artner in their 
joys and sorrows. Plenty of individuals exist 
who could never contract marriages likely to 
turn out happily, whether in youth or age. 

Dif?erent nations have different ideas as to 
the marriageable age. The young tjerman 
marries as soon as he can support a wife in a 
modest way, and the domestic qualities of the 
German girl fit her particularly well for mar- 
riage and. family happiness. Not to be engaged 
when she has reached the age of 17 is a cause 
for regret in the mind of the German girl who 
has not been influenced by English or Ameri- 
can opinions. Thus in (jcrmany one meets 
many happy households and contented families 
who make their way very comfort al)ly through 
life without worrying themselves much about 
position and dress standards and so on, as do 
English and American women. 

The Italian weds with the same enthusiasm 
as the German, and young, happy marriages 
are common enough. Tiie Italian woman of 
forty considers hciseh' a little elderly, and she 
is frequently a trifle spoilt by the care and at- 
tention of her young ])coiilc. .An Italian lad 
of twenty or so will speak of his mother as 
"povcra vecchia," "poor old woman," in tones 
of the most tender affection. The Frenchman 
is more guarded and careful in his selection. 
Reason has more to do with his marriage, as 
a rule, than sentiment, and things are frequent- 
ly arranged by parents or friends. French mar- 
riages arc hapf)y enough, but the marriage of 
reason has always an clement ol clulnesss about 
it that would not commend it to people of k's,s 
cynical tem])eranient. The elderly girl is a 
product of England and .America only. A girl 
of 25 does not exist in .S(_)utliern lands. 

People mas' talk as they like; they may 
theorize until they are tired : they may prate of 
position and income and intellect, but many of 
them are too apt to forget that human happi- 
ness is not wholly based on position or an in- 
come, and that intellect is an int(dcrably dull 
quality when its possessors arc over-conscious 
of its im])ortance. Superior ])eoi>le arc ex- 
ceedingly uninteresting companions, and the 
happiest family life, and that which will be 
the best for the world at large, possesses more 
sj)ontancous alTccti(jii, more sirenglli of inde- 
pendence, and more pi)wcrs r;f ciidui-ance and 
of unselfishness than men and more particularly 
women, who are wrapt up in the idea of their 
own merits, their position, and their superficial 
needs, can even understand.

Aerial Navigation and International Law 



The ilnportance of aerial navigation in 
warfare has long been admitted, says the Lon- 
don.Times, but only lately has it received miach 
attention at the hands, of writers upon inter- 
iiational law.v Balloons .were used for military 
purposes at the sieges of Charleroi and May- 
cnce in the i8th' century. They proved ser- 
viceable upon at least one occasion in the 
American Civil War, and during the siege of 
Paris they furnished the besieged with facili- 
ties for communicating with the outer world. 
The fact that from a captive balloon at an alti- 
tude of even 500 feci tlic visible horizon ,on a 
fairly clear day is about 27 miles distant' is 
significant. . Recent improvements have greatly 
extended the possibilities of aerial navigation, 
and have given an actuality and importance to 
questions which were hitherto academic. 

The captive lialloon and the incidents con- 
nected with it were of little juridical conse- 
quence. With the coming of the dirigible 
balloon or airship the situation is wholly 
changfed. Au .-n'r^Iiip v.'hic!: ca;. ;...iki_ aucii a 
""yrtgc zz l!;aL ai_<.uiiipiislieci t>y the Zeppelin 
II, which could for no small part of its course 
of nearly 1,000 miles advance in the teeth of 
contrary winds, is not merely potentially i-i 
fuiniidabie instrument of warfare, it makes 
])o.ssible— indeed, probable — events for which 
international law has not in any way i:)rovided. 
Such a vessel could visit our coasts, or ar- 
senals, or fortifications, make observations, 
and take and develop photographs, and return 
in a few hours to its starting place. With a 
few more improvements, such as at any time 
may be made, the airship may be used for the 
purpose of carrying formidable projectiles. 
Painted in certain hues, it might be invisible 
by night, or even by day in some kinds of 
weather. It is already a formidable instrument 
of espionage. At any moment it may become 
a new and dreadful instrument of destruction. 

This had long been foreseen. In 1670 was 
published a curious book on the art of flying by 
Father Lana Terzi, a Jesuit, of Brescia. He 
had devised a scheme for a flying machine, 
which need not be minutely described. Prefixed 
to one edition of the work is an illustration 
which shows four balloons attached by cords 
to a vessel or canoe in which is a mast with a 
large mainsail, by manipulating which the 
navigator was to guide his course. The sixth 
chapter of his book, entitled "Prodromo, etc., 
is headed "Eabricarc una nave die cammiiii 
sostentata .sopra I'aria a remi e a veli ; quali si 
diniostra potcr riuscire nella practica." He 
endeavors to answer the objections urged on 
mechanical grounds against his invention. He 
ends by admitting that he sees another objec- 
tion more formidable than any of those which 
he has dealt with, one so serious that Heaven 
may never permit such a machine to be suc- 
cessful, and to bring about results which would 
throw into confusion civil and political govern- 
ment. Who does not see that no city would 
be secure from surprises? I'lie airship might 
at any hour land in the very heart of a city 
armed men. It might descend upon ships and 
cut their sails. It might, without coming to 
earth, drop weapons and artificial fires and 
bombs which would destroy ships and kill men 
— nay, everi destroy castles and cities — \yith 
absoluto- impunity to the assailants. The 
scruples which weighed with Father Lana arc 
not likely to count for much in these days. The 
airsliip will he freely used as a warship the mo- 
ment a few mechanical difficnllies are over- 
come, and the question what are to be the rules 
of aerial navigation has already become of 
practical moment. 

In every country the airship or aeroplane 
raises questions as to private ownership for 
which our law is not prepared. Into collision 
with the maxim that he who owns the soil 
owns all above or below, ab cocio usque ad 
centrum, will come the necessities of aerial 
navigation. .Modern Cicrman law has actually 
broken with the old ])rinciiile : the owner of the 
soil is not entitled I0 restrain interferences 
with his rights at a lieiglil so great thai no 
damage results. Legislation here will be 
necessary, and it may be legislation of a highly 
coini)!ex character. The aeronaut will [)rob- 
ably be restricted to certain zones; he will 
not be permitted to navigate the lower zones, 
except by permission of owners of the .soil ; a 
rule of the road will be established; and there 
may he penalties against the scorchers of the 
sky. Here we are concerned only with the 
rules of international law and aeronautics. 

One or two points lia\-e been dealv with. 
.\t the first Hague Conference a resolution 
was brought forward and ultinialcl}' carried 
prohibiting for a jjcriod of li\-e years the throw- 
ing of projectiles or explosives from balloons. 
At neither Conference did that proposal pass 
unchallenged. Our representative, the late Sir 
John Ardagh, foreseeing the possible devclop- 
menls of aerial navigation, at first opposed the 
resolution. Sul)sec]uently, .says his biographer, 
.Sir John modified his jiosition, and assented to 
the five }ears' prohibition, being anxious tr> 
snow some reciprocity to the L'nited States 
delegate in relnrn f<ii' his friendly iiiid disin- 
terestcil support in the bullet (dnm-dum) ile- 
hale. This modilicatiou commended itself to 
the Pritish (lovernmcnt, though not altogether 
to Lord Wolseley, who doubted the expedi- 
cnc>- of tieiug our hands on the jioint, even for 
a short time. At the second Hague Confer- 
ence the principle was again adopted in these 
words: '"riie contracting Powers agree to pro- 
hibit for a period extending to the termination 
of the third Peace Conference the discharge 
of projectiles .and explosives from balh.jons or 
by other new methods of a similar nature." It 
must not, however, bp assumed that this article 



will be adhered to. Several Powers have not 
signed it, and thoae.which gave their adhesion.- 
upon the condition of its general acceptance _ 
• will not regard thern^elves a?;bpund by it. Such 
consents, as were ; given, .rhainly beca,use the 
airship was still a thing of the f)'*ure;',will not 
hold good when the practicability' of this 
method of warfare is demonstrated. 

A second point may be taken to be settled 
Prince Bismarck threatened to treat th:; bal- 
loonists of 1870-71 as spies, and of those who 
were seized some were roughly handled. It 
is now well settled , t|iatvthey are not, accord- 
ing to tlie usages of .j-\va^;.'spies. They do not 
act clandestinely or mak^liise of false ^pretence. 
One of the resolutions of 'tlie last Hague' Con- 
ference specially excludes persons sent in bal- 
loons to deliver despatches from that category. 

.Apart from the two points which we have 
mentioned, the whole subject is left indefinite 
and confused, and is scarcely touched upon 
either in the militarv mnnt.-.i.- r-^ 
uiieriv-itioiTi,! \zw. Ti..^, .-.unit; aitciiiiits have 
of late been made to ])rcpare the way for 
framing a set of rules generally acceptable 
and meeting modern development.^ of aerial 
navigatiuii. In a .study -which he made of the 
sul)jcct in 190J, and in a report to the Institute 
of International J^aw in 1902, M, Paul Pau- 
chille did not confine himself to sketching a 
few principles ; he laid down some 30 articles 
intended to control the use of balloons, etc., 
both in peace and war. It is not necessary 
to describe all of them, or, indeed, many of 
thein, most of them being too fanciful or too 
little in conformity with the actual course of 
development to be of much value. But the 
rules which he formulates' raise, as must all 
proposed rules relating to this subject, one or 
two fundamental questions, and among them 
the question: "What, juridically considered, is 
the space or atmosphere above the surface of 
the earth? Is it an adjunct of the latter? Or 
is it to be treated as res nullius, an unoccupied 
part of space, resembling the open sea, which 
all comers may traverse at will ? M. Fauchille .; 
starts from the principre that "the air is free," 
and that States have in-times of peace and v^ar: 
alike only such rights'as h;ec'essary for fblieir . 
safety. He is led to draw a distinction between;:-; 
the air immediately contiguous to the stirfkce- 
and zones remote from it. In the former, 
which he calls the zone of isolation and pro- 
tection, aerial navigation is prohibited except 
under certain rcstriction.s — that zone extend- 
ing, he suggests, to 1,500 metres above the; 
surface and from the coast. One need lay no ' 
stress upon such rules, most of them prema- 
turely formulated, except so far as they, indi- - 
cate the kind of problems "vyhich rnits't -fee 
solved. 

One of these relates to espionage in the 
wide sense. It is obvious that information is 
in warfare more important than it ever was. 
Upon the efficiency of an intelligence depart- 
ment rest the issues of battle to a degree hith- 
erto unknown ; and there are temptations such 
as never before existed to practise in times 
both at peace and of war what is loosely called 
espionage. The' ^French Government .in .1886 _ 
strengthened their la-vy, as to this. So did the 
Germans. We may-liaye to do the same,'- and', 
in particular, to take Irt'easures not conterhplat- 
ed by the Act of 1889 which will prevent the 
use of the aeroplane or other vessel in times 
of peace for the purpose of ascertaining the 
position of guns, etc. In time of war their 
movements in the vicinity of fortified places 
ought, of course, to be jealously guarded; the 
penalties for transgre ssioiis ought to be .severe. 
In fact, it may be found necessary, in view of 
the improvements in photography and aero- 
nautics, and no less the capabilities .of wireless 
telegraphy, to prohibit the movements of any 
aerial vessels or balloon.s except under most 
stringent conditions. 

Even in lime of peace it may be found 
necessary to insist upon every balloon's having 
a nationality and a flag, just as every ship has. 
Crimes will he committed in mid-air; it will be 
ncecs.sary not only to know the perpetrators, 
but to determine the jurisdiction which shall 
take cognisance of such crimes. W'c may look 
forward with confidence to a time when every 
such vessel will be on the register of its na- 
tionality, and when, to quote M. Fauchille, 
every aerostat that does not conform to this 
will be treated as a pirate. We may expect 
that there will he a recognized distinction be- 
tween i-)ublic and |)rivate airships, and that, 
as in the case of vessels of war. ceriain ])rivi- 
leges will belong to the former. It would be 
a great convenience if each airslii]) had some 
distinct official mark visible at a considerable 
distance. 

In time of war the control of airships and 
the like must be a matter of vital importance to 
neutrals as well as to belligerents. It may be 
taken for granted that the former will en- 
deavor to prohibit all military operations 
overhead or in the immediate vicinity af their- 
territory, or attempts to use aviatioh for the 
purpose of making observations useful to one 
of the belligerents. .Such obvious breaches of 
neutrality will, no doubt, be declared unlawful. 
.Aeronauts who belong to belligercnt.s may 
light as they please above their own territories 
or over the open sea. Only they must not let 
their projectiles fall into the territory of a 
neutral. "La navigation aerienne des Etats 
neutres est prohibee dans toutes les fractions 
de I'atmosphere qui domine le territoire d'un 
pays belligerant ainsi que dans un rayon dc 
iT.ooo metres a comjitcr de scs cotes" is M. 
Fauchillc's .-iuggcstion. But how as to the 
passage in mid-air over neutral territory of 
military ^irship.s belonging to a belligeren't? 



Is the upper zone through which it passes to be 
• likened to, territorial waters and the belligerent 
to be permitted to enjoy a jus.innoxii transitus;?. 
'It iwpuld'be. a strong; measiire^.tb, insist; .that a 
military balloon should not.^!pass' over neutral 
territory at an. immVn^es height and "^vith great 
rapidity ; it would be;- too, a, measure extremely 
difficult to enforce; a consideration , which will 
he decisive as to many of the rules .of the 
future. . There jwill be a large number of ques- 
tions for neutrals of a novel character to which 
existing rules give no clear answer.. Suppose, 
to .take a case, mentioned ■ by < M. Fauchille,- a 
belligerent ballqon,; which- has bepn taking ob- 
servations, and wl?ich;.lifs. Q to 
be sent home .-with information thtis" obtained, 
is forced .to . land on neutral soil ;, what is the 
duty of the military authorities? Is it to seize 
and sequestrate, until the close of hostilities 
the balloon, its contents, and its crew? At 
the meeting of the Institute f)f InternationnI 
Lciw ai ViUent rertaii-i '■oc;.->i..>iV;- - p,i.-.owvi 
as to wireless telegraphy, and one or two of 
them relate also to aviatiori. Thus it was , 
agreed that it was competent even in time of 
pe«Ci" for each Stale to prevent the passage 
of flertzian waves, whether by means of an 
apparatus on land or shipboard or in a balloon 
or airship. 

.'As to the rules controlling belligerents in 
the use of aeroplanes or airships against each 
other, it is to be expected that the majority of 
the rules of war, mutatis mutandis, will be 
made applicable to them. But here, too, the 
matter can only be experimentally developed. 
Such general principles as "the freedom of the 
air" or "the principle of self-preservation" do 
not carry one far. Only actual warfare will re- 
veal the abuses which need to be checked or 
corrected. Other developments of international 
law may be required to deal with the evasions 
of Customs, passports, and sanitary regula- 
tions, which improved aerial navigation render 
possible. 'We have not referred, except briefly, 
to the kindred subject of wireless telegraphy 
L and to the Herzian. waves which pass unseen 
oyer frontiers /and '.enable communication to 
he kept up at . -long and increasing distances. 
The use of this- n'c-iv- instrument for .^Var has 
been already proved; True, wireless telegraphy 
resembles in some- respects ordinary teleg- 
raphy. But it has peculiarities which call for 
new safeguards at the instance of belligerents. 
The Institute, recognizing this, has adopted 
a scries of resolutions, of which the chief is 
t|iat "oij the higlvseas, within the sphere of 
..their miiitar^operStiotis, belligerents may pre- 
vent the etnissidn 0$ Hertzian waves even by a 
jieutral stiBj'ect'."- \'' . 

Enough has been said to; show that we, are 
at the opening of a nevv chapter in intierna- 
tional law; enough also to show that without 
effective co-operation between ' Governments 
confusion and disorder must follow the free 
use of aviation. Only by control exercised at 
the points of departure in accordance with 
agreements between States will these evils be 
averted. Instead of "natural frontiers" there 
will- be for some purposes no frontiers, unless 
international law, i§. very. difTereiit from what 
jt is. • . ." 



"KING LEAR" 

(By I-I. Belloc.-) 

The great unity which was built up two 
thousand years ago and was called Christen- 
dom in its final development split and broke 
in pieces. The various civilizations of its va- 
rious provinces drifted apart, and it will be 
for the future historian to say at what moment 
the isolation of each from all was farthest 
pushed. It is certain that that point is passed. 

In the task of reuniting what was broken — ■ 
it is the noblest work a modern mai, can do — 
the very first mechanical act must be to ex- 
plain one national soul to another. That act 
is not final. The nations of Europe, now so 
divided, still have more in common than those 
things b)' which they differ, and it is certain 
that when they have at last revealed to them 
their common origin they will return to it. They 
will return to it perhaps under the pressure of 
war waged by some not Christian civilization, 
but they will return. In the meanwhile of 
those acts not final, yet of immediate necessity 
in the ta.sk of establishing unity, is the act of 
introducing one national soul to another. 

Now this is best acconqilislicd in a certain 
way which I will describe. You will take that 
part in the letters of a nation which you ma- 
turely judge most or best to reflect the full 
national soul, with its qualities, careless of 
whether these be great or little; you will take 
such a work as reproduces for you as you read 
it, not only in its sentiment but in its very 
rhythm, the stuff and color of the nation; this 
you will present to the foreigner who cannot 
understand. His efforts must be laborious, 
very often unfruitful, but where it is fruitful 
it will be of a decisive effect. 

Thus let anyone take some one of the im- 
mortal things that Racine wrote and show 
them to an Englishman. He will hardly ever 
be able to make anything of it at first. Here 
aiid there some violently emotional passage 
may faintly touch him, but the mass of the 
verse will seem to him dead. Now, if by con- 
stant reading, by association with those who 
know what Racine is., he at last sees him — and 
these changes in the mind come very suddenly 
— he will see into the soul of Gaul. For the 
converse task, today not equally difficult but 
once almost impossible, of presenting England 
to the I'rcncli intelligence-^or, indeed, to any 
other alien intelligeiicc— -you ;may choose' the 
play "King Lear." 

'..That play has every quality, which does 



reflect the soul of the conimuntt}'- in which and 
lor which it was written. Note a few in their 
order. First, it is not designed to its end; at 
least it is not designed accurately to its end; 
it is written as a play and it is meant to be 
acted as a p]n.y, and it is the uniform opinoiu 
of those versed in plays and in acting that in 
its full form.it;Cpuld liav-dly.,^e;pres^^^^^ while 
in any form it 'is 'the.'.hardest.^e^ 'of Shake- 
speare's plays to performir.'-ttere you have a 
parallel with a tHou'sand:*''ftiighty ' English 
thing.s' to which you can turn. Is there not 
institution after institution to decide on, so 
lacking a complete fitness to its end, larger 
in a Way than the end it is to serve, and hav- 
ing, as it_ were, a life of its own which pro- 
ceeds apart' from its effect? This quality 
which makes.'so many English things growths 
rsitlier tMah' instrtinients is, ihbst ' evident _ in 
the great 'pliiy. " '.' - 

, .-Again, it has that quality .which A^oltaire 
noted, which he thought abnormal in Shake- 
speare, but which is the most national char- 
acteristic in him. that a sort of formlessness, 
if it mars the framework of the thing and 
spills it, yet also permits the. exercise of an 
immeasurable vitality. When, a man has- read 
•"Kirig linear" -and lays dawn -the' boijk . he is 
like.bne'^ who- has been out in' «^5-te of tl^cic 
<»mnty English :iplandi Sluiiji by nigiit. 

It is Avritten as though the pen bred thoughts. 
It is possible to conjecture as one reads, jind 
especially in the diatribes, that the pen itself 
v.a.T ictpiu diid ilie brain ton rapid tor the pen. 
One feels the rush of the air. Now, this, qual- 
ity is to be discovered in the literature of 
man)' nations, but never with the fulness -which 
it has in the literature of England. And nqte 
that in those phases of the national life when 
foreign models have constrained this instinct 
of expansion in English verse, they never have 
restrained it for long, and that even through 
the bombs established by those models the in- 
stinct of expansion breaks. You see it in the 
exuberance of Dryden and in the occasional 
running rhetoric of Pope, until it utterly 
loosens itself with the end of the eighteenth 
century. , ' 

The play is national, again, in that per- 
manent curiosity upon knowable things— nay, 
that mysterious half-knowledge of unknowable 
things — which, iii its last forms, produced the 
mystic, and w^hich is throughout history so 
plainly characteristic of these Northern Atlan- 
tic islands. Every play of Shakespeare builds 
with that material, and no writer, even of the 
English turn, has sent out points further into 
the region of what is not known than Shake- 
speare has in sudden flashes of phrase. But 
"King Lear," though it contains a lesser num- 
ber of lines of this mystical and half-religious 
effect than, say, "Hamlet," yet as a general 
impression is the more mystical of the two 
plays. The element of madness, which in 
"Hamlet" hangs in the background like a 
stormcloud ready to break, in "King Lear" 
rages; and it is the use of this which lends its 
amazing psychical power to the play. It has 
been said (with no great profundity of criti- 
cism) that English fiction is chiefly remark- 
able for its power of particularization of char- 
acter, and that where French work, for in- 
stance, will present ideas English will present 
persons. The judgment is grossly insufficient, 
and therefore false, but it is based upon a proof 
which is very salient in English letters, which 
is that, say, in quite short and modern v/ork 
the sense of complete unity deadens the Eng- 
lish mind. The same nerve which revolts at a 
straight road and at a code of law revdlts 
against one tone of thought, and the sharp 
contrast of emotional character, not the dual 
contrast which is common to all literatures, 
but the multiple contrast, runs through "King 
Lear" and gives the work such a tone that one 
seems as one reads it to be moving in a cloud. 

The conclusion is perhaps Shakespearean 
rather than English, and in a fashion escapes 
from any national labelling. But the note of 
silence which Shakespeare suddenly brings in 
upon the turmoil, and with which he is so fond 
of completing what he has done, would not be 
possible were not that spirit of expansion and 
of a kind of literary adventurousness present in 
all that went before. 

It is indeed this that makes the play so 
memorable. And it may not be fantastic to re- 
peat and expand what has been said above in 
other words, namely, that King Lear has some- 
thing about him which seems to be a product 
of English landscape and of English weather, 
and if its general movement is a storm its 
element is one of those sudden silences that 
come sometimes with such magical rapidity 
after the booming of the wind. 



A WONDERFUL CLOCK 

Complicated indeed is the clock of Beauvais 
Cathedral. It is said to be com])osed of 92,000 
separate pieces, according to a French journal. 
One sees on the fift3'-two dial plates the hour, 
the day, the week, and the month ; the rising 
and the setting of the sun, the phases of the 
moon, the tides, the time in the principal cap- 
itals of the world, together with a series of ter- 
restrial and astronomical evolutions. The 
framework is of carved oak eight metres by 
five metres, or 26 feet by iC/i feet. When the 
clock strikes all the "edifice" seems in move- 
ment. The designer wished to depict the Last 
Judgment. This wonderful work recalls the 
clock of Strasburg, and is of modern construc- 
tion. It is the work of a Bcauvaisian, M. Ve- 
rite, who was in the engineering department 
of the Nord Railway. He died in 1887. 
o : —

Plaited moire is used 
for the undcrfacing and 
black velvet for the binding. 

The shape is ([uitc large 
and turns up gradually at 
the left side, but roys down- 
ward at the back and on the 
right side. The front is 
shorter than the back and 
the large round crown is 
higher on the'left side than 
the right. 

The materials rccinircd 
for this hat are : Three and 
one-half yards of black 
moire, one-half .3'-ard of black velvet, cut bias, 
two- quills, one piece of black frame wire, one 
spool of tic-wire, and one yard of black crino- 
line with which to cover the frame. 

The frame is mado first, and we start with 
the head-wire, which is made by cutting a 
piece of wire twenty-two inches long and form- 
ing a circle by lapping the ends until it meas- 
ures eighteen inches and fastening with tie- 
wire. Cut' four pieces of wire each twenty- 
thr^c inches long for A, B, C and D wires, 
as illustrated. Wire A is the front wire. On 
this wire measure four and three-eighths 
inches for the brim ; bend and measure two 
inches for the height of the cro\vn, six inches 
across the cro\vn, two inches down from the 
crown and six and three-quarter inches for the 
back brim of hat. 

Wire B is the left side-front wire. On this 
wire measure one and three-quarter inches for 
the coronet; bend and measure three and 
three-quarter inches for the brim, two inches

for the height of the crown, six inches across 
the. crown, two inches; for the back brim.''' '■ , ; 

Wire C ik the rigfiit' side-front wire'. " On 
this'.wire ilieasure five inches for the brim; 
bend 'ahd measure two inches for the height 
of the cro\vn, six inches across the crown, two 
inches down from the crown and six and a 
half inches for the back brim of hat. 

Wire D is the side wire. On the left side, 
measure two and a half inches for the coro- 
net; benci, and measure four and one-quarter 
inches for the brim, two 
inches for the height of tlic 
crown, six inches across the 
crown, two inches do^vn 
from the crown anil meas- 
ure on the right side six 
and one-quarter inches for 
the brim. 

Tife these four main wires 
to the head-wire by bending 
each wire around the hea(l- 
wire with nippers, arrang- 
ing them on the head-wire 
equal distances apart and 
tying them at the centre of 
the crown v.dth lie-wire to 
koci) in place. 

.\'(i\v cut a jiiccc of wire 
tift\-four inches in length, 
lap the ends by joining in a 
circle until it measures forty-nine and one-half 
inches, tying the overlapping ends with tic- 
wire. This is the edge-wire and must he 
joined to ^\■il•es .A, B, C, 11, using the nippei's 
to bend the wires r)\cr the edge-wire. This 
wire shapes the frame. He sure to have the 
brim-wires equal distances apart on the edge- 
wire, and put one brace-wire at the base of the 
coronet and two more i)ctwccn the head and 
edge-wires to make the brim firm. 

This hat has a large separate crown that is 
higher on the left side and made so by short- 
ening the wires a little on that side. Cut four 
pieces of wire each eighteen inches long and 
another i)iece fort\' inches long. The latter 
piece join in a circle, iapping the ends until ii 
measures thirty-six and ihree-cpiarter inches 
and lying them \vith tie-wire. This wiic forms 
the base of the crown. With a pair of nippers 
attach the four eighteen-inch wires to this 
Avire at equal distances apart and the centre 
with tie-wire. Put thisic brace-wires on the 



side.of. the crown and shape the crpwn'as illus-

as possible with the crinoline and then proceed 
to cover with the silk. Arrange the silk for 
the top of the brim on the 
under b r i m pinning, it 
smoothly and having it 
wrong side out.

Bandings, particularly wide 
ones, in iridescent, gold and 
silvei' fancies as well as the 
simpler embroidered nets 
are also seen, but used spar- 
ingly as of such trimmings a 
great amount is not required.

Who Discovered 
Australia 

The question of a supposed Spanish occu- 
pation of Sydney Harbour in the sixteenth 
century, which was briefly referred to in tliese 
columns recently, is receiving considerable at- 
tention at the hands of the archaeological 
authorities in the Xew .South Wales capital. 
The first authenticated discovery of .\ustralia 
is generally agreed to have been made about 
1605 by an nuiiknown Dutch navigator sailing 
in the Duyfkcn. wlm landed on the north coast 
near Cape Rork. .\lr. Lawrence Uargravc, a 
resident of W'oollahra I'oint. Sx-dney. and a 
scientist whose .searches in ;i\iati(.in and 
other matters have brought him repute, claims 
to have discovered, in the shape of carvings 
and ancient ring-bolts, on the rocks at Wooll- 
ahra Point, convincing evidence of the pres- 
ence of Spaniards in Port Jackson about the 
year 1595. 

Further news by this week's mail shows the 
grounds on which .\lr. flargra\e bases his 
contention. In addition to tlic rock carvings, 
he finds corroboration foi- his belief in old 
Spanish charts, the ring-bolts found at Wnol- 
ahra rvnnt and al ilic l''ndca\<nir !^i\-er 
( Oueenslaiul ). from inputs of co])per imbeddeil 
in the ccjral reefs in Torres .Straits, and from 
a study of the probable courses taken by the 
conquerors of Peru. 

Figure of an Armed Man 

"The car\ings of kangaroos, sharks, and 
fish are still in a fine state of preservation," 
Mr. Hargrave said, "considering the weather- 
ing they have been subjected to for over three 
centuries. The kangaroos have been cut on 
rock by metal tools, not grooved or rubbed 
into being with flint or other hard stone. The 
marks of tlic punchiiig of a gacl or pick are 
perfectly pl,-iin, a"(l there is ample i)roof tliat 
I he liewcrs of ilicsc gnio\os possessed a sense 
ol perspective not iioicd among the true ahi->r- 
iginal carvings and drawings. The cars are 
not shown one alongside the other, but ihe 
left is partly obscured by the right, and the 
left leg is also only partly shown. But these 
are mere details compared with the drawing 
of a human figure on one rock — the carvings, 
by the way, extend over a large area, and 
some ha\e been only recently Tincovcred 
which arc bevoiul ;iny aboriginal ideas, and 
apparently ol great aiiticpiily. The figure 
shows certain distinctive characteristics of a 
jjartially armed man, with a ruff on one side of 
the neck and a guard on the other, to arrest the 
stroke of a sword." 

Mr. Hargrave is convinced that Spaniards 
used the little cove between Wpoliahra Point 
and Point Piper as a camping ground, while 
they careened their sailing vessel and scraped 
her clean near thhe rocks on the eastern side 
of the bay, "ivhere there was water enough to 
float a large vessel.

"In this rock," said Mr. HargraVc, "are 
. . I ■ .• . 



two old rings of iron, leaded in, from under 
which the rock has weathered axvay about an 
inch. These rings were used to fasten the 
ropes attached to the masts of a vessel, to heel 
her over, so that each side of the hull could be 
exposed for cleaning. They arc much rusted 
with age now, and an attempt has evidently 
been made to try to break one off. without 
success." Mr. Hargrave's most i urious evi- 
dence is, however, afforded by a chart of ;u. 
x esscl's course on the top of one of the rocks. 
Part of this rock is covered with a made gar- 
den, and part with a (piantity <tf \no<c soil 
washed upon it., and now grass-covcri^d during 
the past two and three- 
quarter centuries. 

"It seems," said 
Mr. Hargrave. "that 
the Si:)aniards who 
came here selected this 
l)oint as being the best 
adapted for their pur- 
pose. The \-cssel was 
foul, and the position 
of the rocks below and 
the depth of water 
made it an admirable 
place for careening her 
after a long voyage. 
The top of the plateau 
made an ideal camp, 
gi\ ing an outlook over 
the harbour, and strat- 
egical 1}' a strong posi- 
tion from lan(hvarcl. 
There the camp \s as 
t'stablished. and a tank 
cut in the rock to sup- 
])\y the company with 
water is still in exis- 
tence. It was cement- 
ed round in the time of 
the late Sir Daniel 
Cooper, who owned the 
whole point until its 
sub-division about ten 
years ago, and utili.'.eil 
;is a lily pond. 1 ha\c 
not the least doubt that all these car\ings ;ind 
marks are the work of Spaniards and the 
sla\cs the\- brought with them from I'cru .af- 
ter the coiupiest of the Incas, when they sailed 
ill search of the great Southern land, which 
they expected would yield much gold. How 
the carvings have come to be made with such 
indications of the use of metal tools is ac- 
countable l)y the use of pointed cojjper gad- 
like tools, fashioned from ingots of copper 
brought for the specific ptirijose of making 
tools and weapons on the vessel. These people 
knew a method of tempering copper to make 
it hard. ^ 

"The cli.iri appears now merely as a series 
of l)oat-sha|)ed dc])rcssions running along the 
to|) of the rock, but, read with the history of 
the doings of .Vdniiral iMendaiia about the 
A'car 1595, they iiulicate many da_\s' journeys 
in directions generally north and south. Other- 
wise the regularity and compass exactitude of 
the course Avould be utterly inexplicable from 
the. aboriginal research aspect. 



"From the early records it is learned that 
L()l)c de \ eg;i, one (.if the olTiccrs iiiulcr I'edrn 
l'"ernande/. de Queiroz, \vho was a captain in 
Admiral Mendana's small gold-seeking and 
colonising fleet, which Sailed from Callao and 
discovered the Marquesas, left his companions 
with his vessel. All the officers and ships of 
this fleet were accounted for except Lope dc 
Vega and his ship. Dc Vega ]>fobably parted 
company with his colleagues a little south of 
the ICllice Croup, and. taking adxantage of lite 
south-east trade winds, \vould shape a course 
that would bring him with a clean ship to the 
Australian coast about Port Macquarie. With 



a dirty ship she would fi'tcli the l.-ind further 
north. Tlu' rock chart Iutc shows jo da}s' 
sail south, wdiich would mean as far south us 
Cape Howe, and the trend of the journey, after 
striking .\uslralia, is jicrfeclly i)lain. 

THE COST "of living 

The cost of living, which has been increas- 
ing so r;Ii)idly for most of the last thirteen 
years, is again advancing from the slightly 
lower levels brought by the deiiression of 1908. 
All through the past summer the prices of the 
necessaries of life have been slowly advanc- 
ing, reaching on Aug. 1 the highest figure 
rep(3rtcd for that date save one in 1007. 

The a\-erage cost of the supplies practically 
ever_\- household must liu\ has increased over 
forty-nine per cent, since it^ot). but the Rex'iew 
of i^cviews I'emarks that it is "rather intercst- 
iiii';" to note in tli ellradstreet statistics that 
tlj' commodities controlled by the trusts ha\-e 
ge; lerally shown a smaller increase in price 
lilt n the; average, .' , 1^; , 



Thus refined petroleum sold in 1896 for 
7.8 cents a gallon and the wholesale price now 
is 8''2 cents. Sugar cost in 1896 4% cents a 
pound and costs now 4.85 cents. Anthracite 
coal in 1896 cost 94.25 a ton and is now $4.90. 

The Bradstreet agency has selected 106 
articles of domestic consumption and has kept 
a careful record of their prices month by 
month for seventeen years. The highest point 
ever reached was in March, 1907, after which 
came the moderate slump caused by the finan- 
cial tlislurban CCS of that x'car. \\ e are now 
marching steadily back toward this Iiigh re- 
.cord, and tlic August figures are only b.8 per 
cent, below it. 

Some of the indi- 
vidual cases of in- 
crea.sed cost are much 
more impressive than 
the average. Rubber 
has advanced from 81 
cents., a pound in i8g6 
to .Si. 98 a pound unw ; 
pork from $8._'5 a bar- 
rel to .$21.75; eggs 
Irom i2j/> cents, a 
dozen to 28 cents. ; 
mutton from 53^ cents, 
a pound to 11 cents; 
corn from 34 cents, a 
bushel to 80 cents. ; 
wheat from cents, a 
bushel to $1.20, and so 
forth. The figures 
gi\-cn are wholesale 
pi'iccs. and as a rule the 
advance to the ulti- 
mate consumer has 
been decidedly greater.

HOLLAND'S PLAN 
OF TAXATION 



Consul Henry H. 
Morgan, of Amster- 
dam, writing of per- 
sonal taxes in the 
.Xetherlands, says : 
"There are five kinds of personal taxes 
levied in Holland, as follows: (jo\ernnient tax, 
including luisincss and income tax, and capi- 
tal t;tx, city income tax and prov incial .tax. 
.Xaliona! tax is levied on amounts paid for 
liousc rent, on stoves ;iiid fireplaces, furniture, 
ser\'ants, horses ;iiid bicycles. I'or the levy of 
the ta.K oil house rent, cities are placed ac- 
cording to population into nine classes, and 
r.'ites are viiried according to amount of rent 
jiaid in each class. The rates on stoves vary 
in accordance with the number of stoves in a. 
single house, and in the tax on furniture there 
arc twenty different rates, determined by the 
value of the furniture owned by one person. 
On servants the rates vary on accounf^of age, 
sex, and number of servants in a household.' 
C )n horses the annual tax is .fio for one anmal, 
Sj.]. for two, ^^2 for three, aiul ^20 ior each 
horse over that iiuml>cr. .\ bicycle is taxed 
at 80 cents. Provincial and city taxes are de-

From Caterpillar 
to Butterfly 

()nc of the most interesting studies in nat- 
ural history is exhibited in the metamorphoses 
of insects, fvccently, writes J. K. X., a Na- 
ture enthusiast, 1 reared a numbei- of the cat- 
erpillars of the small tortoise-shell butterfly, 
which Avere got on their food-plant, the sting- 
ing nettle, and it was quite a revelation ; to 
some friends when I obtained a beautiful but- 
terfly in place of each caterpillar within less 
than three weeks. Most of the caterpillars 
were nearly full grown when T obtained them, 
so that after feeding for a few days they iin- 
dervveiit the interesting change from catcr- 
iiillar to chrvsalis. just before this took place 
they exhibited a very restless disposition, 
crawling rapidly up and down the walls of the 
larva cage in which they were confined,- evi- 
dently in search of a suitable spot on Avhich 
to begin o|)erations. Then they spun a silken 
web on the roof of the cage, from which they 
suspended themselves by their hind claspers, 
each caterpillar appearing like a hook as the 
head and first few segments of the bodv were 
bent upwards towards the roof. .\fter re- 
maining in this condition for several hoiu's, 
each creature cast its skin, and the turned up 
portion of the hook dropped off, disclosing to 
view a straight, angular, brown chrysalis, and 
one could actually pick up as a discarded thing 
what formed the head and front portion of 
I he caterpillar. v\'iih ihe six true legs at- 
tiichcd. In reality tliis was mercK- the outer 
sl<in or covering of the creature, and before it 
was ca.st oti a verv remarkable change had 
been going on within, so that when the outer 
coat was got rid of the appearance of the xfCa- 
turc had entirely altered, and it now appeared, 
as already staled, in the form of a chryssiljs. 
Most of the chrvsalides were prettily spangled, 
with splashes of gold, and it is from this 'fea- 
ture that the term chrvsalis was invented, it 
being derived from the Greek word "chrysos," 
meaning gold, .\fter remaining in this dor- 
mant stage for about ten days- one after an- 
other, the perfect insects emerged from their 
self-made prison, this occurrence taking place 
in the early, morning, and it afforded great 
l)leasure to see a litiinber of gaily painted but- 
terflies flitting about in the cage where, the 
night before, there a]>pe;ircd only a number of 
dead-looking chrysalides. l.ieforc removing 
them, 1 sujipiied them with a few sweet-scent- 
ed flowers, and was able to watch them insert- 
ing their long, sensitice tongues into each blos- 
som in order t<j get the honey.

In avu'h iron 
fashion tlie fatlier did ills best to 
change the sensltiv<', gentle n.'iture of 
Ills son to soinetliiiig lllte his own. 

.VI the age of ten, I-'rllz's day were 
marked out hour liy hour by l'^redi>rlclc 
William, Not even Sunday was free. 
He was. marched from teacher to 
teacher, all sports were denied him, 
and he was never allowed to read or 
lilay. His -hair was kept close-cut, his 
clothes were heavy, and coarse; ho was 
treated more Uko' a prisoner than a 
prince. To the boy's masters tiie king 
gave one direction: "Teucli him to seel; 
all glory In tlie soldier pi'ofession." 
WlKtii his motlier or sister dared to 
Interfere, ilie king would turn on them 
In a r:ige; Willu'lmlna was seni lime 
and again to Iht room, to be almost 
starved until slie grew more docile and 
obedient. 

Wlieii he was fourteen, the king ap- 
pointed I''iil7. caiJtairi of ills giant 
Grenadier Guards. Eacii day the boy 
marched In front of the regiment of 
men who ranged from scN'eii to almost 
nine feel In height. The king decreed 
that the l)oy of fourteen should now 
bear himself as a man. From this 
command there was no appeal; Fritz 
was simply a dummy in his father's 
liuiuls. 

Again and again flie boy thougiit of 
escape; he would have been only too 
glad to give up his position as prince 
hi exchange for the chance to live 
simply in some foreign land, tree to 
follow his own tastes as other boys 
did theirs.

It was 
a long, and in many ways a sad, ]->ro- 
gress from that boy to the man Fred- 
erick tlio Great, — St. Nicholas.

■ . . V L^te in, his life Oliver WendeU Holmes.'the 
centenary of whose- birth is celebrated tomor- 
ro\\', undertook a four ^months' journey through 

• Europe, rind in'Eng'landihad/a kind of triuinph- 
' a! protjrcss. This was in i886, t\vcnt3"-three 
years ago, and liic result of his lour was a hoolc 
entitled "Our Ihuulrcd Days in Europe," writ- 
ten in grateful recognition of the lavish hos- 
pitalit}' and courteous praise which had been 
accorded to him. There was certainly no lack 
of generosity in the welcome. Cambi-idge Uni- 
versity made him l^octor of Letters, Edin- 
burgh Liniversity made him Doctor of Laws, 
Oxford Univcrsily gave him her honorary de- 
gree of D.C.L., and some six or seven years 
previously his own L^nivcrsity of Marvard had 
made him Doctor of Laws. Although born in 
the United States on August 29, 1S09, at Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts, Oliver Wendell Holmes 
was clearly recognized as a man of European 
reputation, who, because he had contributed to 
English letters, was to be recognized as a 
spokesman of the higher literary interest of 
the English race. It would be interesting, and 
perhaps somewhat nielanchol}', to discover 
how much of his fame is likely to endure. Mis 
reputation rests on his "Breakfast-Table" se- 
ries, and already it may be questioned whether 
. these are as familiar to the young generation 
as they have been tc» that which is middle- 
aged. If a young riian were asked what he 
knew of Oliver ^\'endcll Holmes, he would 
probably reply, somewhat doubtfully, that he 
wrote agreeable essays midcr the title of "The 
Autocrat of the Breakfast Table." It is only 
those who were, more or less, his contempor- 
aries who are aware that Dr. Molmes was 
primaril}' a philosophic essayist of the genial 
• and sociable sort, secondarily a poet, and in 
the third place a novelist. At the time when 
the three serie.; of books, called respectively 
"The Autocrat," "The rhiIoso[)hcr," and "The 
Poet" of the Breakfast Table, were largely 
circulated in England, it was generally recog- 
nized that the sparkling qualities of Dr. 
Holmes' style, the vivacit}' of his manner, the 
freshness of his thoughts, above all, pcrliaps, 
the earnestness of his polemic against a ifar- 
row ani soul-enslaving Calvinism, made him a 
real prophet in the land. At least three of his 
poems seem destined to endure — "The Cham- 
bered Nautilus," "The Last Leaf." and "The 
Wonderful One-Hoss vShay," although one 
may possibly feel .somewhat doubtful about 
•the last. 

The Three Novels 
But when we turn to the novels we are 
practically certain that Dr. Holmes' contem- 
porary reputation is of an evanescent charac- 
ter. "Elsie Venner" is a weird tale of des- 
tiny, emphaticalK' a snake story, because of 
the nature of the heroine. "The Guardian An- 
gel," the second novel, turns partly on mys- 
terious physical and psychical affinities. The 
third, which was called "A Moral Antijiathy," 
never attained much celebrity. Of the two 
former it may be debated whether either of 
th;!m is in a proper sense successful as a ro- 
mance. Their real merit is that they both 
contain admirable pictures of social life in a 
typical New England town. The reason for 
their composition was that Holmes was by 
hereditary influence a theologian, and that the 
one thing which envenomed and made bitter 
his usually sweet and tolenmt nature was the 
stern and merciless dogmas of his Calvinist 
forefathers. The object of his writing was to 
show that a great many of the .so-called vices 
and sins of humanity were due to pre-natal 
causes, for which men and women could not be 
held wholly responsible. In "Elsie Venner," 
which in some respects might be compared — 
very much to its disadvantage — with "The 
House of the Scx'cn Gables," the chief charac- 
ter is a sort of sjirite. a snakc-ch;irmcr, herself 
half a snalsrc, having mysterious relations with 
the animal world, albeit that she is endowed 
with much physical charm and grace. .Some- 
how her story does not either attract or per- 
suade us. Indeed, the hero, Langdon, is a much 
more vigorous and truthful sketch. Dr. 
Holmes' secon(i novel, "The Guardian .-'Vngcl," 
has equally for its motive an attack upon Cal- 
\'inisin. Dr. Molmes' father was in most re- 
s])ccts a soini'whal liljcral-mindcil Calvinist; 
but he was yoked with a colleague \vhosc the- 
filog}' was made of sterner stuff. In "A Guar- 
dian Angel," the author takes the opportunity 
of holding up his father's colleague and per- 
secutor to the contempt of his generation, 
\Vhat we feel with regard to all three novels is 
that not one of tlu-m is conceived as a purely 
literary work, animated by a literary motive. 
They ha\'e other reasons for existence, jiartly 
theological, partly .scientific, and, although 
I lolnics himself told Mrs. Stawe that his nov- 
els were conceived "in the fear of God and 
the love of man," this hardly proves that they 
were artistic in their character or aims. If 
Oliver Wendell Holmes' name is to endure, it 
will be for other reasons than those connected 
wilji his efforts in the sphere of romance. ' 
His Early Life 
■ His real title <;o fame will become more 
■'clear if we turn to the outlines of his actual 
career. I3orn in 1800, a year of splendid births, 
he was' descended from Dulch W endells and 
Alassachusctts go\'eniors, his mother coining 
of a distinguished New ^'ork family, and his 
father being a clergyman, who wrote some 
r.seful Annals of America, , and a great; deal of 
very dull poetry. We are'told by Mr. J. W. 
Chadwick; that -the ifine old house in which the 
eld?r; Il6lineSi' t^^ hiinister of the First Parish 
chilf^V-iniGanibridge, lived for many years'; 
had 'a gbtid many interesting historical associ- 



ations. Before Wasliington took charge of the 
re.solutionary army in 1775, .General Ward had 
made his headquarters here. Here was ])lanned 
the defence of Bunker's Hill, and Joseph War- 
ren, who bore no mean part in that defence, 
spent the night here before the tbattle. . A cer- 
tain ambunt of patt'ibtic ^spirit ' was naturally 
imbibed by. the youiig boy, although, perhapg, 
not quite .so much as we might have expected.'' 
Early in his career he wrote a stirring lyric on 
the frigate Constitution (which had made a 
splendid record in the war of 1812) at the 
time when it was proposed to break her up; 
and there is no question that Holmes' lines, 
under the title of "Old Ironsides," saved , the 
vessel from this ignominious doom. Also, dur- 
ing the Civil War, especially when his qwh son 
became a prominent figure in the Northern 
army. Holmes wrote some ringing war lyi^ics, 
such as "A Voice of the Loyal North," and 
"The Voyage of the Good Ship Union," while 
in 1863 he delivered the Eourth of Jul}- Ora- 
tion in Boston. On the whole, however, 
Holmes generally held himself aloof from 
politics, and from the various causes of Tem- 
perance, Abolition, Women's Rights, which en- 
gaged so deeply the sympathies of Whitticr, 
Lowell, and Emerson. It was not in his na- 
ture to be a very ardent politician. His in- 
stincts were rather literary and Srtistic. He 
defended the statesman Webster against Whit- 
tier's scathing attack in "Ichabod," and he was 
not wholly in sympathy with Emerson. Both 
the "Sage of Concord" and himself, it is true, 
were Liberals in thought, but in somewhat dif- 
ferent fashion. When he wrote on Ralph 
Waldo Emerson in the "American Men of 
Letters Series," he called him "an iconoclast 
without a hainmer, who took down our idols 
from their pedestals so tenderly that it seemed 
like an act of worship." 

A Graduate of Harvard 
Entering Harvard in 1S25. Holmes gradu- 
ated in the famous class of "29," and on the 
annual gatherings of the class he contributed 
a brilliant succession of commemorative poems. 
Eor the last of the annivfcrsary dinners which 
he attended in 1889, he wrote a touching piece, 
entitled "After the Curfew." In 1829 he had 
not quite made up his mind as to his future 
care.;;. After his graduation he studied law, 
thougli, apparently, with only ])erfunctory in- 
terest, lie then turned to medicr.ie, and feel- 
ing a genuine liking for the science, he went 
to Paris in March, 1833, wh<2re he worked in- 
dustriously under Louis and other famous phyr 
siciahs and surgeons of France. Returning to 
Camljridge in 1835, with a certain amount of 
experience and knowledge, and two skeletons 
(one for himself, "the more showy one" for a 
friend), he sought practice in Boston, but 
achieved only a very modcral'e success — per- 
haps because his reputation as a humorist 
stood somewhat in his way. At all events, the 
story goes that, being advised to divide his 
practice, he replied-that he could not very well 
manage it, "because he had only one patient." 
Already his social talents and brilliancy in con- 
versation, to say nothing of the gay little 
poems that he was continually writing, seemed 
to prove to the gi'ave Bostonians — it ^vas 
Holmes who gave Boston its most popular 
name, "the Hub of the Universe" — that he was 
somewhat wanting in seriousness. He wrote, 
however, papers on Homoeopathy and other 
subjects, which were of some value, and which 
occasionally brought him into the thick of 
medical controversy, and in iS.iy he was ap- 
pointed Parkman Professor of Anatomy and 
Physiology in the Harvard Medical School. So 
various were the duties of his professorship . 
that he described his position, "not as a chair. 



but as a settee." Later he was allowed to con- 
fine himself to anatomy pure and siin])lc. So 
fresh and witty and lively were the lectures he 
delivered, that it is said that the students were 
sent to him at the end of the day, when .they 
vvere tired with work, because he was the. only '. 
. niiaii who 'could hope to keep theiii awake. Ancl^ 
lif continued to deliver aiuitomical lectures un-'" 
fil he was past 70 3'cars of age ; indeed, they 
were his only links with , the medical profession. 
"The Atlantic Monthly** 
All the time his real interests were steadily 
growing. They clearly were nor confined to 
science or philosophj', except as far as both 
disciplines were nuulc to contribute valuable 
material for literary use. He belonged to that 
which was known as the Phi Beta Kappa So- 
ciety of tiarvard University, and to that he 
contributed seWal of his .best verses, one of 
the daintiest of his earlier lyrics being "The 
Last Leaf," the poem which Abraham Lin- 
coln loved. As a matter of fact, his collected 
poetry fills three \'olumes. Then, in 185O, 
came the turning ]3oint of his career. In th.'it 
year the Boston publishing house, Phillii)s, 
Sampson & Co., invited James Russell Lowell 
to edit a new magazine, an offer which was 
only ac'cepted on condition that the editor 
should have the assistance of Dr. Holmes. 
The doctor accepted with alacrity. He chris- 
tened the venture "The Atlantic !ilonthly," 
and began at once to contribute the papers 
which were subscquejitly collected under the 
title of "The Autocrat of the Breakfast Table." 
A quarter of a centurj' b?iore he had com- 
menced something of the sort, in "The New 
England Magazine," and that is why at the 
very opening of "The Autocrat" he begins with 
the somewhat mysterious words, "I was just 

going to say, when I was interrupted ." 

There was no question, from the very outset, 
of the success of Dr. Holmes' ])apcrs. Tlu-y 
were original in conception, full of wit and 
humor; tlicy suggested \vhat seemed at tliat 
time exceedingly bold ideas, and they inaugur- 
ated that crusade against 'Calvinism which, as 
we have seen, occupiisd the author wdien he 
was composing his novels. The year 1857 was 
remarkable for a conim'ei"cial panic, and in the 
midst of these untoward external conilitions 
the new magazine would inevitably have fail- 
ed if it had not been for Dr. Holmes' fascin- 
ating cssa}'s. It is not too much to say that 
our author "made" "The Atlantic iMonthly," 
which in return "rriade"'him. The success was 
so iminediate and so siileridid that it settled his 
career. There was nd ISnger any idea of his 
worki'iig as a physician',''fte became at once an 
author. When the twelve papers were pub- 
lished, in 1858, as a volume, the "Professor" 
(1859) succeeded the "Autocrat." Twelve 
j'cars later, in 1871, the Landlady had another 
boarder who took the vacant chair, the "Poet." 
All these three volumes are good and charac- 
teristic work. Unfortunately, they represent a 
descending series, and "Mr. J. T. Morse was 
right when he compared the "Professor" and 
the "Poet" to "the squeezing of the grapes 
after the first spontaneous running of their 
juice." As we now look back over the vol- 
umes, what strikes us especially is that they 
represent Dr. Hohnes' conversational style at 
its best. As everyone kno^ys, Oliver Wendell 
Holmes was a brilliant talker, and he has com- 
niunicateti to these pages no little of his fresh 
humor and his audaciou.S Avit. Moreover, the 
essays arc quite frank in their self-disclosure, 
and for this reason possess a personal note 
which has led some critics to compare them 
with the "Essays" of Montaigne, or the "Con- 
fessions" of Rousseau. At this time Holmes 
was an exceedingly popular figure in Boston 



society. The dinners of the Saturday Club arc 
amongst the proudest traditions of I'.osi.on. and 
it was there that Dr. 1-lolmes met Emerson, 
Longfellow. W'liittier, Lowell, Sumner, Agas- 
siz, and Motlev, and was recognized a>:?abso-

-"The Autocrat" 

It is fortunately unnecessary to decide what ' 
place will ultimately be taken in the literature 
of the world by "The Autocrat of the Break- 
fast Table." In aim and character the "Auto- 
crat" reminds us of the "Essays of Elia," and 
some enthusiastic critics have not hesitated to 
rank the American and the English essayists 
side by side. It is difficult to assent to any 
comparison which does not give the palm to 
the work of Lamb. Both writers have genial 
humor and sparkling wit, a keen sense of 
character, siiontaneou.^ pathos, and deep human 
symiKithy. Dr. Holmes' adiuircrs may claim 
for him tiiat he cxcck on the poetic side. P'Ut 
to Charles Land) belong the daintier spirit, the 
niiirc elusive grace, the more consummate art, 
anti a humor at once more lambent and more 
comprehensive. And can anyone doubt which 
of the two authors is ore secure of his immor- 
talitv? lint, without fpiestion. the ".Auto- 
crat" l)cars e;isily the test of repeated perusal; 
it has a ri.glit to be included in the mucli-loved 
class of "bedside" literature, it is difficult to 
give ;iny characteristic (piotation, for it is full 
of sp;n-kling differences of style; but, at any 
rate, the following ])assage. just as it at once 
cauglit the fancy of its fiist readers, has been 
jierbaps more constantly refer.'-ed to by subse- 
quent writers than any other:

"Onl}' one of the three Johns is taxed : only 

one can be weighed on a platform-balance; but 
the other two are just as important in the con- 
versation. Let Its suppose the real John to be 
old, dull, and ill-looking. But as the Higher 
Powers have not conferred upon men the gift 
of seeing themselves in the true light, John 
very possibly conceives himself to be youthful, 
witty, and fascinating, and talks from, the ptjint 
of view of this ideal. Thomas, again, believes 
him to be an artful rogue, we will say; there- 
fore he is, so far as Thomas' attinde in the 
con\'ersation is concerned, an artful rogue, 
though really sim])le and stupid, The same 
conditions apply to the three Thomases. It 
follows that, until a man can be found wdio 
knows himself as his Maker knows him, or 
who sees himself as others see him, there must 
be at least six persons cngag'ed in every dia- 
logue between two. Of 'these, the least im- 
portant, philosophicaliy speaking, is the one 
that wc have called the real person. No won- 
der two disputants often get angry, wdien there 
are six of them talking and listening all at the 
same time.

The ancient and historic fortress of Dum- 
barton Castle has been formally transferred 
from the custory of the War Office to the Of- 
fice of Works. ;ind the garrison, which consist- 
ed of Corporal Smith, has gone o\-er to Lcitli 
I'^ort. -A park ranger (who was, however, a 
soldierj is now installed as caretaker. A com- 
mittee was formed some time ago, with Lord 
Inverclydc, who is Lord Lieutenant of the 
county, as chairman, to urge a scheme for the 
Castle to be utilized as a home for Scottish 
Territorials and in some minor military ca- 
pacity, but the War Office have decided that 
the buildings are unsuitable for the ])urpose. 
Lord lin-erclyde has now called a meeting to 
consider the new situation and to make a fur- 
ther proposal to prevent the castle from be- 
coming an abandoned and derelict fortress. 

That would be a dismal fate for this extra- 
ordinary stronghold, wdiich nature so clearly 
intended to guard the great river of Clyde. It 
is a cleft rock rising 560 feet, with a mile cir- 
cumference at its base. A narrrjw river, on 
which jMessrs. Denny, the shipbuilders, have 
.somehow launched important ships for nearly 
a hundred years, runs into the Clyde at its 
side. Jiehind it rises the range that has its 
master mount in Ben Lomond, and farther up 
the river is another chain of hills, but in its 
immediate district the rock bulks up with 
strange suddenness, and seems to have been 
set at the command of .some military magician 
at the mouth of the river to guard the water- 
way to Glasgow and the highroad to the High- 
lands. ]\Iystic stories of its origin linger. It 
is believed to be the Balclutha of Ossian anrl 
the theodosia of the Romans. Its present name 
is a corruption of Dun Breton, "the hill of the 
Britons."; It was taken by the Pjines, and 
taken and retaken at interval^' duririg the 
bloody years of Scotland's early history. Sir 
John Monteith— "the fause Montcith"— was 



governor of the Castle for Edward L. and 'jere 
he brought the cajUive Wallace, whi:)se long, 
two-handed sword was the chief sight of the 
Castle until the end of last century, \".-hcn it 
was remin'ed to the \\'allace .MonnmciU at 
Stirling. It has a long thin blade about five 
feet long; nine inches arc said to lia\'e been 
broken off the point. Nathanial Hawthorne, 
on his visit to Dumbarton in J 857. says that he 
could brandish it with perfect ease. Dumbar- 
ton was the safest West Coast seaport in trou- 
bled times, and here Mary Queen of Scots em- 
barked, when a little girl, for France. It was 
for Ditndjarton she was making when defeat- 
ed at Langside. But the Castle, \\diicb was one 
of the fcv/ that had been held for her, hail 
already been captured by Cr.iwford of Jordan- 
hill, who scaled the, steepest part of the rock 
and surprised the garrison without losing a 
man. A remarkable incident of this exploit 
was that one of his men had a fit on the scal- 
ing ladder, and could not l)c mo\-ecl. Crawford 
had him tied to the ladder, which he itn-ned 
over on the other side, and so the ascent ucnt 
on. The scaling ladders and hooks are still 
[)rcserved in the armor3-. 

At the Union of the ]<ing<loms it was stij)- 
ulated that the Castle would be kept fortified, 
and accordingly it had till recent limes sixteen 
guns, but only five artillery men. .Moreover, 
the guns were very rarely fired, even for a 
salute, for the very proper reason that the con 
cussion produced the singular effect of depriv- 
ing the garrison of water— the rifts of the stone 
tank oi)ening and letting the water out Very 
little of the ancient fortress buildings remain, 
although there is a town whose foundations 
date back to the fifth century, but the strange 
boldness of its shape, the significance of its 
position, and the indications of its tall insets 
of wall will remain, whatever ma}'- happen to 
its guns and platforms, to impress the passen 
ger on the river steamer with thoughts of ro- 
mance and ancient'lle'sperate affairs. "It rises.

the view of most of us (writes Mr. Horace 
llutchinson in the Daily Telegraph) that this 
is, in fact, the reason of the professional's su- 
periorit}'— ;probably we have to admit the su- 
periority — but one of the leading profession- 
als, Taylor, the champion at the very time of 
writing, s.iys ih.it he does not think that this 
is so. l ie ihiiik's the reason of the professibn- 
.■il's sn])eriorit\- is that he can fight through 
a barl time, when thiiifjs are going against him, 
heller. 1 1 looks niiich as if he were saying 
thai the profession;il was the bra\'cr, the more 
detennined, in moral way the better man. 
He may be. But if the professional has this 
greater courage, is il not the direct outcome 
of the concentration encouraged by the fact 
that lo him the game is a profession? Il looks 
like that, but the conclusion of the matter, for 
the sake of which really 1 introduced this pre- 
amble, is that no man can he a proper judge 
of this case unless he has had the opportunity 
to see it from .boJ))_ sides.

Once in a wdiile one meets 
Avith a single sou! greater than all the living 
pageant which passes before it. As the pale 
astronomer sits in his study with sunken eyes 
and thin fingers, and weighs Uranus or Ncp- 
tuhe as in a balance, so there are meek, slight 
women who have weighed all that this plan- 
etary life can offer, and holds it like a bauble 
in the palm of their slender hands. This was 
one of them. Fortune had left her, sorrow had 
baptised her; the routine of labor and the lone- 
liness of almost friendless city life were before 
her. Yet, as ] looked upon her trancpiil face, 
gradually regaining a cheerfulness which was 
often sprightly, as she became interested in 
the various matters we talked about and places 
we visited, I sa^v tiiat eye and lip and every 
shifting lineament were made for love — un- 
conscious of their sv.cct office as ^'•et, and 
meeting the cold aspect of duty with the nat- 
ural graces which were meant for the reward 
of nothing less than the Great Passion." 

All the personages of the book are clearly 
cut and admirably defined, and we should be 
sorry to have missed the opportunity of mak- 
ing acquaintance with such delightful charac- 
ters as Iris, the Divinity Student, the conceited 
Professor, the young man John, the Model of 
the Virtues, the Poor Relation, the little de- 
formed Gentleman, and the inimitable Auto- 
crat himself. 

Poetical Work 
As to llolmes' poetry, it is by no means 
certain that some of our own poets — for in- 
stance, Austin Dobson and Frederick Locker — 
have not been indebted to it for part of their 
inspiration. For, as Mr. Ghadwick says, the 
Doctor "loved the Queen Anne men, their 
metres, their manners, the epigrammatic bril- 
liancy of Pope, Sterne's slow meandering." 
.And his poetry belongs to the best level of 
"vers de societe." in its happy comlnnation of 
gaiety and tenderness. "The Chambered Nau- 
tilus" is a beautiful poem, although the didactic 
tone of the last verse is assuredly not neces- 
sary for its artistic purpose. Wc may quote 
some stanzas of "The Last Leaf" as, perhaps, 
the most characteristic example of Holmes' 
lyrical skill: 

I saw him once before, 
As he passed by the door, 

And again 
The pavement stones resound. 
As he totters o'er the ground 

With his cane. 

They say that in his prime, 
Ere the pruning-knife of Time 

Cut him down, 
Not a belter man was found 
But the Crier on his round 

Through the to\\-n. 

But now he walks the streets, 
And he looks at all he meets 

Sad and wan. 
And he shakes his feeble head, , 
That it seems as it he said, 
"They are gone." '
